The unemployment problem in the defense in- 
dustry has often had the attention of Federal pol- 
icy makers over the past several years.

This report contains the major findings from 
the Survey of Inmates of Local Jails, which was 
conducted in the summer of 1972 for the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration by the U. 

This first nationwide at- 
tempt to assess the socioeconomic characteristics 
of the country’s jail population was a followup to 
the National Jail Census of 1970. The survey 
concentrates on an_ investigation of the 
socioeconomic characteristics of jail inmates and 
an inquiry into the status of the nation’s jails. The 
survey employed two distinct questionnaires--one 
designed to elicit directly from the authorities of 
each jail specific data on physical facilities, staff 
personnel, and programs conducted for inmates, 
and the other to be used by interviewers to ob- 
tain information directly from inmates. Statistics 
gathered included basic demographic data, 
reasons for incarceration, bail status, length of 
pretrial confinement, length of sentence, geo- 
graphical distribution of the inmates, physical 
data on jails, and the social and rehabilitation ser- 
vices offered. Tables show statistics on: 
socioeconomic characteristics of inmates by race, 
offense and confinement status; number of jails 
and inmates by State and the number and percent 
of jails with locally sponsored rehabilitative ser- 
vices and programs by jail size.

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A national survey of adult correctional institu- 

tions was conducted by questionnaire in 1973 to 

obtain an accurate picture of the current status of 
academic educational programs, particularly at 
the elementary and secondary levels, available to 
inmates. Questions were designed to obtain infor- 
mation regarding the degree of participation of 
inmates in such the types of programs 
available, the previous educational attainments of 
the inmates, the resources available at the institu- 
tions for the educational programs, the numbers 
and types of training of the teachers, and the 
problems and needs of the institutions with re- 
gard to the education of inmates. Some informa- 
tion was received from 150 institutions, or 60 
percent of those solicited; the geographic dis- 
tribution of returns was fairly uniform. The data 
obtained from the survey is presented in tabular 
form with comments by the researchers. It is con- 
cluded that the baseline data reflected in the sur- 
vey can serve as a basis for planning educational 

Programs, both within institutions and from 

without, in order to reduce recidivism.

Subjects 
were 288 naval recruits, half black and half 
white, performing two tasks which were watched 
by a pair of racially mixed observers through a 
one-way mirror. This study found that white 
leaders achieved better performance from their 
groups than black leaders did; white-led groups of 
all types performed quicker. This contrasts 
sharply with laboratory study which showed no 
differences in the performance of all white, all 
black, and mixed dyads led by black and white 
student leaders. Some explanations are offered 
for the differences, but they remain to be tested 
and validated.

of technology or work systems. The JDS has gone 
through three cycles of revision and pre-testing. 

Reliability and validity data are summarized for

strument. Two supplementary instruments are 
also described: (1) a rating form for assessing “- 
target” jobs; and (2) a short form of the JDS. All 
instruments and scoring keys are appended.

The first of a series, this report describes a 10- 

year followup study of a sample of 44 graduates

1960’s. This particular report deals with those 

results pertaining to the “‘career anchor” concept, 

a motivational/attitudinal/value syndrome which 

guides and constrains an individual’s career and 

teflects both individual and societal influences.

(3) selecting a plan for articulating elements of 
the three curricula with the total education pro- 
gram in their schools; and (4) selecting demon- 
strated teaching techniques which could be used 
in a local shool program. An evaluation team of 
workshop participants was formed for each 
workshop. Participant comments indicated enthu- 
siasm for the workshop approach and encourage- 
ment for beginning the implementation of career 
education programs in their schools. The docu- 
ment includes an outline of the presentations 
made at the workshop. (Author/BP) 
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The general objective of this study guide is that 
the education student will understand the princi- 
ples of career education and the issues related to 
the concept, be familiar with operational educa- 
tion models, and be able to plan and integrate ac- 
tivities into his teaching that will foster career 
development. The course is organized into five 
dules which rep the goals of the study in 
career education. The modules are: (1) forces

The document is a report on the goals, activi-

sessions and conferences, had eight goals for

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The Fifth Annual Evaluation of Vocational 
Education in Nebraska, prepared by the 
Nebraska Advisory Council for Vocational Edu- 
cation for the Period July 1, 1973, through June 
30, 1974, reviews progress and makes recommen- 
dations in the areas of four State priorities and 
three major goals: (1) — goals and priorities, 
(2) serving people and their needs, and (3) the 
extent to which previous recommendations have 
received due consideration. The first section con- 
siders a concept of career educatioi ; existing 
facilities and services in meeting vocational edu- 
cation needs; limiting factors to the growth of vo- 
cational education; vocational education and the

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Numerous societal changes have encouraged 
the marked increase in second careers for people 
in general and for those over 35 in particular, 
raising implications for both career development 
and vocational decision-making.

Research 
literature has suggested that most people undergo 
a midlife crisis--a reaction to the onset of aging 
and a reawakening to unresolved problems and/or 
career decisions. Recent research studies have 
shown higher achievement values and motivations 
for candidates for second careers than noncan- 
didates and a high proportion of second-career 
candidates having a low degree of autonomy on 
their jobs.

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Since coverage of the history of industrial 

training of blacks in the United States is lacking,

All phases 
are described--early schools pric - to 1865, private 
and public industrial institutions of higher educa- 
tion, private institutions of higher education of- 
fering industrial courses, private industrial secon- 
dary schools, and public secondary schools with 
industrial programs. Between 1830-60, manual 
labor schools were established in the North, 
schools isolated without a market for products. 

After the Civil War, the North favored classical 

education for blacks versus industrial training by 

the South. Between 1880 and 1890, Booker T. 

Washington advocated mostly vocational industri- 

al education in trades. The Second Morrill Act of 

1890 gave new life to land-grant college educa- 

tion for blacks. About 1900 secondary industrial 
hools were founded similar to the Hampton and 

Tuskegee Institutes. Passage of the Smith-Hughes 
Act of 1917 began a new era of industrial train- 
ing for public secondary schools. However, prior 
to 1954 numerous inequities existed; courses for 
blacks often were limited to janitorial services, 
tailoring/upholstering, and woodworking. During 
the 1930s, institutions of higher learning began 
evalating their industrial programs and creating 
industrial teacher programs. (EA)

Questionnaire (PAQ) as the direct basis for the 
establishment of the job component validity of 
aptitude tests (that is, a procedure for estimating 
the aptitude requirements for jobs strictly on the 
basis of job analysis data). The sample of jobs 
used consisted of 658 jobs for which PAQ 
analyses were available that were “matched” with 
141 jobs for which the United States Training 
and Employment Service had published test data 
for job incumbents for the nine tests of the 
General Aptitude Test Battery (GATB). Job 
dimension scores were derived for the 658 jobs 
and were used as predictors. The criteria were 
developed for each of the 141 “matched” jobs 
based on the scores of the job incumbents on the 
nine tests: (1) mean test score; (2) a score one 
standard deviation below the mean (called a 
potential cutoff score); and (3) a validity coeffi- 
cient. The results generally supported evidence 
from previous studies that data based on a struc- 
tured job analysis procedure can be used for 
establishing the job component validity of ap- 
titude tests, thereby eliminating the need for con- 
ventional test validation procedures in many 
situations.

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Career education can be the vehicle through 

which students will be better equipped to face life 

outside of the educational system. Comprehensive 
career education programs are divided into 
phases: self-awareness and career awareness, 
career exploration, and preparation for job place- 
ment. Programs begin at the kindergarten level 
and extend through adult and continuing educa- 
tion; the phases are recycled according to in- 
dividual needs and wants. The long-range goal is 
economic independence and personal satisfaction 
for the individual as he assumes his various roles 
in life.

Fifteen tables 
present data on attitude scores, relationships, and 
distributions tabulated by various categories, and 
test-retest means and correlation coefficients.

Through empirical investigations of the 1940- 
50 and 1950-60 decades, the author has

self-sufficiency of all metropolitan economies, 
with a more pronounced trend in large cities. 
Another major finding was that trade remains a 
significant phenomenon between metropolitan 
centers. In 1960 over 11.1 million workers were 
engaged in producing goods imported by 
metropltn areas. A third important finding in- 
volves the importance of the export sector and its 
multiplier effect on local service employment; a 
case study of Huntsville, Alabama and its rise and 
fall provides an intriguing example. The fourth 
finding concerns shifts in employment related to 
the passing down of functions between large and 
smaller cities and metropolitan and _ non- 
metropolitan areas.

icy-makers. The concluding section, part 3, sum- 
marizes conclusions and recommendations for the 
development of an effective labor market infor- 
mation system. The authors recommend simul- 
taneous action on both the local and national 
levels of labor market information. Efforts to

proving quality of present data and minimizing 

the initial collection of more data. (EA) 
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Authored by a political scientist, the study 
focuses on the impact of two alternative policies, 
“political strategy” and “ strategy,” 
designed to deal with the problem of poverty in 
American society. The central concern is the ef- 
fect of the policies on the poor. The service 
strategy assumes that the poor differ from the 
majority in individual deficienceis, such as unem- 
ployment; vocational training is a primary com- 
ponent. Political strategy assumes the poor are 
lacking in political power and need organizational 
support to represent their interests. The first anal- 
ysis is of the Manpower Development and Train- 
ing Act (1962) and its transformation into an an- 
tipoverty program. The second analysis is of the 
Economic Opportunity Act (1964), particularly 
Title 2, which provides funding for community 
action agencies. Both analyses revealed signifi- 
cant data gaps. The author feels that service 
strategy training was only partially successful, 
since much of the money was not put fully to use 
and often went to the unemployed/unde- 
remployed rather than the seriously disad- 
vantaged. Likewise, political strategy was viewed 
as having limited success. Implications of the 
study were a need for better performance mea- 
sures, systematic experimental designs, and new 
evaluation methods to analyze the impact of 
government programs. (EA) 
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The author has reviewed the rise in the ex- 
pense budget of New York City from the early 
1960's to the early 1970's, concentrating on the 
expenditures for human resources development 
(education, health, welfare, and family back-up 
services) which account for about 70 percent of 
the total. One reason for rising expenses has been 
the expansion of human resources services pro- 
vided--increased workloads in medical care for 
the indigent, public assistant grants, mental health 
clinics, and higher education. Another critical 
factor has been inflation. Reasons found for in- 
creased expenditures in higher education, medical 
care for the indigent, and mental health clinics 
were: (1) steep increases in employee wages and 
benefits exceeding those earned by workers in 
other sectors of the y; (2) i d per- 
sonnel, providing both more client service and 
improved working conditions and more released 
time to employees; (3) occupational upgrading by 
the addition of better-trained persons replacing 
less well-trained employees. The author con- 
cludes, “There are presently no data available to 
indicate how good New York City’s programs are 
or whether they are getting better or worse over 
time.” For the future, reporting systems need to 
be developed and implemented in local service 
agencies that will identify workable reforms.

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Volume one of the three-volume project report 

presents the study’s two purposes: to document 
the effects, both intended and unintended, of 
Federal financing of adult basic education on the 
delivery systems at the State and community 
levels for both general adult and adult basic edu- 
cation; and to propose models for coordinating 
adult education which might optimize the extent 
and variety of adult education offerings for the 
public. The study sampled the five States 
(California, Connecticut, Florida, Illinois, and 
Texas) which accounted in 1971 for 31.8 percent 
of the ABE students and 20.8 percent of the 
Federal ABE allocations to all 50 States and ter- 
ritories. Salient aspects of the research, major 
conclusions related to the study’s seven 
hypotheses, an overview of data gathered in 21 
local and five State case studies, and a model of 
the development of local delivery systems for 
adult education are outlined. Recommendations 
whose adoption might lead to an improvement in 
the ratio of benefits to costs in adult education 
delivery systems are presented under five 
headings: Federal government, State govern- 
ments, local governments, universities, and as- 
sociations of adult educators.

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Volume two presents the study’s two purposes

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Volume three presents community case studies

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An essential task for the 1973-74 project was 

to expand and refine the totally integrated career 

education curriculum, K-12, in the Bowling 

Green, Kentucky school system.

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to the development of self-awareness and ex- 
ploration activities. The document offers a 
description of the problem areas, goals, and ob- 
jectives for all grade levels, project design 
procedures, and reports on results and accom- 
plishments.

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Identifiers— Automobile Racers 
The manual provides industrial arts instructors 

with information necessary to introduce and 
teach the metric system to their students. The in- 
structional unit is based on a project, the building 
of a model automobile racer propelled by a car- 
bon dioxide cartridge. To add interest and enthu- 
siasm, Statewide racing competition in which stu- 
dents may participate is an integral part of the 
unit. In the instructor’s section of the document, 
metrication is discussed in terms of its effect on 
teachers, abbreviations, linear measurements, the 
scale, and four brief exercises. The theory for the 
model car’s propulsion is also explained in that 
section, and procedures for ordering supplies and 
equipment and defraying their cost are discussed. 
Rules and safety regulations for conducting the 
competition are outlined. Preparing stock for the 
racer and a conversion table concludes the sec- 
tion. The student section (eight pages) includes 
three instruction sheets: the first explains necessa- 
ty terminology, the second gives instructions and 
specifications needed to design the models, the 
third is a project plan sheet containing the 
procedure for building the racer. (Author/AG) 
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The manual provides information and 
guidelines necessary to develop a knowledge and 
understanding of industry based on the belief this 
can best be done by studying industry. Intended 
for use at the junior high school level, the manual 
is divided into two sections. The first contains in- 
formation designed to give insight into industry 
and the free enterprise system in which it 
operates. It discusses capital; organization; mar- 
keting research; engineering; the roles of depart- 
ments of personnel, purchasing, and public rela- 
tions; production and its planning; distribution; 
advertising and sales; and terminating a corpora- 
tion. Each division includes a list of terms the 


student should know and suggestions for discus- 
sion and research topics. The second section is an 
instruction unit to be used as a guide in setting 
up and operating a small student industry. The 
section divisions parallei those of ihe first section. 
The two sections are meant to be used simultane- 
ously with the aim of creating an interesting 
blend of classwork and laboratory activities.

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Career development education has many possi- 
ble definitions, but they all consider content, 
career development tasks, and results. Career 
development education has advantages for many 
different groups. It provides the student with 
motivation and a means to self-actualization. 
Teachers gain a reason for teaching essential 
basic educational skills and and 
teaching method--learning by doing. This type of 
education benefits the school by providing a 
cooperative atmosphere as well as a basis for 
educational accountability. Society benefits from 
career development education through a so- 
cialization process smoothing the transition from 
school to career. Nine operational principles must 
be kept in mind to achieve the goal of making 
each individual competent in developing and 
managing his career life. They involve organiza- 
tion, flexibility, orientation, individualization, 
content, school role, and scope. The objectives, 
nature, and activities for career development edu- 
cation are established according to levels from 
elementary through adult. Certain minimal ele- 
ments must be included in a typical program: 
orientation, exploration, interdisciplinary educa- 
tion, career curriculum, outreach, short term 
courses, placement and follow through, and 
guidance and counseling.

In- 
struction is individualized and students’ behavior 
is managed with pted principles of behavi 
modification. Progressive program stages include:

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Military and civil service personnel having 

similar job types and from comparable account-

The three general types of services 
offered by family guidance are referral, economic 
assistance, and group services or parent clubs.

The author maintains that rather than 
recognizing the duality of human existence 
wherein both sexes have what are called mascu- 
line and feminine impulses, we have forced each 
sex to specialize and cultivate only one set of 
characteristics and deny the other. This makes 
for alienation within the individual and polarizes 
the sexes, making communication between them 
more difficult. The author concludes that it will

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Behavior, *Truancy 
Truancy is a growing problem for both in- 
dividual pupils and school systems in general.

and civilian psychiatric practice are so great as to 
mitigate for a different conceptual framework, 
possibly with a different professional designation. 
The author suggests that the recognition and un- 
derstanding of the following factors are critical to 
a | and fying professional experience 
by a psychiatrist in the military: (1) allegiance is 
to the military rather than to the patient; (2) 
there is a lack of confidentiality in the military; 
(3) there may be distortion of transference 
caused by the psychiatrist being an officer in 
uniform; (4) a primary objective of intervention 
is to return the patient to duty; (5) the 
Psychiatric Military Officer may exert significant 
control over the career and life of his patients. 
The psychiatrist and his Air Force clientele will 
best be served if they understand and accept the 
above limitations.

philosphical, and cultural minorities due to over- 
crowded hospitals, fear of legal entanglements, 
and insufficient experience with some of the “- 
street” diseases of these groups. The clinics have 
shown that adequate medical care can be pro- 
vided at minimal cost utilizing nonprofessional, 
paraprofessional, and professional staff. There are 
four basic types of clinics in existence: neighbor- 
hood clinics, street clinics, youth clinics, and 
sponsored clinics. The report details the general 
operations of these clinics, i.e., physical layout, 
staffing, services, and funding, and offers both 
support and criticism for existing facilities. 

(Author/PC) 
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This study tests whether or not there are sex 
differences in judgments of the success of various 
male and female lifestyles, and if so, what dif- 
ferential standards are applied to males and 
females. The most interesting result of this study 
is that college men and women use the same 
standards to judge the success of male lifestyles 
but different standards to judge the success of 
female lifestyles. Results indicate that men judge 
divorced females with high status careers as more 
successful than do women. Men and women do 
not differ in their success ratings of divorced 
males holding high status jobs, but women judge 
other women as successful only if they are suc- 
cessful maritally as well as occupationally. Nu- 
merous data charts are included. (Author/PC) 
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The document addresses itself to the changing 
attitudes concerning jobs acceptable to and for 
women, and the time lag involved in their qualifi- 
cation in technical skills. Myths and facts about 
women workers are explored and discounted. The 
author holds to the position that men are male, 
women are female, and jobs are neuter. The first 
step toward full utilization of women in all fields 
is a frank evaluation of the attitudes of organiza- 
tional leadership toward more women in top-level 
middle-management positions, and women in 
nontraditional job areas. The second step is the 
provision of opportunities for training and ad- 
vancement toward that goal. Special considera- 
tion is given to the role of women in the military, 
and the author points out that all the services 
have announced programs to achieve wider 
utilization across the full spectrum of noncombat 
jobs. Women now being recruited are either al- 
ready qualified for technical jobs or capable and 
interested in being trained for them. In the milita- 
ry, drawbacks exist for women with children in 
that they are expected to resolve family responsi- 
bilities and may not expect favored treatment on 
the basis of being a mother. The author expresses 
optimism about the commitment of women in 
professional life and their willingness to help 
others join the ranks of the employed.

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This human relations program consists of a se- 
ties of weekly classroom discussions and activities 
in the fifth through seventh grades, which give 
each student an opportunity to: (1) express, 
openly, opinions on matters of importance to 
him; (2) recognize and accept the feelings and 
concerns he shares with his peers; (3) consider 
how his feelings and actions may affect others;

whole. Explanations and examples of these activi- 
ties are presented. (Author/PC) 
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This study investigated the use, effectiveness, 
and need for student personnel services for ma- 
ture women (over 25) in degree programs. Addi- 
tional data were collected on personal and 
academic characteristics, educational goals, and 
problems encountered. Major findings indicated 
that 41 percent of the sample were employed and 
that 76 percent attended day classes. Fifty-five 
percent of the women were enrolled in career- 
oriented curricula with a grade-point average of 
3.06. Home responsibility and adequate study 
time were listed as the major problems in return- 
ing to school. There were significant differences 
in demography, use and need for counseling ser- 
vices between age groups (25-32, 33 and older). 
Conclusions from the study indicated that mature 
women had positive attitudes toward counseling 
and instructional services; however, the younger 
group tended to make greater use of student per- 
sonnel services. Recommendations include: (1) 
publicizing opportunities for mature women in 
career counseling, transfer procedures, and finan- 
cial aid; (2) attracting more mature students 
through well developed adult counseling pro- 
grams; and (3) focusing further research on the 
relationship of mature womens’ realistic goals, 
curricula, and the job market. (Author/PC) 
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This paper presents a study whose purpose was 
to help determine whether group counseling is 
one effective means of helping juvenile offenders 
help themselves. It also compared the significance 
of the self-concept in incarcerated and nonincar- 
cerated juvenile delinquents. Two experimental 
groups received eight weeks of group counseling 
once a week for three hours, and were compared 
to two control groups on a pre-posttest of the 
Tennessee Self Concept Scale (TSCS). An analy- 
sis of the effects of group counseling indicated 
that none of the self-concept variables signifi- 
cantly distinguished the counseled groups. How- 
ever, the following trends were noted: (1) the ex- 
perimental group had 71 percent of the most 
positive self-concept changes; (2) there were no 
differences between the nonincarcerated experi- 
mental and control group as to the amount of 
most positive self-concept changes; and (3) the 
incarcerated experimental group had slightly 
more positive self-concept changes than did the 
nonincarcerated experimental group. The author 
offers several points to be considered when using 
group counseling with juvenile delinquents. 
(Author/PC) 
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study investigated the relationships 
between 19 neurological abnormalities in school 
and of school performance in 








reading, math, and nonacademic classroom 
behaviors. The sample of 45 children was given a 
standardized achievement test and the Draw-a- 
Person instrument to obtain academic variables. 
Nonacademic behaviors included quantified 
teacher ratings on a five-point scale of 12 varia- 
bles including attention span, following 
directions, working hard for approval, emotional 
control, peer popularity, and friendliness. Results 
from the correlations identified the neurological 
“soft signs” most consistently related to 
academic/intellectual measures; these included 
combined hand, foot, and eye dominance, and 
tongue dysdiadochokinesia. Measures least re- 
lated to academic performance involved both 
hand and feet tapping speed and bilateral hand 
tremor. Causal effect analysis of the findings sug- 
gest that “Neurological impairment” does not 
fepresent any sort of entity with specific educa- 
tional relevance, and raises the possibility that 
further study of the relationship between neu- 
rologic variables and their relevance for educa- 
tional planning may be a direction worthy of ad- 
ditional exploration. (Author/PC) 
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This document discusses the need for coopera- 

tion and assistance from the psychological profes- 

sions in law enforcement agencies. The author re- 

lates his personal experiences as a consultant to a 

police department, and outlines several steps to 

promote and maintain effectiveness within the 
agency. Mutual respect and a willingness to 
become a good listener become key components 

to acceptance within the force. In opening up a 

line of communication, the consultant must 

demonstrate to his charges a willingness to take 
many of the risks which they do. This active in- 
volvement in police routine serves two purposes: 

(1) it helps the consultant develop a sense of 

confidence in the men with whom he is expected 

to work; and (2) he is able to gain first hand in- 
sight into the problems a policeman encounters in 
his work. At no time should consultation and 
psychotherapy become confused. The psycholo- 
gist must not provide therapy when his contact 
calls for consultation. A psychological consultant 
can render an invaluable service by augmenting 
the effectiveness of policemen in problems rang- 
ing from community relations to domestic affairs. 
(PC) 
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This study hypothesizes that professional 
women will have more intra- and inter-role con- 
flict than their male professional counterparts. 
Data were collected from male and female em- 
ployees at a major midwestern university in three 
occupational groups--faculty, academic-profes- 
sional, and nonacademic. Inter- and intra-role 
conflict data were collected using the following 
set of response measures: (1) Kahn's job-related 
tension index, (2) three questions asking the per- 
son to judge how much conflict he or she feels 
between simultaneous demands on their time, (3) 
a set of questions relating how people divide their 
time on a typical work day and weekend, (4) the 
Job Descriptive-Index, and (5) the General Mo- 
tors Faces Scale. Results appear to dispel the 
myth that women have more inter- and intra-role 
conflict than men. The female sample spent less 
time at work and in family role activities than the 
professional men, and more time on personal ac-

tivities and home maintenance. They perceived 
no more career-family responsibility conflict than 
the men did, but they did see their careers as in- 
terfering with keeping up their homes. In their 
jobs, the women perceived no more job-related 
tension than the men. They were significantly less 
involved with their jobs and were particularly 
dissatisfied with their opportunities for promo- 
tion. The female sample to have its mul- 
tiple career and family roles suprisingly well 
synchronized.

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This monograph organizes available informa-

A summary of all dissemination activities is in- 
cluded, as are copies of all materials circulated 
by the project. Appendixes to the report include 
Statistical analyses from both the student evalua- 
tion instruments and those utilized with the 
teacher training program. (Author/PC) 
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A counseling analogue study was conducted to 
determine the effectiveness of a method for 
changing clients’ self-perceptions in an interview. 
Based on causal attribution theory, an interview 
procedure was designed to systematically control 
behavioral information assumed to be utilized by 
individuals in inductively arriving at views of their 
personal characteristics. It was hypothesized that 
greater acceptance of an interviewer's inference 
about an interviewee’s personal characteristics 
will occur when (1) the inference is based on 
normatively deviant action rather than when it is 
based on normatively average action, and (2) the 
inference is based on a review of several con- 
sistent actions rather than when it is based on an 
analysis of a single action.

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Clients enter counseling with expectations re- 
garding what counseling will be like. It is widely 
believed that effectiveness of counseling is closely 
linked with these expectancies. This study was 
designed to determine the degree to which col- 
lege students actually possess such expectations 
and to investigate the relationship of their expec- 
tations to their sex and college class. A question- 
naire regarding expectations for counseling was

Patient ERD scores were compared 
with self-report, ward, and therapist measures of 
patient improvement. Those patients who had the 
largest discrepancy between their expected and 
actual length of hospitalization (the largest 
ERDs) tended to improve the least while 
hospitalized. Improvement did not appear to be 
related to whether a patient was discharged so- 
oner or remained longer than he expected.

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Eighty-eight males and females participated in 
one of three affect inducing conditions which in- 
volved reading neutral, depression, or elation 
statements. Subjects in the depression condition, 
in contrast to the elation group, reported them- 
selves to be more depressed, anxious, and hostile, 
were less expansive in graphic expression and less 
likely to prefer activities of a social and physical 
nature. Responses in the neutral group fell 
between elation and depression. Implications are 
suggested for a cognitive mediation theory of 
depression. (Author) 
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Educational and occupational choices may be 
considered, from a developmental point of view, 
as long-term problems whose solutions imply a 
number of tasks. These tasks sequentially might 
be called exploration, crystallization, specifica- 
tion, and implementation. What are the processes 
involved in these tasks? What are the abilities 
which make possible the realization of these 
tasks? In this article an attempt is made to con- 
ceptualize the relationships between creative thin- 
king and exploration, convergent thinking and 
crystallization, evaluative thinking and specifica- 
tion, implicative thinking and implementation. 
From this approach, the potential contribution of 
cognitive psychology to theories of vocational 
development is examined, and a new methodolo- 
gy for guidance is outlined.

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Several extensive studies were carried out to 
determine deficiencies in community resources 
which hinder the elderly population in their 
desire to live independently.

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This study assesses the variation in the earnings 
determination process for male and female labor 
force participants. The analyses indicates that 
earnings differences are substantial, that they are 
related to demographic, socioeconomic and labor 
force participation factors and that, while these 
factors are differentially important for the two 
groups, all three are salient for both men and 
women. The basic model evaluated in this 
research proposes a temporal and logical 
sequence whereby sexual and racial identification 
are prior variables, followed by educational at- 
tainment and then by occupational status and 
labor force involvement. All of these variables 
are antecedent to earnings. With respect to occu- 
pational status, educational attainment plays a 
more important role in the determination of 
status for women than for men, while racial 
identification is considerably more influential 
among males than females. However, for the 
determination of annual earnings, occupational 
status is one of the least important factors for 
women, while it is the second most influential 
factor for men. The author concludes that racial 
identification effects are similar to those of family 
background characteristics in a model of the 
determination of earnings. Conclusions and ex- 
tensive data analyses are included, as well as sug- 
gestions for further research.

Summary Report includes comprehensive records

No matter how desirable it is to get students 
through programs quickly, it is also important 
that students with environmental handicaps cbbe 
able to compete successfully when they are 
ready, not when the institution is ready.

The author discusses the social, cultural, 
and intellectual gaps which exist and cause 
problems between professors and counselors and 
the environmentally handicapped students. The 
couselors need to help these students identify 
goals, make decisions based on those goals, and 
evaluate realistically the options of movement 
available to them. Finally, the counselor has an 
obligation to work for institutional, program- 
matic, and value changes within the educational 
system.

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The author discusses a short-term delivery 
model which forms the essential mode of opera- 
tion at the counseling center at Rhode Island Col- 
lege. He prefaces his discription of the model by 
indicating that not all clients, problems or coun- 
selors are amenable to this short-term approach. 
There are three steps or elements in the delivery 
model: 1) exposition and diagnosis; 2) contract- 
ing and implementation; and 3) evaluation and 
termination.

During 
this initial, and often lengthy, session there is an 
attempt to arrive at the fullest possible exposition 
and diagnosis of the client's concern. The model 
is basically a problem-solving paradigm and the 
emphasis is on setting some appropriate goals and 
contracting for the papameters of the counseling 
relationship. Time between sessions is utilized by 
carrying out specific tasks, similar to “‘approxi- 


mating behaviors.” The third and last phase of 
the delivery model involves making a joint 
evaluation of the contractual outcomes and arriv- 
ing at termination. The author concludes by 
discussing the merits of the program.

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This report contains national estimates of the 
prevalence of selected congenital and early 
development health problems. It describes the 
relationship of selected aspects of family 
background, infant health status, and early 
developmental history to the intellectual develop- 
ment and maturity of noninstitutionalized chil- 
dren 6-11 years of age in the United States, based 
on findings from the Health Examination Survey 
of 1963-65.

This study examined the occurrence of high 

and low risk self-disclosure in 12 therapy groups. 

Eight groups were conducted for clients served 

by a community mental health center on an out- 

patient basis, and four groups were composed of 
extremely maladjusted in-patient clients at a state 
hospital. The Group Interaction Profile, an instru- 
ment which yeilds ratings of each member's ver- 
balizations, was used as the dependent measure. 
As expected, the results demonstrated that all of 
the groups engaged in significantly more low than 
high risk self-disclosure. However, groups of in- 
stitutionalized subjects emitted a greater propor- 
tion of high risk self-disclosure verbalizations 
than groups of non-institutionalized subjects. Re- 
lated clinical implications were discussed.

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This publication introduces and describes new 

efforts based on the concept of alternatives to 
drug abuse. The pamphlet is designed for educa- 
tors, community groups, drug abuse professionals, 
treatment personnel, parents and young people. 
According to those who espouse the alternatives 
approach, motives for drug-taking inevitably in- 
clude the need to escape from boredom, aliena- 
tion, pain, frustration, and meaninglessness. Al- 
ternatives to drug abuse are defined to include 
those constructive and viable attitudes, values, 
orientations, experiences, lifestyles, opportunities, 
activities, pursuits, and programs which can 
prevent or diminish significant drug abuse by 
providing greater satisfactions than drugs. Levels 
of experience, i.e. physical, sensory, emotional, 
and examples of alternatives to drugs are 
presented in table form. Techniques of generating 
and implementing such programs are discussed, 
as well as suggestions for evaluation and further 
research.

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Cooperation among students is an instructional 
technique often cited as a constructive alternative 
to that used typically, namely interstudent com- 
petition. What is missing in the cooperation-com- 
petition literature is a clear explanation of why 
the two techniques should result in differential 
levels of student motivation.

The overall 
evidence supports the use of TGT as an instruc- 
tional device and the relevance of expectancy 
theory to the cooperation-competition literature.

ganization were contrasted in 50 elderly and 50 
young adults.

Results supported equity 
theory in that subjects, whose work on a pretask 
was used as the basis for assigning resources in a 
bargaining game, formed conservative (strong 
against weak) coalitions. When subjects either 
did not work or were paid prior to playing the 
game, results replicated past research in that 
there was a tendency to form revolutionary 
(weak against strong) coalitions. Findings were 
discussed in terms of their implications for the 
generality of existing theories of coalition forma- 
tion. (Author) 
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Groups 
Several models for organizing methods of ob- 
serving social interaction are presented in the 
form of dimensions along which researchers 
choose methods to fulfill particular research ob- 
jectives. The setting dimension specifies whether 
the research will be done in the lab or in the 
field. The output dimension specifies the form 
which the data will take, relying on the definition 
of the ‘unit’ of behavior. The content of interac- 
tion involves whether the cognitive-verbal or 
emotional or motoric levels of social interaction 
are observed, or some combination of these 
levels. The scope of observation ranges from 
great detail in description to enlarged interpreta- 
tions of social interaction. A new scoring system 
known as SYMLOG (Bales and Cohen, 1973) is 
described and discussed as an integration of many 
levels of the content and scope dimensions. It is 
urged that research on social interaction be 
guided by the needs of solutions for social 
problems. (Author) 
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The authors discuss several studies all of which 
demonstrate that duration of self-disclosure is a 
reliable component of the interpersonal process. 
They review other aspects of self-disclosure in- 
cluding that: (1) the act of revealing is not re- 
warding per se but can lead to rewards depending 
on the interpersonal nature of the situation; (2) 
socially isolated or closed situations encourage 
accelerated self-disclosure, especially in intimate 
areas of exchange; and (3) verbal exchange is a 
key process in interpersonal development. Ac- 
cording to the authors, the non-verbal response 
of “‘amount of time talked” proves to be the most 
fruitful aspect of self-disclosure because it offers 
a additional advantages to studying the interper- 
sonal process. Time spent talking can be easily 
measured with a pocket stop-watch. Subjects are 
not aware that the length of their disclosures is 
being taped; hence, it is impossible for them 
deliberately to distort their responses. The 
authors attest to the measure’s sensitivity and 
usefulness as witnessed by the stability of findings 
across studies.

remployed, nonreading adults attain a better 
economic position and an increased level of 
satisfaction. For the past two years, the program 
has operated in four of Chicago’s Urban Progress 
Centers and accepts any student reading below 
the fifth grade level. The Wordpower Project uses 
the Sullivan Reading Program adapted to the 
Talking Typewriter format as core teaching 
materials. A study area is utilized in which the 
students complete workbooks, review their les- 
sons, and read additional material on current 
events. Each day the student spends approximate- 
ly 20 minutes in the Talking Typewriter booth 
and 20 minutes in the study area. The program is 
staffed with nonprofessionals trained to keep the 
machines performing and to minimally assist stu- 
dents in the study area. When the student reaches 
the sixth grade reading level, he either leaves the 
program or continues with the supplementary 
programs being developed. (WR) 
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This study suggests a criteria checklist for as- 
sessing the content components of nonfiction 
selections of adolescents. Based on the assump- 
tion that most of the nonfiction read by 
adolescents in the English class is anthologized, 
this study analyzes the content components of 12 
leading anthologies recommended for the eighth 
grade in terms of their correspondence to the 
suggested criteria. Results contingent on the as- 
sessment of 107 nonfiction selections in terms of 
reading interests indicate that 20 of the 32 
criteria on which each sel was 
show compatibility with less than one-half of the 
nonfiction excerpts examined. Other data 
revealed little variety in the type of nonfiction 
subgenres anthologized, with autobiography ap- 
pearing most frequently, and in the sources-- 
book, magazine, newspaper--from which the 
selections are extrapolated, with the book 
represented most often.

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A study was pone ery to determine if students 
could learn to monitor and evaluate their own 
reading performance. Five fourth and fifth grade 
students having a reading score indicating 
achievement within one year below grade level 
participated in the study for six weeks.

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This investigation poste whether the reading 
acheivement of second-grade children would be 
increased significantly by the addition of a quality 
literature program of tri-weekly oral reading ex- 
periences provided by elementary education 
majors. Twelve intact and heterogeneously 
grouped second-grade classes participated in the 
study. Twelve third-year undergraduate students 
enrolled in a children’s literature course were 
randomly selected to read to the students. The 
experimental variable of modes of presentation-- 
oral reading, voluntary reading, and control 
group participation--were implemented by the in- 
vestigator. The two categorizations of literature 
presented to the second graders were collections 
of both quality and regular literature.

Until this underly- 
ing structure is defined, refined, and developed 
into a more operational construct, the question 
“What is news?’ will remain unanswered. (TO)

*Stull Act 
This study investigated the extent to which in- 
structional objectives in eighth grade English 
classes provide criteria for a program in English 
for the early adolescent student. The study was 
conducted in eight representative eighth grade 
classes in public schools in Los Angeles County 
where eighth grade English teachers had signed 
Stull Act contracts including instructional objec- 
tives requirements.

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Generative Grammar 
Differences between formal constraints on a 
generative grammar and concepts of efficiency in 
transforming sentences provide different expecta- 
tions regarding performance measures if the 
grammar is taken as a psychologically real model. 
To contrast these views, subjects were given sen- 
tences varying in voice, mood, and modality and 
asked to transform them to various syntactic pat- 
terns. Their response latencies were not clearly 
related to either grammatical or performance 
model expectations. Error frequencies, however, 
were related only to the performance model 
which assumed that subjects transform stimulus 
sentences directly into response patterns without 
using a kernel form as an intermediate, linking 
step. The use of formal grammatical models as if 
they reflected psychological processes is seen as 
being of questionable value. (Author) 
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Presented in a question-answer format, this ar- 
ticle on teaching technical writing at the college 
level anticipates the concerns facing the 
beginning instructor. Following an explanation of 
technical writing and how it differs from other 
writing, the article discusses where technical 
courses are taught, explains the difference 
between technical writing programs in two-year 
colleges and those in universities, suggests that 
the teacher assigned to a technical writing course 
have previous experience teaching other kinds of 
writing, considers instructional materials, and ex- 
plains how to acquire additional training in 
technical writing. (RB) 
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Identifiers—Obscenity 
A June 21, 1973, Supreme Court ruling yielded 

jurisdiction in matters of obscenity to individual 
communities and the decision as to what is pru- 
rient to “contemporary community standards.” 
This ruling leaves the courts in the powerful posi- 
tion of surgeon, judge, film critic, and arbiter of 
community taste. An analysis of past court cases 
involving obscenity in the arts (i.e., “The Scarlet 
Letter,” “‘Ulysses,” etc.) illustrates the problems 
and dangers of such trials which have resulted in 
mass book burnings and seizures. The language of 
the ruling is inexcusably vague: what are the 
criteria for determining the meanings of words 
such as “community” and “prurient?” In addi- 
tion, since all of the decisions rendered by the 
Supreme Court on obscenity have been arrived at 
by males, these decisions wrongly assume that 
what is of prurient interest to men can be applied 
to women. There are clear indications that an as- 
sault on intellectual freedom will accompany the 
search for the obscene. (TS) 
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Identifiers—*Poetry Therapy 
Poetry therapy is the method of therapy based 
on the principle that a poem is a special medium 
for expressing emotions and that this expression 
can have psychotherapeutic value. A survey 
taken in 1973 showed there were over 400 
therapists treating 3,500 drug addicts, alcoholics, 
and mental retardates around the country. Poetry 
therapists discourage their pupils from overcon- 
cern with stylistics which engender a sense of ar- 
tificial double think; they make great use of the 
fact that we are symbolic beings, capable of emo- 
tionally understanding far more than words alone 
can communicate. At present, there are four 
ways to run a therapy session: (1) provide group 
members with varied poetry selections to read 
and respond to, (2) provide members with poems 
of a similar mood or topic, (3) have members 
write poetry round robin style, and (4) have 
members write and react to each other’s work of 
original poetry written during the session. Poetry 
therapy can also be used in the English program 
classroom as a way to reach disadvantaged stu- 
dents, as a means of promoting a better commu- 
nication between upper grade students and lower 
grade students, as an extracurricular activity, and 
as an extremely humanistic method of getting 
into the study of poetry. (TS) 
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eighth graders divided into two experimental and 
one control group. The first instructional method 
was devoid of certain traditional constraints-- 
grades, tests, homogeneous grouping, grade-level 
grouping, and assigned homework--while the 
second method included such constraints. After 
150 days of instruction, the Self-Social Symbols 
Tasks and Sequential Tests of Educational 
Progress were administered to all students under 
pretest-posttest conditions. Based on the findings, 
conclusions were formulated, some of which are 
that: (1) students who functioned without the 
constraints had significantly greater academic 
gain; (2) the two methods of instruction did not 
have significantly different effects on self-con- 
cept; (3) males and females appeared to be af- 
fected equally despite the method; (4) black ex- 
perimental students gained significantly greater 
egocentricity, but black control students had a 
greater gain in self-esteem; and (5) no significant 
differences were found between the gains of 
heterogeneously grouped seventh and eighth 
grade students. (Author/TO) 
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Identifiers—Illinois Test of Psycholinguistic Abili- 
ties, Torrance Tests of Creative Thinking 
The primary purpose of this study was to deter- 
mine if there were significant relationships 
between the 12 subtest scores of the Illinois Test 
of Psycholinguistic Abilities (ITPA) and the 
seven scores of the verbal and figural tests of the 
Torrance Tests of Creative Thinking (TTCT). 
The subjects were a stratified random sample of 
40 second grade children composed of 10 white 
females, 10 black females, 10 white males, and 
10 black males. Results indicated that there were 
significant relationships between the 12 subtest 
scores of the ITPA and the seven scores of the 
verbal and figural tests of the TTCT; scores on 
auditory reception and sound blending from the 
ITPA were significantly predictive of scores of 
figural elaboration from the ; scores on 
figural fluency, flexibility, originality, and 
elaboration from the TTCT were significantly 
predictive of scores on visual reception, visual as- 
sociation, and visual sequential memory from the 
ITPA; and means of 12 subtest scores from the 
ITPA for a selected group of black and white 
children were significantly different at the .01 
level of confidence. (Author/RB) 
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Therapy 
This study had a two-fold purpose. It was con- 
cerned both with the effect of programed articu- 
lation therapy on Spanish-speaking subjects and 
with the role that distinctive features play on the 
phonological rules that affect articulation of three 
English phonemes. Fourteen adult Spanish-speak- 
ing subjects were involved and each demon- 
strated a functional misarticulation. Programed 
therapy proved to be a sufficient technique for 
improving misarticulation for two of the three 
phonemes. A comparison between the Spanish 
distinctive features and the English distinctive 
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*Teaching Methods 
This study tested the effects of two distinct 
methods of instruction on the self-concept and 
English/language arts achievement of seventh and 


proved that Spanish subjects substituted 
known Spanish distinctive features for unknown 
English distinctive features, thus explaining 
several misarticulations. These results are impor- 
tant to the therapist, for they point to an efficient 





therapy program and show that by looking at the 
underlying rules it is possible to gain a broader 
and more complete picture of what creates the 
misarticulations in each of the Spanish-speaking 
adults. (Author/JM)

In “Form Is Not 
Enough: Thinking the Unthinkable about 
Teaching Literature,” John Milstead recommends 
a reading program for high school English cour- 
ses which emphasizes the quantity (rather than 
quality) of reading material according to in- 
dividual student interest so that students develop 
a reading habit. In “Bibliotherapy,” Lina M. 
Brewer examines the use of imaginative literature 
to stimulate both affective and cognitive growth. 
“Learn to Read Fiction by Writing,” by Charles 
R. Cooper, includes a discussion of James Mof- 
fet’s short story rhetoric and several specific writ- 
ing assignments paired with short stories from the 
California state-adopted text, ‘“‘Counterpoint in 
Literature.” (JM) 
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Identifiers—* Agnate Sentences Test 
The Agnate Sentences Test was designed to 
measure awareness of the relationship between 
sentences that are similar in semantic content but 
different in syntactic structure. In this study, 
developmental differences in the ability to decode 
written syntax are observed by means of this test 
which was administered to 63 4th graders, 65 8th 
graders, and 66 11th graders. Data showing the 
proportion of subjects in each grade who chose 
each option of the various items are presented in 
25 tables. Comments on the syntax of the sen- 
tences and possible interpretations of test results 
are given in short paragraphs following the tables. 
It is concluded that although the test results do 
show something about developmental differences 
in ability to decode written syntax, exactly what 
they show about decoding ability and what the 
implications are for analysis or reading com- 
prehension are questions that require further in- 
vestigation. (TS) 
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A two-semester course in technical writing, 
developed at Hinds Junior College, is designed as 
a practical course which fulfills the junior college 
English requirements and helps students to 
develop the language skills they will need in the 
job market and in technical careers. During the 
first semester, students are guided in writing 
process explanations, instructions, definitions, 
descriptions of mechanisms, cause/effect analyses, 
and classification and partition analyses. Second 
semester students are instructed in writing sum- 
maries, letters, reports, and a research paper. 
Each kind of writing is treated as a unit of study 
for which each student receives an outline to use 
as a guide for reading and studying necessary 
chapters, for keeping up with assignments, and 
for test review. Students are also asked to read 
both publications related to career choice and 
literary selections. (Five sample instructional 
sheets are included.) (JM) 
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In this paper, the development of interest in 
ethnicity on the part of scholars is briefly 
highlighted, and the beginnings of this increased 
interest are traced to Robert Park when, in 1923, 
he urged sociologists to concentrate study on 
urban ethnic groups as a means of understanding 
community processes. As a means of understand- 
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ing the contemporary study of ethnicity among 
scholars, nine popular sociological and communi- 
cation journals were searched for articles dealing 
with ethnic and minority matters for the past six 
years. Data are presented as generated from a 
study of the role of interpersonal communication 
in the socialization of the child into the ethnic 
group of the parent. The importance of dealing 
with conceptual problems in the study of ethnic 
and minority groups is examined through the use 
of the above methods. It is suggested that 
problems typically encountered in the selection of 
subjects and the operationalization of ethnic 
group identification can be avoided through 
adequate conceptualization of the basic 
phenomena under study. The study also attempts 
to illustrate the contemporary social map.

The methodology’s assumptions rest on the 
contention that systems science legitimately and 
necessarily includes literary criticism among its 
concerns. (Author) 
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This resource guide is designed to stimulate 
upper grade students’ interest in newspaper writ- 
ing, editing, and production and to teach young 
people to read critically, to analyze the message, 
and to separate fact from fiction. The guide con- 
tains an overview of a newspaper, a brief history 
of journalism, a description of the physical plant 
of a newspaper, an analysis of the different sec- 
tions of the newspaper, a section on newswriting, 
and a discussion of the responsibilities of the 
newspaper. Each of these sections of the guide 
contains ideas on how to use the newspaper to 
improve reading skills. The bibliography contains 
additional sources describing how to use the 
newspaper in the classroom. (RB) 
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At present, the theory of creative writing most 
widely used is based on the premise that personal 
writing contains dimensions for child growth. 
Recent research indicates that students taught 
from the creative model require the same degree 
of facility in writing skills as those students taught 
by the traditional method. Furthermore, students 
in classrooms where creativity is the basis of writ- 
ing have a more positive attitude toward their 
teachers and toward writing than do students nur- 
tured in the traditional method. This paper out- 
lines a sequence of readings designed to aid the 
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teacher or department chairperson who is in- 
terested in implementing the creative model in a 
classroom or department.

Upon completion of the contract and demonstra- 
tion of competence in each of the objective 
areas, the student is finished with the course. The 
student’s progress and later review are facilitated 
through use of seven instructional computer 
modules which may be used as unit supplements, 
independent units supplemented by a handbook, 
or review units.

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Identifiers—City University of New York 
With the recognition that a gap exists between 
the traditional doctoral programs in English 
which focus on literature and linguistics and the 
need for skills and methodology training (to 
teach poorly prepared undergraduate students), a 
study was conducted at the City University of 
New York (CUNY). This report contains the 
results of the study, data for which were obtained 
from questionnaires returned by 171 CUNY En- 
glish teachers. An introduction lists the six objec- 
tives of the study and explains the study 
procedure; part two discusses the background 
and training of CUNY English teachers; part 
three contains teachers’ opinions regarding stu- 
dents’ problems in English (specifically reading, 
writing, speaking, and listening); part four pro- 
vides information on the teaching methods and 
materials employed; part five consists of opinions 
regarding the improvement of training for CUNY 
English teachers; and part six includes a summary 
and recommendations. Six tables of findings illus- 
trate the text.

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The purpose of this study was to identify and 
provide normative data for weighting of those 
nonstandard linguistic features that make up deaf 
English. Subjects were prelingually or con- 
genitally deaf high school students from the 
California School for the Deaf and a control 
group of normal-hearing fourth graders from a 
California public school. Seven subjects were 
children of deaf parents and eight were children 
of hearing parents. The test consisted of 50 deaf 
English sentences produced by deaf teenagers 
and 50 standard English sentences which were 
equivalent in meaning to the deaf English sen- 
tences. Sentences were presented on a cathode- 
ray tube to each subject individually. When the 
sentence disappeared from the screen, the sub- 
jects were required to write it on an answer sheet 
as they remembered it. By analyzing the results of 
this test, it was concluded that there appears to 
be a variety of nonstandard English that deaf stu- 
dents use instead of standard English and that the 
deaf have learned many obligatory standard En- 
glish grammatical and morphological rules, but 
they apply them optionally. The appendix lists all 
test items used in the study, and a bibliography is 
supplied. (TS) 
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This stylebook provides guidelines for the 

uniform editing of student newspapers and sum- 

marizes rules now widely accepted by student 
journalists, faculty advisors, and parents based on 
practices advocated in curriculum guides, text- 
books, and other instructional materials used in 
the teaching of English.

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Fifty volunteer undergraduate students maijor- 
ing in speech pathology and audiology at the 
University of North Dakota tested the following 
hypotheses: (1) leaders exhibit significantly more 
nonverbal cues than do nonleaders in task- 
oriented and informal small groups; (2) members 
of task-oriented small groups exhibit significantly 
more nonverbal cues than do members of infor- 
mal small groups; and (3) leadership emergence 
and group type interact, as leaders in task- 
oriented groups exhibit significantly more nonver- 
bal cues than do leaders of informal groups and 
nonleaders in either group type. The volunteers 
were randomly placed in 10 discussion groups 
consisting of five members each. Five of the 
groups were randomly designated as_task- 
oriented, and five were designated as informal 
groups. With task-oriented and informal groups 
combined, the results indicated that perceived 
leadership correlated significantly with being per- 
ceiveci as informed, liked, and enjoying the 
discussion. Significant negative correlations were 
d leadership and being 
the least liked member of the group, the most 
disagreeable member, and the member who en- 
joyed the discussion the least. (SW) 
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The purpose of this study was to determine 

whether certain interviewer variables affected the 

amount of trust present in an interview situation. 





The design of the experiment was based on five 
groups: four experimental cells and one control 
cell. Each experimental cell was composed of six 
male and six female subjects. The control cell 
contained 26 female and 27 male subjects. The 
method and procedure of the study involved four 
steps: (1) using a modification of the Potter In- 
terpersonal Trust Test to establish target-person 
demands, (2) preparing specific questions to 
determine the direction of the interview, (3) ob- 
taining a standard norm by using the control cell, 
and (4) developing the experimental cells by al- 
ternating the subject-interviewer situation (i.e., 
No Touch-No Talk, Touch-No Talk, No Touch- 
Talk, Touch-Talk) and then recording the results 
on a table. The results indicate that the signifi- 
cant difference occurs most frequently in com- 
parisons made with both touch and talk. The 
table shows that as the variables of touch and 
talk were incorporated, and the more the inter- 
viewer participated, the more trust the subjects 
developed toward the interviewer. (TS) 
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A study was conducted at Milwaukee Area 
Technical College to determine if a relationship 
could be established b in 
speaking and listening intelligibility and the 
deliberate structuring of a semiformal atmosphere 
in communication classes. Students with ACT 
composite scores below 13 were offered courses 
specially designed to remedy their linguistic and 
mathematical problems. In the fall semesters of 
1971-72 and 1972-73, students in two of these 
communication skills sections were tested with a 
Speech and Listening Intelligibility exam. The 
two control groups engaged in formal classroom 
activities, while the experimental groups met in 
an informal class setting where there was an op- 
portunity for them to become acquainted with 
one another. In the posttesting situation, using 
the same exam, the experimental group students 
spoke clearly and with confidence. They seemed 
to have a rapport with one another that was not 
evident in the control group. In general, experi- 
mental group students exhibited a marked in- 
crease in both listening and speaking scores dur- 
ing the semester, while control group students ex- 
hibited a decrease in scores. Statistical data are 
included. (TO) 
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At the fourth annual Cal-State Hayward Con- 
ference in Rhetorical Criticism, 25 upper division 
and graduate students from 17 western colleges 
and universities presented papers on rhetorical 
theory, history, and criticism.

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Two questions were the focus of this study. Do 
television network presentations of the same 
event significantly vary in their use of nonverbal 
production techniques? If they do differ, what ef- 
fect do these differences have on receiver's at- 
titude toward the object of that network 
coverage? Phase 1 of the study examined the 
speeches of Ted Kennedy and George McGovern 
at the 1972 Democratic National Convention as 
broadcast by CBS, NBC, and ABC. The video 
portions of the speeches were analyzed along four 
variables which had been previously found to af- 
fect receiver judgments: length of shot, image 
size, camera angle, and severity of camera angle. 
The differences found in camera treatment 
resulted in the hypothesis that different camera 
treatments would result in differential attitudes of 
receivers toward a televised political source. 
Phase 2 utilized 12 semantic differential scales 
for measuring four dimensions of source credibili- 
ty. These were administered to approximately 
240 college students enrolled in sections of an in- 
troductory communication course. Only one sig- 
nificant difference was found: Kennedy’s ex- 
troversion was significantly lower for subjects 
who viewed the speech on CBS than for those 
who watched the same speech on NBC. 
Ch and dimensions both col- 
lapsed. (HOD) 
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Problems in the preparation of a school play 
for opening night are discussed in this paper for 
the benefit of directors who may not have had 
any previous experience in play production.

Factor analysis of the 
items resulted in a three-factor solution of attrac- 
tion: task, physical, social. Resulting data gave 
strong evidence that interpersonal attraction for 
television performers is a multidimensional con- 
struct, with the dimensions operating indepen- 
dently. (Author/JM) 
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In order to have more utility as constructs, in- 
ternational and intercultural communication must 
be redefined and interrelated. International com- 
munication is any symbolic interaction among 
people of different nation states. This definition 
Tules out all communication which does not pass 
across national boundaries, but includes all social 
messages that do. Intercultural communication 
differs from international communication in its 
cultural base. That is, it is concerned with that 
communication among people of different cul- 
tures in which the culture is a determining factor 
in the form or content of the communication. A 
visual model orders the relationships among four 


types of communication: international communi- 
cation, international political communication, in- 
tercultural communication, and international cul- 
tural communication. Communicologists must 
take the responsibility for providing a common 
meeting ground for other disciplines in the study 
of communication. (TS) 
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In order for filmmaking to be a true art form, 
the filmmaker needs to be free both to conceive 
and realize a personal vision and to remain inde- 
pendent of rating codes, length prescriptions, the 
market, sterile formats, and other imposed limita- 
tions.

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In order to examine the effects of manipulating 
image size (i.e., relative size) and body type of 
speakers in a television context on source credi- 
bility and interpersonal attraction, a study was 
conducted at Illinois State University during the 
spring of 1973. Subjects were eighteen intact 
groups of students enrolled in speech communi- 
cation class 110, with groups randomly assigned 
to the experimental conditions. Six individuals 
(three males and three females) representing 
three body types--endomorph, mesomorph, and 
ectomorph--each delivered a three-minute neutral 
message which was videotaped. One microphone 
was used, while cameras, placed side by side, 
took long, medium, and close-up shots. Subjects 
viewed these speeches and marked their respon- 
ses on on-scan computer sheets.

Friends were found to orient toward two defini- 
tions of the situation and to emphasize five pen- 
tadic ratios significantly more often than stran- 
gers. Strangers relied more than friends on three 
other ratios. Low intimacy conversations differed 
from other intimacy levels on one aspect of the 
definition of the situation and six ratio categories. 
These findings suggest that Burke’s system offers 
viable categories for characterizing verbal pat- 
terns at the various stages of relationships.

And even though many of his theories of mass 
communication are not capable of social-scien- 
tific testing, at least some of them are. Therefore, 
he can be seen as a communication theorist. 
Finally, one can view McLuhan as a rhetorical 
theorist. He begins from an ontological perspec- 
tive, reconstitutes the communication process 
from that point of view, and then returns to the 
world of things/events/persons, offering advice on 
Message-generating and message-critiquing 
processes. (TS) 
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The Theatre of the Grotesque, a dramatic 
movement in Italy from 1916 until 1930, grew 
directly out of Pirandello’s concept of “u- 
morismo,” the painful laugh accompanying the 
tragic sense of bewilderment at the incongruities 
and cruelties of life. Growing first of all from a 
reaction against positivism and its theatrical 
counterpart, naturalism, the Theatre of the 
Grotesque was also an extension of the Crepuscu- 
lar movement in poetry. Three syndromes which 
enter grotesque plays in various combinations are 
aptly expressed in the titles of three of the 
grotesques: for the marionette syndrome, Rosso 
di San Secondo’s “Oh Marionettes, What Pas- 
sion!”’; for the mirror syndrome, Luigi Antonelli’s 
“The Man Who Met Himself”; and for the multi- 
ple reality syndrome, Luigi Pirandello’s “Right 
You Are (If You Think You Are).” These Piran- 
dellian syndromes have continued and have been 
enriched in the absurdist and existentialist drama 
which followed the Theatre of the Crotesque.

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The concept of private languages holds that 
each person’s words are symbols with which he 
identifies certain of his perceptions. Language 
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operates in the public sphere only so long as the 
symbols used by a speaker to denote his percep- 
tions roughly correspond to the symbols the 
listener uses for his perceptions. The philosopher 
Ludwig Wittgenstein argued that the concept of 
Private language is logically absurd. His argu- 
ment, in brief, was that it is impossible for a per- 
son to maintain any series of symbols correspond- 
ing to his perceptions as there is no way for such 
a series to be accurately maintained. The Austri- 
an playwright Peter Handke seems to believe and 
support this argument in his plays. An examina- 
tion of five plays shows Handke exploring various 
situations which are created by words in context, 
the central point being to expose to the audience 
the fact that plays are neither make-believe nor 
reenactments; they are events occurring only here 
now. (TS) 
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Basic to the process of effective communica- 
tion are the elements of practice and understand- 
ing. This paper proposes using a 9- to 10-lesson 
unit employing the one-point speech as a vehicle 
for practice prior to a longer, more involved ac- 
tivity.

Investigating the networks of communication in 
organizations leads to an understanding of effi- 
cient and inefficient information dissemination as 
practiced in large systems. Most important in or- 
ganizational communication is the role of the 
“liaison person”--the coordinator of intercommu- 
nication. When functioning efficiently, coordina- 
tors maintain information interchange throughout 
management communication systems. Research 
shows that groups formed to be creative and in- 
novative are more successful if they are not 
highly centralized and dominated. Therefore, by 
examining the degree of centralization in similar 
innovative groups and organizations, an assess- 
ment of their probable success can be made. 
Three sources of information are needed to 
resolve questions on the health or adequacy of a 
particular communication system: expert opinion, 
normative data from a large sample of organiza- 
tions, and accumulated research findings from 
studies conducted in actual organizational 
settings. (TS) 
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A study was undertaken to determine some of 
the methodological considerations that can lead 
to a more reliable and valid end product in inter- 
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cultural experimental h. The subjects were 
bilingual native Japanese college students in 
Tokyo. The project included a pretest, treatment, 
and posttest. The pretest determined the attitude 
of the subjects on a number of attitude items. 
Two months later, the subjects were randomly as- 
signed to a role playing condition and placed into 
dyads where an active participant argued a coun- 
terattitudinal position suggesting that all Japanese 
be required to learn English. Immediately follow- 
ing the treatment, a posttest was administered to 
measure the attitude change. Three conditions 
determined whether the methodology used was 
appropriate: language problems, experimenter 
bias, and intercultural differences. By examining 
the possibilities of these conditions occuring, 
their effect was lessened, and the experimentai 
research was strengthened.

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In devising an inventional scheme for consider- 
ing black communication behavior with possible 
implications for a more general theory, four con- 
stituents must be considered: frame of mind, 
scope of context, structure of code, and delivery 
of message. The concepts of rhythm and styling 
seem indicative of the black frame of mind, while 
the contextual scope of black language and com- 
munication is contained within the characteristic 
practices resulting from a special experience, en- 
vironment, and heritage. Three components to 
code structuring in black American rhetorical 
behavior include a lyrical quality, vocal artifact, 
and indirection (a circuitous manner of ap- 
proaching the central issues of a subject). In the 
delivery of a speech, a prime consideration is the 
impact it will have upon the audience, so that a 
black speaker is sensitive to the situation and to 
the audience. There is a need to accept these 
constituents of black communication patterns to 
enable the concept of language in American 
society to be extended. (JM) 
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In order to test the hypothesis that dogmatism 
is related to the understanding and appreciation 
of editorial satires, 116 University of Georgia 
speech students read and reacted to three editori- 
al satires (two by Art Hoppe and one by Art 
Buchwald) arranged in booklets in three different 
orders. Students were asked to choose from a list 
of five statements following each satire the one 
which stated the thesis intended by the writer. 
Students also rated each satire on a semantic-dif- 
ferential type scale ranging from ‘“‘extremely fun- 
ny” to “extremely unfunny.” The last two pages 
of each booklet contained a short form dog- 
matism scale. Analysis of data showed that (1) 
ability to perceive correct theses of satires differ- 
ing in subject matter seems to be related to low 
dogmatism, (2) dogmatism might interact with 
the topic of a satire in determining ability to per- 
ceive satirical intent, and (3) appreciation-- 
humor ratings--of satires seems to result from an

interaction of dogmatism and satirical topic. (Ta- 
bles of findings and a list of references are in- 
cluded.)

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A study was undertaken to determine the effect 
of role playing behavior as a variable in persua- 
sive communication. Subjects were 52 male col- 
lege students who were divided into two groups: 
those who held favorable attitudes toward the 
speech topic were assigned the role of speakers, 
and those who responded negatively toward the 
topics were assigned the role of listeners. Experi- 
mental conditions were operationalized through 
three assigned tasks: (1) the speaker predicted 
the listener’s role attitudes toward the speech 
which he would later deliver; (2) the speaker 
compared responses indicative of complete agree- 
ment for each attitude item with those of the 
listener; and (3) the speaker constructed the 
speech. It was concluded from the tables that role 
taking may be a significant factor in persuasive 
communication. Further studies to identify varia- 
bles that contribute to role playing activity are 
suggested. (TS) 
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This course guide on communication contains a 
preselected package of resources (i.e., films, 
books, models, charts, strategies, etc.) in an at- 
tempt to provide the framework for integrating 
communication with other disciplines.

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This study was undertaken to provide a 
descriptive analysis of the rhetoric of physicians 
(1) as they communicate with their colleagues, 
and (2) as they communicate with their patients. 
To accomplish the first objective, the oral presen- 
tations made during weekly conferences by the 
surgeons at a major hospital were observed for 
ten months. The rhetorical training, experience, 
speech philosophy, and preparation of each 
physician was considered as well as the occasion 
of the speech and an analysis of the audience. 
Each speech was evaluated according to its in- 
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vention, structure, style, and delivery. The second 
objective of the study was reached by means of 
observations, interviews, and questionnaires. It 
was concluded that patients are willing to accept 
a surgeon's title as sufficient credentials to obey 
his directives without question. By the same 
reasoning, the surgeons themselves often seem to 
expect their colleagues to accept their judgment 
without asking for documentation. Most doctors 
will not disclose all possible information to the 
terminally ill or those scheduled for operations. 
The patients, however, report a desire for all 
details but, rather than asking questions, seem 
willing to wait for the surgeon to volunteer infor- 
mation. (Author/TS) 
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Identifiers—*Communication Curriculum 
A survey, designed to assess the impact of 

career education on the communication 
disciplines, was conducted in 474 junior and 
senior colleges and universities in thirteen states. 
The survey questionnaire contained 66 questions 
probing the various aspects of career education, 
from attitudinal perceptions to practices, includ- 
ing fields into which communication department 
graduates may have entered. Survey findings 
generally indicated that communication depart- 
ments provide few career oriented program alter- 
natives. It is concluded that departments should 
integrate career compentencies into their curricu- 
la, develop adequate internal advising procedures, 
and utilize a variety of internship programs.

California's Winton Act has enhanced the 

California Teacher Association (CTA) position 
over the American Federation of Teachers (AFT) 
position in relating to school boards.

The AFT 
tendency to work outside the formal structure al- 
lows the CTA voice to speak for teachers. Power 
relations between school boards and the CTA 
have influenced the “‘meet and confer’ require- 
ment, resulting in local variations in its in- 
terpretation. Further trouble is created by a lack 
of impasse procedures in the law, which leads to 
direct confrontation and strikes. Because of 
power differences between teachers, administra- 
tors, and school boards, the Winton Act assump- 
tion of professional orientation and unity of in- 
terest has not proven realistic and modification 
toward private sector bargaining may be 
forthcoming.

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When one engages in organizational diagnosis, 
it has been suggested that greater understanding 
of the organization can come through: (1) an 
identification of all the channels conveying 
material and information, and (2) a description 
of the means by which this communication in- 
fluences the behavior of the organization.

The new 
statutes will have wide impact on legal affairs. In 
particular, the ability of young adults to make 
binding contracts and the legal responsibility 
parents have for their children will be signifi- 
cantly changed.

A series of com- 
puter programs determined system cost and per- 
cent solar utilization for each of the reference 
systems. The market penetration analysis was in- 
tegrated into the cost programs. The social im- 
pact of solar energy was assessed by a random 
telephone survey in three cities. Environmental 
and economic impact forecasts are calculated. 
Three proof-of-concept experiments were recom- 
mended. Phase 1 and 2 development plans were 
prepared, and a utilization plan for implementa- 
tion and commercialization of solar energy 
systems was prepared. (Author/MLF) 
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After the Westinghouse Electric Corporation 
made a comprehensive analysis of the technical, 
economic, social, environmental, and institutional 
factors affecting the feasibility of utilizing solar 
energy for heating and cooling buildings, it deter- 
mined that solar heating and cooling systems can 
become competitive in most regions of the 
country in the 1985-90 period. Heating-only 
y can be petitive in the 1975-80 period 
in limited regions of the country. Impressive 
progress has recently been made in solar collec- 
tors, but further reduction in costs is necessary to 
capture a large market. Five regions of the 
country containing more than 75 percent of the 
country’s population have been identified as the 
market for solar sy ‘ fit of solar sy 
to existing structures is not economically attrac- 
tive for residential buildings but can be applied to 
larger buildings. The amount of fossil fuel that 
can be saved by use of solar energy will build up 
slowly and could reach 50 million barrels of oil 
per year by 1990.

Having chosen to extend the right to an educa- 
tion to students, the State may not, without due 
process, withdraw that right on grounds of 
misconduct. Further, due process requires, in 
connection with a suspension for up to 10 days, 
that the student be given oral or written notice of 
the charges against him. If he denies the charges, 
the student is due an explanation of the evidence 
the authorities have, and he must be given an op- 
portunity to present his version of the case.

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Identifiers—Negligence, *Tort Liability 
Negligence, a tort liability, is defined, 

discussed, and reviewed in relation to several 
court decisions involving school principals. The 
history of liability suits against school principals 
suggests that a reasonable, prudent principal can 
avoid legal problems.

In 
1962, the NASSP sought support from the Fund 
for Advancement of Education for an administra- 
tive internship pilot project that was, in effect, a 
design for leadership. The project aimed to 
develop principals who would assume more 
vigorous instructional leadership of schools and 
become the agents of change. The proposed pro- 
gram also aimed to help innovative schools 
demonstrate and advance further improvements 
in secondary education. The project design was 
triangular, built around three main groups of par- 
ticipants--the interns who would become educa- 
tional leaders, the schools where they would 
work, and the universities that would supervise 
the interns and work with the schools. (Author) 
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Data for this analysis of school district 

governance were gathered in lengthy interviews 

with 490 school board members and 82 school 
superintendents from a sample of 83 school dis- 
tricts. In addition, briefer interviews were con- 
ducted with 91 board members and 12 superin- 
tendents from districts in the 13 largest 
metropolitan areas. The study revealed a strong 
positive correlation between the level of political 
activity in a school district and the responsiveness 
of school board members to their constituents.

This report is a detailed budget analysis of pro- 

jected costs of three school calendars, including a 
45-15 extended year operation, for an elementary 
school in Brick Town, New Jersey. The purpose 
of the report is to estimate the fiscal effects of 
the 45-15 extended school year operation to 
determine whether such a method of operation is 
more cost effective than the conventional school 
calendar method of operation. Cost estimates for 
the conventional 180 day school calendar are 
based on capacity enrollment and actual current 
enrollment. Results indicate a cost benefit of 
$17.26 per pupil projected for the extended 
school year. In addition, there is a $1.5 million 
potential saving in capital outlays under the ex- 
tended school year plan.

This study was designed to test four groups of 
pupils entering the second grade in the York 
County School Board area--two groups in open 
schools and two in traditional schools--chosen 
because of the similarity in the schools’ size and 
location and in the socioeconomic status of the 
pupils. The students were tested once each year 
for three years and comparative data were 
analyzed for 198 subjects who were in the same 
schools throughout the three years.

This extensive bibliography was developed by 

staff members of Project Simu School during 

their research into techniques for providing infor- 
mation to educational decisionmakers. For the 
most part, only currently available publications 
are included; out-of-print works are included only 
when they are a valuable source of information 
and are available on interagency loan. Because 
this approach excludes most pamphlets and 
periodical articles, Appendixes A and B provide 
the names of periodicals, indexes, and organiza- 
tions that will aid in obtaining those items. Ap- 
pendix C suggests criteria to consider when 
selecting publications for a reference library. The 
body of the bibliography is organized by broad 
subject areas. Separate author/institution and title 
indexes are included.

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This is the first in a series of monographs on 

current issues, problems, and practices in school 

It is intended to provide ex- 
perienced school administrators with a general 
review and a fresh look at various problems of

Participation of local education agencies, State 

and Federal Government, and the electorate in 

educational finance are explored. Options and is- 
sues examined include foundation programs, 
equalized percentage grants, municipal overbur- 
den, program incentives, full State funding, and 
judicial review of programs. Eleven fundamental 
policies outline the role of the State and Federal 
Governments in school finance. The design of 
specific solutions to school finance problems are 
considered. The final chapter explains how State 
aid formulas work and how they can be adjusted 
to provide different degrees of equalization, dif- 
ferent matching ratios, different percentage 
grants, and different tax rate requirements. The

The Association of School Business Officials 
could be a moral and persuasive force to help 
close performance gaps in several key areas of 
public education, including school finance, edu- 
cational accountability, and management by ob- 
jectives. Although school finance inequity is the 
most pressing educational problem in most States, 
only 18 States have so far enacted new ap- 
proaches to school finance. No school official 
should tolerate the injustice of inadequate or 
nonexistent school finance formulas. Accompany- 
ing the need for financial equality is the need for 
better accountability in education. Accountability 
should be a two-way process that serves students 
and solves problems, not just a way to place 
blame. Accountability should be a negotiated 
agreement between participants that specifies the 
rewards and costs that will accrue as a result of 
an evaluation of the attainment of specified goals. 
School management by objectives is a means of 
attaining performance accountability that is gain- 
ing interest in some larger school districts. A 
basic management by objectives program for a 
school district involves participation by both cen- 
tral office staff and personnel at the individual 
schools and establishes the definite objectives and 
division of responsibility that are crucial to any 
accountability effort.

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It is useful to place the development of educa- 
tional research within the context of the historical 
development of scientific research as a whole. 
The work of Whitehead, Northrop, Toulmin, and, 
especially, Kuhn suggests the value of viewing 
research as a social process through which ideas 
and intellectual techniques are diffused. It is use- 
ful for analytical purposes to distinguish between 
three phases in that process: the period of emer- 
gence of community, the transition period, and 
the period of maturity. The pattern of develop- 
ment in educational administration suggests that 
the community development period extended up 
until about 1950 and that the transition period 
begun in 1950 continues today. The formation of 
educational administration research organizations 
and the growing emphasis on analytical 
techniques suggest that some of the critical com- 
ponents necessary for the emergence of the 
period of maturity are now developing.

In the second half of this decade, society will 

likely move toward a creative synthesis between 
the unbridled progressivism of the 1960's and the 
reactionary conservatism of the early 1970's. In 
Canadian secondary education, this movement 
will result in redistribution of power, alterations 
in the nature of education, and increased in- 
security of teachers. Teachers, students, and the 
community at large will have considerable 
responsibility for the direction of secondary edu- 
cation, although county boards and provincial 
ministries of education will retain much of their 
power, particularly outside the area of program 
planning. Schools will recognize that they cannot 
solve all of society’s problems and will concen- 
trate on developing specific career oriented capa- 
bilities and a positive motivation toward learning, 
resulting in an increased workload and greater 
responsibilities for teachers. This trend, coupled 
with a continuing decline in school enrollments, 
will result in increased feelings of insecurity 
among many teachers.

In the context of the rapid technological ad- 

vance characteristic of post-industrial societies, 
organizational theorists have paid a great deal of 
attention to the problem of organizational 
change. One of the central issues in various 
analyses of the problem of change in general has 
been the observation that all organizations do not 
respond to changes in their environments in the 
same way. The purpose of this paper is to supple- 
ment existing studies of organizational response 
to change by focusing on the extent of organiza- 
tional integration into informational environ- 
ments. The approach used is based on a view of 
organizations as information processing systems 
and seeks to understand variability in adoption of 
innovation in terms of variability in extent of in- 
tegration into informational environments. The 
principal hypothesis tested is that the greater the 
extent of an organization’s integration into an in- 
formational environment, the more extensive will 
be its to envir | change, that is, 
the more likely it will be to adopt innovations. 
Data from a national sample of hospitals are used 
to test the hypothesis. The measure of innovation 
is based on hospital responses regarding the 
presence or absence of 12 different new develop- 
ments in the diagnosis, treatment, and prevention 
of respiratory disease. Findings support the prin- 
cipal hypothesis tested. (Author/DN) 
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Society now realizes that people who are physi- 

cally handicapped need not be segregated but 
should be integrated into community activities 
whenever possible. This d provides 
specifications for removing architectural barriers 
and modifying existing structures so that all 
citizens will have access to school buildings. The 
document has three main sections: (1) general 
design information, (2) modification of regular 
schools, and (3) additional criteria for special 
schools.

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Identifiers—Fourth Amendment 
Although the Federal courts have not yet de- 
cided any cases involving search and seizure of 
student’s property, various State courts have 
ruled that the Fourth Amendment protects stu- 
dents from “unreasonable” searches by school of- 
ficials. However, the courts have generally ap- 
plied a less stringent standard in justifying 
searches by school officials than in justifying 
searches by police. When school officials conduct 
a search of school premises or ask police to con- 
duct a search to determine if a school regulation 
or criminal statute has been violated, only 
“reasonable suspicion”’ is required. If, however, a 
search conducted jointly by school officials and 
police is initiated by the police for the primary 
purpose of seeking evidence of a crime, the more 
stringent search and seizure standards applicable 
to criminal cases may apply. whenever school of- 
ficials conduct a search of a student’s property, a 
witness and the student himself, if possible, 
should be present. Observance of these 
safeguards is important since a search that is 
ruled unlawful may result in the inadmissability of 
evidence in criminal or school proceedings and, 
possibly, a civil or criminal liability for school of- 
ficials. (Author/JG) 
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Identifiers—*Kentucky 
This study analyzes decisional practices of Ken- 
tucky school boards, concentrating on the 
behavior of the boards as units rather than on the 
behavior of individual board members. The analy- 
sis is based on data from questionnaires 
compl bers of 57 Kentucky school 
boards, data describing school district social and 
economic characteristics, and school boards elec- 
tion data. The study reveals that internal group 
variables (for instance, opposition to the superin- 
tendent and disagreement over the proper role of 
the Federal Government) are the most com- 
pelling explanations of school board conflict. 
However, external variables (especially the social 
status of district residents) have a good deal of 
import, indicating that school board decisions are 
not based on internal factors alone. In several 
ways, board members behave like political deci- 
sionmakers in other areas, particularly legislators 
at the State and local levels. (Author/JG) 
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One hundred and eighty school personnel held 

a workshop with representatives of the petrole- 
um, natural gas, and electrical power industries. 
The objectives of the workshop were (1) to pro- 
vide participants with a common body of 
knowledge and a common understanding of the 
energy crisis and its implications for the public 
schools, (2) to delineate procedures that school 
districts can use to conserve energy, and (3) to 
identify problems and p areas ted b: 
the energy shortage and to seek solutions through 
cooperative planning. After a general session, 
participants were divided into sixteen small 
groups. Nine of the groups utilized a brainstorm- 
ing technique to identify solutions to problems in 
the areas of transportation of pupils, administra- 
tion, regular classrooms, specialized classrooms, 
classroom uses outside the regular school day, 
extra curricular activities, maintenance, and food 
services. The remaining groups incorporated 
problemsolving techniques into their responses to 
the following hypothethical situations: delay in 
delivery of instructional supplies, blackouts, 
diesel fuel reduction, gasoline reduction, natural 
gas reduction, electrical power reduction, and in- 
crease in bus riders.

research and management information, financial 

support, facilities, liasion services between school 
district and other agencies, and _ technical 
assistance. The report identifies four levels of 
local district activity: interest, feasibility study, 
pre-implementation, and operation. The publica- 
tion also examines benefits and liabilities of exist- 
ing programs, and provides sources of further in- 
formation on extended school year programs, in- 
cluding a list of contact persons in each SEA.

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Identifiers—*California 
Presented is the final report of the California 
State Department of Education on the involve- 
ment of 929 gifted children (grades 1-12) in 17 
experimental educational programs during the 
1958-59 school year. The experimental programs 
evaluated are divided into three categories: spe- 
cial groupings, acceleration, and enrichment in 
the regular class. A summary of the final report is 
followed by five chapters describing the study’s 
origin, development, research design, participat- 
ing teachers and sponsors, and programs. Sub- 
sequent chapters deal with the following topics: 
identification of pupils; evaluation of pupil 
achievement; characteristics of the population 
(including talents and skills reported by parents, 
and student attitudes revealed in essays); evalua- 
tion of pupils by parents, teachers, and selves; 
and evaluation of the programs by teachers, pu- 
pils, and parents. Examined in Chapters 14-19 
are reactions to specific programs by pupils, 
parents, and teachers; evaluation of Ss social rela- 
tionships and emotional maturity; administrative 
operation of programs; evaluation of specific pro- 
grams (by teachers, consultants, and effects on 
academic achievement); costs of programs; and 
supplementary studies in five school districts. 
Various forms used to gather data are appended. 
Summarized findings indicate that the participat- 
ing pupils made striking gains in achievement 
with accompanying personal and social benefits. 
(LS) 
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Five investigations sponsored by the Office of 
Research and Evaluation (ORE) of the Model 
Secondary School for the Deaf (MSSD) are re- 
ported. Presented first are results of a national 
survey (April 1974) of media equipment in 123 
residential and day programs for the hearing im- 
paired, in which the number of cassette video 
recorders and color video monitors was found to 
be increasing the most. The second report is an 
evaluation of the Computer Assisted Instruction 
Mathematics Strands Curriculum, based on its 
use (1971-73) with 86 students at MSSD whose 
achievement on the Strands did not relate signifi- 
cantly to achievement on the Stanford Achieve- 
ment Test math subtest. The third article consists 
of four suggestions (such as specifying objectives) 
to aid teachers in developing student attitude 
questionnaires. A manual which ORE has utilized 
to collect teacher generated data during forma- 
tive evaluation of MSSD projects is provided. Re- 
ported last is a formative evaluation (1973) of an 
in-house developed unit of General Art II which, 
when used to teach six basic terms describing tex- 
ture to a sample group of eight MSSD students, 
resulted in all Ss attaining 100 percent level of 
accuracy on cognitive posttests. (LS) 
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The 1974-75 Florida special education (SE) 
plan assesses SE efforts to date as the basis for 
projections regarding future educational needs 
and budget requirements. An overview of state 
planning efforts provides data on such topics as 
state goals and commitment; constraints in imple- 
menting a statewide program; and the rationale 
for development of the 1975 document on pro- 
jected activities. Charted are current educational 
needs and projected activities (analyzed accord- 
ing to categories of product, process, and status) 
r ig the foll ig handicapped populations: 
mentally retarded, learning disabled, emotionally 
disturbed, socially maladjusted, physically han- 
apped, visually i , deaf-blind, deaf and 
hard of hearing, speech and language impaired, 
and gifted. A problem area in the education of 
the deaf, for instance, is said to be lack of parent 
infor i from the time the child is 
suspected of being hearing impaired until he 
completes his educational program. The con- 
tinuation and expansion of vocational education 
rograms for trainable mentally retarded students 
is an example of a projected activity. (LH) 
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Three instruments measuring different kinds of 

attitudes were utilized to study whether sex dif- 

ferences existed among university students (34 
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males and 17 females) in school administration. 
The Attitude Towards Handicapped Individuals 
Scale was used to measure attitudes of ac- 
ceptance or rejection of handicapped individuals; 
the Is of Identity Scale was used to measure so- 
cial adjustment; and the Preferred Student 
Characteristics Scale was used to assess affective 
and cognitive attitudes toward instructional goals. 
Results indicated that sex is not a significant fac- 
tor in equal acceptance of the handicapped or in 
the affective/cognitive goals desired by future ad- 
ministrators and that personal adjustment to ad- 
ministrative roles would be similar for both males 
and females. (LH)

If equal educational opportunity is to become a 

reality for minority students, implementation of 

bilingual-bicultural curricula must commence im- 

mediately. Legislation committing our nation to 

bilingual education has been passed, but very lit- 
tle progress has been made so far in implement- 
ing bilingual programs. Continuous pressure must 
be exerted on our national and state legislatures 
in order that the requisite amount of funds be 
provided. We must involve ourselves in the deci- 
sions of our local school boards and push for the 
establishment of bilingual education programs 
there. If such programs are not set up, funded, 
and properly administered, we must prepare for 
legal confrontation by lodging community-in- 
itiated administrative complaints with the Health, 

Education and Welfare Office for Civil Rights or 

by instituting suits against local school districts. 

The fact that the Department of Health, Educa- 

tion and Welfare has construed Title VI of the 

Civil Rights Act of 1964 to mean that bilingual 

programs can be legally required indicates that a 

series of court battles would most likely result in 

a victory for the nation’s school children. Though 

the short-term cost of establishing bilingual pro- 

grams will be high, the returns on our investment 
in equal educational opportunity will be enor- 
mous. (Author/PMP) 
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The first report in this issue, from Fort 
McPherson, MWT, concerns the ongoing work of 
transcribing, recording, and teaching Kutchin.

In order to store sociolinguistic information 
about the world’s languages, Cornell University, 
The University of Oklahoma, and the Summer In- 
stitute of Linguistics formed a computerized data 
base. This report summarizes work done by that 
project. The first part of the report contains data 
on the languages of the world. The complete data 
base, stored on the University of Oklahoma com- 
puter and accessible under their GIPSY retrieval 
system, contains the following information for 
each language: name, alternate names, dialects, 
places spoken, number of speakers, other lan- 
guages spoken by the same population, descrip- 
tion of anything written in the language, and 
other relevant details. The present report, how- 
ever, gives only the name of the language, its 
population, its affiliation, and a three-letter code 
that aids in equating and distinguishing languages 
across national boundaries. Part 2 lists languages 
and dialects for which there are actual word lists 
in the data base. Each is given along with the 
country where it was collected and with the 
three-letter code that identifies it in Part 1 of the 
report. In Part 3, there is a list of all the text col- 
lections processed into concordance form by the 
Project for Computer Support of Linguistic Field 
Work since 1963. These concordances are kept 
in a separate archive at the University of 
Oklahoma. A list of the abbreviations used by the 
project is given, and the information structure 
form completed for each language in the data 
base concludes the report. (Author/PMP) 
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This paper first considers the inadequacy of 

definitions of dialect speech that are too rigid. 

Some of the ways in which dialect can influence 

the performance of children in school are 

discussed, and the notion that dialect is an indica- 
tion of linguistic deficit is also considered. In the 
last part of the paper, the attitude of the Schools 

Council Project toward West Indian children, 

speakers of an English-based Creole, and their di- 

alect is summarized as follows: (1) Teachers must 

be as informed as possible about Creole and able 
to approach language learning problems from the 
child’s point of view; (2) Many West Indian chil- 
dren have a range of severe language learning 
problems which have little to do with dialect per 
se. Most of the Project’s teaching materials focus 
on these non-dialect and general language 
development areas; (3) One unit of the four that 
make up the Project materials does focus on di- 
alect and is designed to help West Indian Chil- 
dren write standard English and to make teachers 
more aware of the learning problems of dialect 
speakers; and (4) The teacher must never attack 
the student’s own language. A positive value 

should be placed on the dialect in class, and di- 

alect differences must be considered objectively.

The first part of this dissertation is a 

metatheoretical discussion of the needs and 
means of semantic analysis. This discussion in- 
cludes sections on metalanguage, deep and sur- 
face structure and structural semantics, and 
procedures for relating the English of abstracts to 
a classification concordance in the same lan- 
guage. The second part describes the experiment, 
in which a mechanized indexing system was 
developed and applied to 50 abstracts from a 
bibliography on documentation.

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This study was conducted to examine the 
acquisition of the meaning of the temporal con- 
junctions “before” and “after.” The initial 
hypothesis was that in the acquisition of a word, 
the child learns its semantic components one at a 
time. The subjects were 40 school children at- 
tending the Bing Nursery School at Stanford 
University. The experiment was run with 10 chil- 
dren in each of four age groups, ranging from 3;0 
to 5;0 years, who participated in two tasks. The 
first was a production task designed to elicit cer- 
tain answers from the children, and the second 
task tested their comprehension of “before” and 
“after.” The results showed that children not only 
learn the semantic components one at a time, but 
in a particular order. Thus, to restate the 
hypothesis: children learn the meanings of words 
component by component, and where these com- 
ponents are hierarchially related, the feature 
hierarchy is learned beginning with the superor- 
dinate component.

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The monograph under review is a study of the 
acquisition of certain complex linguistic struc- 
tures by children over the age of five. After a 
short introduction, Chomsky describes in chapter 
2 the linguistic properties of four types of con- 
structions: (1) John is eager to see; John is easy 
to see; (2) John promised Bill to shovel the 
driveway; John told Bill to shovel the driveway; 
(3) John asked Bill what to do; John asked 
“What shall I do?” (4) John knew he was going 
to win the race; he knew that John was going to 
win the race; Chapter 3 briefly describes the sub- 
jects used in the experiment (five groups of 
eight) and the experimental design. The 
procedure is presented in chapter 4, which makes 
up the bulk of the monograph. This chapter con- 
tains detailed accounts of each type of test inter- 
view, illustrative extracts from many of the 
protocols, and some discussion of the results. In 
the fifth chapter, the results of the four different 
tests are correlated, and the trends in the data as 
a whole are presented in summary form. The

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This study begins with a discussion of what a 
phonological rule is, and how the term has been 
used in previous investigations. The relation 
between the child’s phonological system and the 
adult’s system, the relationship between dis- 
crimination and production, and the viability of 
positing underlying forms for children’s words are 
also discussed.

This paper is addressed to the French teaching 
profession at large. The teacher's responsibilities 
toward his or her students, professional col- 
leagues, administrators, professional associations, 
and the community are reviewed. Particular 
emphasis is placed on the obligations of the 
teacher trainer. Those responsible for educating 
new French teachers must be willing to study, 
discuss, and resolve the problems of teacher 
preparation with other teachers in their own de- 
partments and in other language departments, but 
the teacher trainer’s influence must operate far 
beyond the walls of his own institution. He must 
collaborate with his colleagues in elementary and 
secondary schools and encourage his high school 
colleagues to send motivated students to ap- 
propriate university classes. As a member of one 
or more professional associations, the teacher 
trainer can share the results of his research and 
his innovative teaching ideas and can learn from 
other creative teachers. The teacher trainer and 
the student teacher are reminded that improved 
relations between educators and the communities 
they serve can lead to the development of new 
programs and to more opportunities for educa- 
tional research. (Author/PMP) 
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An overview of Noam Chomsky’s theories 
about transformational grammar and phonology is 
given. Since Chomsky was interested in charac- 
terizing what it is to know a language, the ways in 
which we demonstrate knowledge of our native 
language are discussed in detail. Particular 
emphasis is placed on describing how the trans- 
formational approach actually works. The dif- 
ferences between transformational theory and 
structural linguistics are also pointed out. In the 
second part of the present work, there is a brief 
discussion of the transformational grammarian’s 
theory of psycholinguistics, called cognitive 
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psycholinguistics. The discussion focuses on a 
comparison of cognitive psycholinguistics and 
classical behaviorist learning theory. (PMP) 
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This article advances the view that constitu- 
tional doctrine now requires schools to provide 
instruction in the native tongue of non-English- 
speaking children until they have learned English. 
It will be argued that equality of educational op- 
portunity, and hence equal protection, does not 
exist when the instruction provided by the state is 
incomprehensible to identifiable groups of chil- 
dren, and that to compel attendance under these 
conditions is a deprivation of liberty without due 
process of law. Before these two constitutional is- 
sues are dealt with in Parts 4 and 5, the factual 
and legal background of the problem is discussed 
in Part 1, and the statutory and state constitu- 
tional provisions lending support for affirmative 
judicial action are reviewed in Parts 2 and 3.

Following a review of 
this first study and the 1973 followup study, in- 
dividual reports for seven participating colleges 
are presented based on visits made between late 

March and early May in 1973. Each report 

begins with a brief summary on control, pro- 

gramming, staffing, and enrollments. The section 
on governance includes a summary of the roles 
and interrelationships of trustees, faculty, and stu- 
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dents. The next section deals with the develop- 
ment of policy and its implementation in such 
areas as faculty personnel, curriculum, instruc- 
tion, and budgeting.

In an effort to evaluate the undergraduate pass- 
fail option system of grading at the University of 
Texas at Austin, 869 undergraduate students, 269 
faculty members, and 35 administrators par- 
ticipated in a questionnaire survey. Results in- 
dicated: (1) During the 1973 fall semester, 3,896 
undergraduate course registrations out of a total 
of 155,133 were recorded for courses being taken 
on a pass-fail option basis. (2) From an examina- 
tion of the incidence of registrations on a pass- 
fail option basis within colleges and schools, it is 
clear that a wide variance in practice exists. Op- 
tional pass-fail enrollment in the schools of the 
university ranged from a high of 166 in the 
School of Communications to a low of 30 in the 
School of Architecture.

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This document describes in detail a study of 
postdoctoral training in biomedical sciences.

1973), this document outlines a series of display

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This document reviews the state of medical and 
dental education in Texas, 1974-80.

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The stimulation of a wide-ranging conversation 
about California postsecondary education is a 
critical function of the Joint Committee on Post- 
secondary Education. One of the more significant 
topics of this conversation is planning, which is 
discussed in this essay. First, a framework for 
considering the planning process is sketched. This 
framework includes the context for planning in 
the 1970's and some suggested characteristics of 
the planning process. Second, the recent “Univer- 
sity of California Academic Plan, 1974-1978,” is 
discussed in light of this framework.

Of the 28,800 students 
it was estimated that 11,000 students did not live 
in the university area but would consider doing 
so. Both single and married students rated two 
bedroom apartments as the most desirable ac- 
commodation near the university, and one 
bedroom apartments were rated the next most 
desirable.

“Fairness Doctrine” amendment to the 
1934 Communications Act has had a negative im- 
pact on radio and television broadcasting in the 
United States. While the amendment was in- 
tended to prevent the nation’s airwaves from 
monopolization by individuals or groups with 
specific interests or viewpoints, it has, in fact, 
restrained freedom of ion. In so doing, the 
American public is being denied its First Amend- 
ment right to freedom of speech. The most com- 
pelling arguments in favor of granting the full 
protection of the First Amendment to radio and 
television licensees are set forth in the dissenting 
opinion of Chief Judge David Bazelon in “Bran- 
dywine-Mainline Radio v. Federal Communica- 
tions Commission”. Numerous examples of the 
inhibiting effects of the Fairness Doctrine can be 
cited, including executive level suppression of 
bold or controversial programing. The Fairness 
Doctrine has been justified on the basis of the 
limited number of frequencies available for as- 
signment to licensees. However, there are cur- 
rently 7,458 broadcasting stations in contrast to 
1,749 daily newspapers. Most Americans now 
consider television and radio to be their most im- 
portant news source. There is no factual basis for 
continuing to distinguish the printed word from 
the electronic press as the true news media. 
Television should, therefore, be emancipated 
from the Fairness Doctrine. (DC)

Relatively little is known about the informa- 
tion-seeking patterns of students using college 
libraries. In order to assess the bibliographic 
search process of students, a questionnaire and 
log form were given to 55 undergraduate students 
at Bucknell University’s Bertrand Library. Forty- 
seven students completed the log and question- 
naire. Each of the 39 usable responses was ex- 
amined, evaluated, and rated on the basis of six 
rating scales concerning the statement of the 
research topic and the conduct of the search. A 
number of conclusions can be drawn from the in- 
formation gathered. In general students seem 
poorly skilled in use of a college library. Instruc- 
tions on how to use the library seem to have little 
effect. Students at Bucknell tend to search the 
card catalog most frequently by subject. Students 
seem unskilled in translating their questions into 
terms compatible with the library system. Stu- 
dents frequently fail to consult appropriate, key 
bibliographic information sources. Logical 
progression and systematic approaches to 
checking sources of information often appear to 
be absent. The conception of research on the 
part of many students appears to be limited and 
unsophisticated. (DC) 
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The Radio Mathematics Project is being un- 
dertaken in Masaya, Nicaragua, to assess the 
feasibility and effectiveness of radio as the medi- 
um of instruction for primary school mathematics 
in the developing nations. The curriculum is 
based upon a series of segments, each of which 
contains several conceptual or topical strands. 
Thus, for example, one segment of the first-grade 
curriculum contains four strands, Number Con- 
cepts, Addition, Subtraction, and Application. 
Behavioral objectives are established for each 
strand. Student responses are both oral and writ- 
ten. Class observation and pupil response data 
will be used to revise the lessons currently being 
tested. Each segment will be considered in- 
dividually and in relation to the entire curricu- 
lum. Preliminary work is underway in the analysis 
of lesson scripts. The dimensions of the broad- 
casts to be analyzed are: (a) attitude of the 
sender, (b) expected behavior of the receiver, (c) 
language and codes through which the message is 
expressed, (d) the subject of the message, (e) the 
contact established between the sender and the 
receiver, and (f) the form of the message. (DC) 
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The relationship between individualized in- 
struction (II) and letter grades is an issue of con- 
siderable debate. Ultimately, Il and the letter 
grade system are incompatible. Grading has been 
a traditional form for ranking or comparing stu- 
dents with respect to performance criteria. The 
scale typically has been A to F, whereas with in- 
dividualized instruction grades are usually either 
A or B. Because II does not rank its students, 
grades are not “grades” in the traditional sense, 
but rather are rewards for successfully completing 
a learning experience. Alternatives for grading II 
have limitations and disadvantages similar to 
traditional grading practices. Therefore, it may be 
best to deemphasize grades in individualized in- 
struction. To do without grades entirely, however, 
could lead to some student learning and motiva- 
tion problems. Because the credentialling func- 
tion is important in higher education, substitute 
procedures for that function must be developed if 
traditional grading practices are eliminated. Such 
procedures must include frequent and rapid feed- 
back mechanisms for the student. A good case 
can be made for reducing the frequent and rapid 
feedback mechanisms for the student. A good 
case can be made for reducing the frequency of 
grading in the classroom, and in its place 
establishing a testing service that would occa- 
sionally examine, rank, and report on the 
academic ability of undergraduates. The concept 
is particularly suited to II, as both the testing ser- 
vice and Il would focus upon specific instruc- 
tional objectives.

developed and studied a system of selective dis- 
semination of microfiche documents. Twenty-six 
faculty members in science and engineering were 
interviewed in depth to determine their informa- 
tion needs, interest categories, and descriptors to 
be used in searches.

These were 
sent to National Technical Information Service 
(NTIS), which then retrieved documents from its 
data base on a regular basis for the faculty. Some 
changes at NTIS, and the categorical structure 
used, made the service less relevant than it might 
have been and somewhat difficult to use. A table 
listing numbers of documents sent and charges is 
attached, as is a list of categories.

The fac- 
torization scheme makes extensive use of artifi- 
cial intelligence techniques (e.g., model-building, 
learning, and automatic classification) in an at- 
tempt to reduce the amount of searching for the 
irreducible factors of the polynomial. The ap- 
proach taken to polynomial factorization is quite 
different from previous attempts because: (1) it is 
distinct from numerical techniques; (2) possibili- 
ties for terms in a factor are generated from the 
terms in the polynomial; and (3) a reclassification 
technique is used to allow the application of dif- 
ferent sets of heuristics to a polynomial during 
factorization attempts on it. Data presented show 
the importance of learning to the efficiency of 
operation of the scheme. Factorization times of 
polynomials factored by both the scheme 
described in this paper and Wang's implementa- 
tion of Berlekamp’s algorithm are given and com- 
pared, and an analysis of avariance experiment 
provides an indication of the significant sources 
of variation influencing the factorization time.

Individuals from 
Black Efforts for Soul on Television and the Na- 
tional Association of Black Media Producers op- 
posed the renewals, claiming that programing of- 
fered by AETC did not serve the needs of 
Alabama’s minority population. The commission 
found the licensee had under-represented blacks 
at both production and planning levels, and ex- 
cluded most black-oriented programing available 
from other sources. The AETC disclaimed 
responsibility for programing decisions of con- 
tract stations and maintained it had been unaware 
of discriminatory policies. The FCC held the 
AETC accountable, and though noting improve- 
ments since the end of the license term, denied 
renewal on the basis of performance during the 
term. The AETC was granted interim authority to 
continue station operation, until new applications 
could be processed. Dissenting opinions are in- 
cluded.

Arranged by 

country, it is further divided into up to six topics: 

(1) national institutions, (2) professional associa- 

tions, (3) national bibliography, (4) current 

bibliographies on special subjects, (5) bibliog- 
raphy and index of periodicals, and (6) interlibra- 
ry cooperation. The update covers publications in 
the period 1970-72. Section 3, ‘International In- 
formation System on Research in Documenta- 
tion” (ISORID), lists sponsored research projects 
and research papers in documentation. The final 
section lists international meetings and national 
publications of librarians, archivists, and informa- 

tion specialists in the following categories: (1) 

general information; (2) natural sciences; (3) so- 

cial sciences, humanities, and culture; and (4) 

free flow of information and mass media. (KC) 
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Each of the 50 states has created a state library 

agency to administer state and federal library 

programs. Since the 1960’s state library agencies 
have been involved in bibliographical systems and 
networks. In the 1970's these agencies completed 
long-range plans to meet each state’s library ser- 
vice needs. Because of this experience, the state 
library agencies are the natural coordinators for 
carrying out any national program for library and 
information services. The state library agency is 
best able to work in partnership with the informa- 

tion community and all types of libraries in a 

state and national framework. Lists of changes 

needed to support the National Program for 

Library and Information Services, problems an- 

ticipated in its development, and criteria for new 

federal legislation conclude the paper.

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In the future, changes in the composition of 
communities will require public libraries to shift 
the emphasis of their service to adults. Growth in 
technology and the knowledge industry will also 
require adjustments. Urban, suburban, and rural 
libraries face differing needs to improve service. 
The National Program for Library and Informa- 
tion Services could help overcome some of the 
barriers to effective public library service. It 
could aid in financing through increased state and 
federal funding and in personnel management, 
selection, and training through programs for 
library education. It could encourage utilization 
of technology and accelerate interlibrary and in- 
terinstitutional cooperation through a coordinated 
network of networks. The libraries of the nation 
have much to gain from a coordinated federal 
library program. (Author/PF) 
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Special libraries can be expected to accept and 

approve the National Program for Library and In- 

formation Services although certain aspects of the 
program are antithetical to the nature of the spe- 
cial library. Traditionally independent, special 
libraries tend to have a local rather than national 
orientation and to resist standardization. 
Although library networks are very useful to spe- 
cial libraries, they cannot always return 
equivalent service to other libraries. The highly 
specialized collections and skills of a special 
librarian should be the major contribution of spe- 
cial libraries to national cooperation, but some 
libraries may make only financial contributions to 
networking. Special libraries are well-prepared to 
accept the national program’s emphases on the 
information function and on the use of new 
technologies. A list of needs to be filled and ac- 
tivities to be undertaken completes the paper.

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In the United States there are 15 to 20 inde- 
pendent research libraries designed to provide the 
corpus of records necessary to intellectual inquiry 
in one or more disciplines, in dimensions as 
complete as possible, and with the optimum 


provision of scholarly apparatus and physical con- 
venience. The rare nature of much of the collec- 
tions of these libraries requires special handling 
and highly-trained staffs, and often means 
restricted public access. Because of these special 
circumstances, research libraries may not be able 
to permit the general public access mentioned in 
the National Program for Library and Informa- 
tion Services. They would be able to participate 
in making their material available to the scholarly 
public with support in the form of: assistance in 
preparing and issuing major catalogs and 
bibliographies; equipment for photoduplication 
and transport of needed records; and transport of 
qualified users to the libraries. Additional support 
is needed to maintain the collections and for 
training of staff. The recognition of the indepen- 
dent research libraries as a national information 
resource and their support would be a great ser- 
vice to the scholarly community.

Program for Library 
and Information Services could provide substan- 
tial improvement in the provision of information 
services to schools. The national program could 
provide centralized material processing, auto- 
mated information retrieval, and staff develop- 
ment opportunities. In return, the school media 
center could provide expertise in the use of au- 
diovisual technology and open its collection to 
public use. In order to participate in the national 
program, a school should meet standards calling 
for a full range of services in five broad areas: ac- 
cess, reference, production, instruction, and con- 
sultation. Incentives should be provided to en- 
courage school districts to meet the standards.

good planning and coordination could overcome 
most obstacles.

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Since college and —< college libraries are 
imbedded in the organizational framework of the 
colleges they serve, the perspective of the col- 
leges with regard to educational planning at the 
national level will bear directly on the library's 
role in the National Program for Library and In- 
formation Services. As educational costs rise and 
available moneys decline, college libraries will be 
asked to demonstrate that a national plan for 
sharing library resources and building information 
networks will be cost beneficial. The resources of 
many college libraries would be inadequate to 
meet the standards required for participation in a 
national program.

To meet 
the expectations of the college community from a 
nation-wide library network, the federal govern- 
ment must ensure reciprocity in the exchange of 
services.

computing systems of three large universities: The 

University of Michigan, Michigan State Universi- 

ty, and Wayne State University. This telecommu- 

nication system facilitates the sharing of comput- 
ing resources among students, faculty, and 
research staffs of those institutions. The present 
document provides an overview of the facilities 
and activities involving instructional use of com- 
puters at the University of Michigan. In the re- 
port consideration is given to those ideas and 
programs that may be exchanged among depart- 
ments at the University of Michigan or among 
colleges and universities in the state of Michigan.

Organized as a col- 
lective within the framework of a course and sup- 
ported by an instructional development grant 
from the Center for Research on Learning and 
Teaching, the Couzens Machine provided over 
400 dormitory residents with personalized, com- 
puter-generated printouts. These printouts in- 
cluded information on: (1) other Couzens re- 
sidents who shared the recipient's interests, (2) 
upcoming events in the Ann Arbor area in 
categories preselected by the recipient, and (3) 
miscellaneous topics including cafeteria menus, 
horoscopes, and haircutting, typing, and laundry 
services.

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The high cost of providing on-line computing 

to all students individually makes it necessary to 
use some means of group viewing of one user’s 
interaction with the computer. While the author 
suggests that group viewing of computer output is 
not a replacement for individual direct ex- 
perience with the computer, it can be a useful 
and economical approach to instruction in this 
area. This document presents alternative means 
of presenting on-line computer applications to 
groups of more than three people. Included are 
descriptions of optical projection, closed circuit 
television, and cathode ray tube monitor 
techniques.

The 
Cosmetic Approach would supplement disciplina- 
ry preparation with elective courses on communi- 
ty colleges, but it would not be a complete 
degree program. The Standard Approach pro- 
vides a degree program which would include 
courses emphasizing breadth in a discipline, edu- 
cational theory and practice, and the historical, 
psychological, sociological, and educational 
aspects of the community college, as well as in- 
ternships and inservice programs.

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There is an obvious need for a valid, realistic 
model for research on the occupational needs of 
the community for relevant time periods to pro- 
vide planners with quantified data on which to 
base decisions. The purpose of this study is to 
develop a statewide system to: (1) identify job 
needs at the local community level, and (2) re- 
late job needs to training programs in the educa- 
tional system. The assessment of both urban and 
rural community needs is difficult to derive. This 
model focuses on the local community, and that 
community’s educational training system, as op- 
posed to many other models which focus on the 
state or national level. Basic data sources that ap- 
pear most useful in occupational needs assess- 
ments are Florida Department of Commerce 
quarterly employment reports, Bureau of Labor 
Statistics labor market trends, local Florida State 
Employment Service offices Job Bank data, and 
the U.S. Labor Department Manpower Adminis- 
tration forecasting documentation. This model is 
of interest not only to educators and manpower 
specialists, but also to any planner who is con- 
cerned either with the supply of trained persons 
or demand for training services. (Author/AH) 
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The main thesis presented is that the need for 

state-level planning for the community college 

requires increased state-level financial support, 
yet, at the same time essential local autonomy 
must be preserved. Areas such as cost-analysis 
and program-budgeting techniques that govern 
state support, the way cost-benefit decisions af- 
fect the ideal of a tuition-free community college, 
and specific financial problems that interfere with 
the full implementation of two-year college pro- 
grams, are analyzed within the historical and 
philosophic framework of the community college 
movement. Educational and legislative trends that 
are becoming prevalent in community colleges in 
the 1970's are discussed. These trends include: 

(1) Increased state-level planning and coordina- 

tion at the expense of local financial support; (2) 

increased use of management techniques in ad- 

ministration and recognition of the differential 
costs of educational programs; (3) realignment of 
the financial support of community colleges with 
their stated philosophic goals; and (4) concentra- 

tion of responsibility in a single state agency as a

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It is the intent of the occupational needs assess- 
ment model to provide data on present and fu- 
ture occupational training requirements for local 
communities, place the job skill needs in a priori- 
ty ranking, and relate the occupational need data 
to the labor market and educational curriculum. 
This paper shows the development of this model, 
indicating how data sources flow into the model 
to relate the job market demand to training needs 
for the community, and specifying the data 
gathering activities for implementing the model. 
A comprehensive evaluation program with an ac- 
curate needs assessment process behind it can be 
an effective instrument of change within the col- 
lege and within the community. (Author/AH) 
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This report reviews the literature concerning 
the causes of student attrition for both the com- 
munity college and the four-year institution. 
These causes can be grouped as self-related and 
college-related. Self-related factors involve actual 
and perceived ability, background and motivation 
for college, family influences and expectations, 
and previous school experience. College-related 
factors are those which bear on the student after 
he arrives on campus. Being a composite of in- 
teraction between self and peer groups, faculty, 
curricula, and institutional practices and mores, 
in which expectations are tightly interwoven, 
these factors are far more difficult to evaluate 
and change for the better. The persister and the 
dropout are mainly distinguished by respective 
success in adapting to a situation, in establishing 
satisfactory personal relationships, and in adjust- 
ing goals in light of realities. Psychological coun- 
seling, compensatory education programs, sound 
financial counseling, and vocational and profes- 
sional awareness sessions must be seen as integral 
parts of any college situation. One may only con- 
clude that too many students are being lost from 
the ranks of today’s colleges, and the problem is 
at least partly solvable. (Author/AH)

This 41-item annotated bibliography contains 

material on all aspects of teaching basic composi- 

tion at the college level. Most of the references 
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are from journal publications. Approaches both 
to teaching ccmposition (team-teaching, in- 
dividualized instruction) and to writing composi- 
tions (step by step, paragraph construction) are 
discussed in the material. The annotations are 
nonevaluative. (MJK) 
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This study builds on a previous report, Higher 
Education in Alaska, commissioned by the 
Alaskan Legislature in 1972. Suggestions and 
recommendations made in that initial report and 
the subsequent actions taken on them make up 
the body of the discussion. Along with a review 
of organizational and budgeting matters, of spe- 
cial interest is the discussion of the Alaskan com- 
munity colleges, which are part of the University 
of Alaska system. The community colleges have 
emerged from university extension centers, and 
the philosophy of extension education is still in- 
fluential in the new colleges. Although both 
transfer and career programs are available, fund- 
ing for courses that are applicable to baccalau- 
reate degrees is significantly easier to obtain. Oc- 
cupational programs have not received as much 
emphasis as they need, and it seems desirable 
that vocational education be taken into the com- 
munity college programs. Statewide planning and 
more specific attention by the regents is needed 
to make sure the community college system is or- 
ganized for optimum efficiency and service. 
Toward that end, certain defined limits of au- 
tonomy must be allotted to the colleges to allow 
them to respond quickly to local needs. (MJK) 
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The Illinois Master Plan-Phase III, which 
stresses the urgent need for the state to achieve a 
completely integrated system of higher education 
through consortia or regional Collegiate Common 
Markets (CCM), is actually not a new idea, but is 
in many ways a revitalization of the philosophies 
espoused by William Rainey Harper at the 
beginning of the twentieth century. A conceptual 
model comparing the laissez-faire, or traditional 
system, with the CCM delivery system is used as 
a backdrop for comparing Harper's ideas with 
those concepts utilized in the present system of 
higher education. Harper recognized the limita- 
tions of individualism in education which resulted 
in wasted resources as each institution attempted 
to be all things to all men. Instead, Harper envi- 
sioned principles such as complementary in- 
dividualism of institutions, coordinated educa- 
tional planning, interinstitutional resource shar- 
ing, institutional conservation (as opposed to the 
present Darwinistic system whereby the weak in- 
Stitutions are weeded out), and campus inter- 
migration, to be key guidelines in the ultimate 
development of higher education. (AH) 
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In response to the great need for less than bac- 
calaureate degree programs in Maine, a grant was 
made to finance the development of the three 
programs described here. Offered are a AA 
degree program in Hotel, Motel, and Restaurant 
Management, a program of inservice education in 
Respiratory Therapy which should serve as a 
model for programs in other allied medical fields, 
and a program in Child Care Technology 
designed for those who work with the mentally 
retarded and emotionally disturbed in a 
paraprofessional role.

In recent years there has been much con- 

troversy about how best to accommodate the 
heterogeneous academic abilities of student 
bodies in community colleges. In order to ascer- 
tain faculty members’ attitudes on this subject, a 
random sample of instructors on the central cam- 
pus of Broward Community College in Fort Lau- 
derdale, Florida were asked to complete two 
questionnaires concerning their areas of commu- 
nity college instruction and curriculum; one of 
the instruments was objective in nature, while the 
other required written, indepth responses. 
Covered in the surveys were such topics as (1) 
dealing with underprepared students, (2) pro- 
grammed and individualized instruction, (3) use 
of instructional “‘hard »” and (4) accounta- 
bility and student evaluation. Although perhaps 
25 percent of the instructors appear to opt for 
still more innovative curriculums, the majority in- 
dicate that the rate of innovation should be 
reduced--at least for the immediate future. It is 
recommended that optimum student achievement 
can perhaps best be gained from a more 
moderately innovative approach in the areas of 
instruction and curriculum. (Author/MJK) 
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To identify discernible trends in day class en- 
rollments, and thus assist in curriculum and 
course planning, detailed class enrollments for 
Los Angeles City College day classes were com- 
piled over a five-year period. Over the period, 
total class enrollments decreased monotonically 
for the first four years, dropping in 1973 to about 
90 percent of the 1970 figure, then jumping back 
in 1974 to slightly above the 1970 level. Of the 
17 career departments, 12 showed higher enroll- 
ments in 1974 than in 1970. Of the 15 noncareer 
departments, only 6 had 1974 totals above those 
for 1970. Engineering, physics, and computer and 
electronics technology exhibited the largest de- 
partmental declines over the five years, followed 
by five traditionally “verbal” departments--En- 
glish, social sciences, foreign languages, speech, 
and philosophy. Greatest gains over the five-year 
period were in the departments of law (reflecting 
off-campus special courses), optics, developmen- 
tal communications, occupational therapy, media 
arts, and radiologic technology.

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Because it was believed that poorer students 
had to work more hours out of school and that 
this might tend to discriminate against them 
academically, this study was conducted to ascer- 
tain whether a negative relationship existed 
between the students’ GPA and the number of 
hours they work. The statistical analysis was con- 
ducted with an N of 119 who were enrolled as 
full-time students in the fall of 1973. Forty-seven 
percent of the students worked 21-40 hours a 
week; 12 percent did not work at all. The statisti- 
cal analysis showed that the students who worked 
31-40 hours (comprising 11 percent of the sam- 
ple population) had the highest GPA’s. Those 
who worked over 40 hours and those who did not 
work at all had the lowest GPA’s. On the basis of 
this investigation there is no clearcut correlation 
between students’ GPA’s and the number of 
hours worked. Other variables not accounted for 
in this hypothesis are involved. Arbitrary rules 
about course loads and working hours were 
therefore determined to be unnecessary. (MJK)

A descriptive survey of all public, comprehen- 
sive junior colleges’ deans of instruction was con- 
ducted to ascertain and examine their charac- 
teristics, preparation, and attitudes. From a final 
sample of 504 questionnaires, it was determined 
that the chief academic officers, most commonly 
called the deans of instruction, were typically 
Caucasian, male, married, 45 years old, and 
veterans of military service. Previous administra- 
tive experience was considered the major qualifi- 
cation for their present positions. Most had 
earned a BA or MA in a teaching related field 
and of the 57 percent who had doctorates, 66 
percent were in higher education. Their formal 
academic preparation contributed significantly 
toward their understanding of as limited number 
of instructional strateg' and func- 
tions. A majority of the deans agreed that their 
academic preparation familiarized them with 
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learning theory, curriculum design, philosophy of 
the junior-community college, and techniques of 
evaluating instruction. Some deans felt their for- 
mal academic preparation did not provide them 
with an understanding of collective bargaining 
and negotiations, techniques and procedures for 
selecting classroom furniture and equipment, pro- 
grammed budgeting, physical plant planning and 
supervision, and programmed instruction.

With the new development in instructional 
techniques and styles, the quantification and 
description of faculty workload becomes increas- 
ingly more difficulty. At the Hawaiian community 
colleges, certain changes were made in the 
methodology of computing FTE for students and 
faculty, and average class size. They divided the 
total student credit hours by 15, counted division 
chairmen as two-thirds FTE, and excluded certain 
classes such as directed study in the computation 
of class size. This resulted in a lower FTE for stu- 
dents and faculty and an increase in average class 
size.

This study presents data on full-time faculty ap- 
pointees at each Hawaiian community college. 
The material is presented in a series of tables 
cross-referencing information about each campus, 
program categories, tenure status, sex, age, edu- 
cation, and salary. Of the 749 appointees, 68 per- 
cent are full-time, 2 percent are part-time, and 30 
percent are lecturers. Eighty-two percent of the 
professional staff serve in instruction; 372 in 
general education, 240 in vocational education. 
Following previous years’ patterns, 63 percent are 
male. The average age is 40, average salary 
$14,413, and 61 percent have a masters degree. 
Lecturers tend to work in general education areas 
and earn $1,569 for a course. As compared to 
full-time staff, lecturers are younger; more have 
only a B.A. degree, and more are women. Fifty- 
seven percent of the full-time professional staff is 
tenured. It is expected that over 80 percent will 
be tenured by 1978. (MJK) 
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To report on the Conference on Values in the

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The rhetoric of the community colleges 
presents them as democratizing agents, enabling 
the underprivileged to move upward in society 
through education. While this is their purpose, 
the community colleges also aspire to gain ac- 
ceptance as regular members of the system of 
higher education. In Connecticut, the image of 
the community colleges suffers for several 
reasons: (1) they must compete with university 2- 
year transfer institutions; (2) they are not allowed 
to dupli the technical colleges’ role; (3) they 
are housed in substandard buildings where no 
courses iequiring equipment are possible; (4) 
their per capita expenditures are the lowest 
among state institutions. Their role in social 
equalization is hampered by the desire to approx- 
imate 4-year institutions in student body makeup, 
implying a need to a-oid high minority enroll- 
ments. The faculty is demoralized by a hierarchi- 
cal governance structure in which it has no 
power. High turnover and constant tensions 
among faculty, administration, and students, and 
an absence of effective leadership have prevented 
the colleges from developing a clear sense of pur- 
pose. This study, based on statewide research as 
well as a case study of South Central Community 
College, casts doubt on whether equal opportuni- 
ty can be fostered under such conditions. (MJK) 
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The purpose of this paper is to suggest the 
kinds of research that would be most suitable for 
community college faculty members and to illus- 
trate these, where possible, from actual examples 
of ongoing research efforts, or, alternatively, from 
hypothetical examples. Some of the benefits and 
potential benefits in the area of student develop- 
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ment, faculty development, and community 
development are suggested, and some of the 
practical problems of implementation are 
discussed.

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This report was prepared to assist the New Jer- 
sey Board of Higher Education in allocating state 
appropriations to community colleges. The 
selected financial data and related nonfinancial 
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data describing the fiscal operation of community 
colleges as projected for 1974-75 are sum- 
marized.

The report 
includes a review of the literature as well as tabu- 
lar data and a discussion of the statistical 
methods. (Author/MJK) 
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The Community College Legislative Council 
was organized in 1971 to provide a means 
through which a uniform approach to the state 
legislature and legislation could be achieved by 
the various organizations representing com- 
ponents of the community college system. For 
each session of the legislature, the council 
prepares a United Legislative Program. Issues 
selected for inclusion in the united program must 
have the support of a majority of the constituent 
groups and the opposition of none. The united 
program provides the legislature with an indica- 
tion of those issues on which there is general 
agreement throughout the community colleges. 
Position papers adopted by the Legislative Coun- 
cil for 1975 are presented on the following issues: 
(1) Operating budget, (2) cost-of-living adjust- 
ments--professional and classified, (3) exemption 
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of cooperative preschools from unemployment 
compensation taxes, (4) property deeded to in- 
dividual colleges, (5) authority to communicate 
with legislators, (6) health care for students, (7) 
fire protection, (8) receipt of gifts by the state 
board, (9) tuition-free high school completion, 
and (10) tuition. (Author/AH) 
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This document p a Pp ive over- 
view of cooperative education programs in the 
San Mateo Community College District. There 
are three plans which provide regular work ex- 
perience related to college studies and career 
goals. The Alternative Semester pattern allows 
two students to hold one full-time position by 
exchanging work and study schedules every 
semester. The Parallel Plan is coordinated to 
allow a student to work part-time and study part- 
time. In the Extended Day or Evening College 
New Careers pattern, special arrangements are 
made for college studies related to full-time em- 
ployment. The employers cooperate in work as- 
signments and supervision. Learning retention, 
academic success, career and affirmative action 
opportunities, and alternative education possibili- 
ties for the nontraditional college student have all 
improved. Two high priority problems have 
become apparent--the lack of program orienta- 
tion to include liberal arts transfer students in 
cooperative education, and the tendency to gear 
educationally disadvantaged, low-income students 
away from full upper division and graduate edu- 
cation. One solution to these problems would be 
to develop cooperative education programs in a 
broad range of colleges. Progress indicators relat- 
ing to San Mateo programs and the Bay Area are 
discussed. (MJK) 
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The objective of this practicum was to apply 
mastery learning principles in the development of 
a computer-based instruction lesson on “Divisi- 
bility Rules,” which was designed for students 
preparing for the General Education Develop- 
ment (GED) examination. This practicum sought 
to demonstrate that computer-based instruction 
which follows mastery learning principles 
facilitates student learning and fosters positive 
student attitudes toward learning. The lesson on 
“Divisibility Rules” follows a systematic approach 
to instruction that offers the student a rationale, 
objectives, pretest, alternative learning activities, 
and posttest with provision for revision. PLATO 
(Programmed Logic for Automatic Teaching 
Operations) is a computer-oriented instructional 
system that allows instructors to design in- 
dividualized lessons for their students. The 
achievement results of the target group failed to 
measure up to the goal that 80 percent would 
achieve mastery. Technical difficulties hampered 
the results. The attitudinal results, however, were 
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unanimously positive; this demonstrates that mas- 
tery learning strategies can provide students with 
enjoyable learning experiences. (MJK) 
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As part of a 1974 self-evaluation study for ac- 
creditation at Cosumnes River College, the In- 
Stitutional Goals Inventory (IGI) was ad- 
ministered to a representative sample of faculty 
and administrators, students, and local citizens 
and compared to IGI results for 1972. Results of 
both inventories are tabulated and compared. 
The three top priority goals in both years were: 
(1) a commitment to vocational education, 
shown by establishing new curricula as career 
fields change and develop; (2) a commitment to 
the college community whereby there is open 
communication, amicable discussion of dif- 
ferences, and mutual trust and respect among all 
sectors; (3) and a commitment to individual per- 
sonal development by identifying students’ per- 
sonal goals and finding means of achieving them. 
Other high priorities were meeting local needs 
and implementing democratic governance. The 
second part of the 1974 IGI included 20 locally 
developed goal statements. Results of the local 
goals survey show a concern for individual coun- 
seling based on entrance examinations, ac- 
celerated programs, and developmental programs 
in basic skills. (MJK) 
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Alternatives for occupational curricula at 
Northland Pioneer College are discussed in rela- 
tion to Navaho County economic resources. Ap- 
proximately 85 percent of the occupations in 
Navaho County do not require the baccalaureate 
degree and thus fall within the realm of commu- 
nity college educational responsibility. B of 
the sparse population, the limited resources, the 
extreme distances between communities, and a 
lack of a center of population, the following 
recommendations are made: (1) learning centers 
should be established in several communities; (2) 
a core curriculum of information necessary in a 
variety of occupations should be developed; (3) 
specialized education should be organized so it 
may be taught in concentrated sessions; (4) 
cooperative education and shared facilities with 
high schools should be exploited; (5) the availa- 
bility of educational opportunities to the people 
must be placed in high priority. Programs in busi- 
ness, automotive, heavy equipment maintenance, 
construction trades, and health must be offered. 
These recommendations are based on existing in- 
formation on occupations and manpower needs in 
the county, white and nonwhite (Indian) popula- 
tion distribution, and a previous aspiration study 
of high school students. (Author/MJK) 
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A criteri PP’ h toa physical 
science course for nonmajors was implemented at 
Rhode Island Junior College. The basic unit of 
knowledge for this study was motion and the re- 
lated topics of force, work, energy, power, and 
momentum. At completion, each student was ex- 
pected to exhibit the ability to: (1) use energy 
more efficiently, (2) provide better for his own 
safety and the safety of others, and (3) have 
greater appreciation for the interrelationship of 
all forms of energy. Instruction was designed to 
allow mastery by each student. Students could re- 
peat mastery exams until they achieved a mark 
for evaluation that met their own aspirations for 
the course. Tables and graphs are used to in- 
dicate the success of the criterion-referenced ap- 
proach as opposed to the norm-referenced ap- 
proach, which was used for this course previ- 
ously. When results from an evaluation exam 
given to students from both approaches were 
compared, the criterion-referenced group 
averaged 10 points higher than the norm- 
referenced group. In addition, the criterion- 
d group exp d high satisfaction with 
the course and indicated a desire to take more 
courses using the same approach. (MJK) 
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The purpose of this study was to determine 
whether there was a significant difference in the 
performance level of freshmen who did not for- 
mally complete high school but who received 
General Education Development (GED) cer- 
tificates and high school graduates who did 
receive high school diplomas. The study was to 
indicate whether there was a difference in read- 
ing placement scores as measured by the Nelson- 
Denny Reading Ability Test, or in grade point 
in fresh English or mathematics. 
Mean » scores of 30 adult GED recipients and 50 
randomly selected high school graduates enrolled 
at Wilkes Community College were analyzed. 
There was no significant difference in the three 
areas tested. GED and high school diploma 
recipients compared equally on the reading place- 
ment tests and in grade point averages in English 
and mathematics. The data indicated that the 
traditional high school graduate needs skill rein- 
forcement at the same level as the GED 
recipient. (Author) 
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Regulations of the Florida State Board of Edu- 
cation require that each community college dis- 
trict board of trustees provide placement services 
and maintain followup studies. This document 
provides the guidelines for these activities. Each 
college shall designate an officer who shall be 
responsible for providing placement services and 
for maintaining placement statistics. Services shall 
be made available for 3 years to every student 
who completes a certificate or degree program, 
and on a one-time basis for students who leave 
school having completed two terms as a full-time 
student. In order to ascertain the effectiveness of 
programs, followup studies shall: (1) identify pro- 
gram goals and objectives; (2) devise and utilize 
assessment instruments and procedures; (3) draw 
conclusions relative to the adequacy of program 
goals and objectives and make changes as are ap- 
propriate; and (4) draw conclusions relative to 
the effectiveness of the several components of the 
programs, including support programs, in meeting 
goals and objectives and make such changes as 
are appropriate. Reports shall also be made to 
the board concerning students who have declared 
their educational objectives and leave prior to 
their attainment. Report writing guidelines and 
questionnaire forms are appended. (Author/MJK) 
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This paper analyzes authority-use patterns as 
they relate to the internal organization of a com- 
munity college. Section | presents a hypothetical 
case study of a community college which prac- 
tices several unique authority-use variations that 
are in actual use in two-year colleges around the 
country. The cluster college scheme, a new 
strategy for participative management, and 
management by objectives are presented in Sec- 
tion 2. Section 3 addresses itself to several 
broader implications of community college or- 
ganization. All areas of discussion are supplemen- 
tary by the identification and description of those 
colleges who have implemented and are practic- 
ing the variations set forth. The paper is designed 
to be a practical guide to viable alternatives 
verified by organizational practice, thereby being 
of particular interest to those contemplating or- 
ganizational restructuring, those planning or- 
ganizational and authority-use design, and those 
preparing to enter a community college leader- 
ship position. The author proposes that the ideal 
system is a cluster college with participatory 
governance based on management by objectives.

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The Management, Adn.inistrative Profile 
System (MAPS) was developed to permit assess- 
ment of a college on three levels. The detailed 
discussion of each level is preceded by a general 
process model which identifies the specific instru- 
mentation, available options, and the major ac- 
tion steps associated with a particular level of as- 
sessment. Level “A” reveals to management 
and/or administration the degree to which in- 
dividuals, departments, or the college as a whole 
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are involved in any particular program; it also 
embraces cost analysis. Level “B’ has been 
designed to show the degree to which manage- 
ment, administration, faculty, and staff agree on 
work objectives and implementation. Level “C” 
is designed to guide the data gathering efforts of 
MAPS’ users and enhance the application of 
systems analysis. The primary intent of MAPS is 
to provide timely, accurate information in suffi- 
cient quantity to enabl« appropriate action. It is 
primarily a descriptive rather than a prescriptive 
system. This document describes the program and 
guides implementation. Illustrations and instru- 
mentation of the model are appended.

District 
Fall 1974 enrollment in the Los Angeles Com- 
munity Colleges reached an historical high of 
124,839--a 14.6% increase over the previous fall. 
Enrollment increases were greater among day stu- 
dents (17.6 percent) than evening students (10.9 
percent), reversing the pattern of last year. 
Female enrollment increased more sharply than 
male enrollment and part-time enrollment growth 
exceeded full-time growth. The average age of 
district students increased from 26.6 in fall 1973 
to 27.7 in fall 1974; especially dramatic increases 
were evident in the enrollment of students aged 
50 and over. Weekly student contact hours 
(WSCH) increased 9.5 percent this fall. Day 
WSCH per student declined throughout the dis- 
trict while evening contact hours per student in- 
creased. Possibie explanations for the enrollment 
increase are: (A) increased Outreach programs, 
(B) increased recruitment efforts by colleges, (C) 
a shift of students to less expensive forms of edu- 
cation, (D) a perceived need by students to 
establish or upgrade vocational skills in the face 
of a “tight” job market, and (E) augmented stu- 
dent aid programs.

guidance, organizational and administrative pat- 
terns, and curriculum advisory committees. The 
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text of the papers, an evaluation of the con- 
ference, the conference program, its registration 
list, and its advisory committee are presented in 
the report.

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The Eighth Annual Report on the charac- 
teristics of newly appointed certificated personnel 
in California Community Colleges for the 
academic year 1974-75 provides relevant data 
from 102 public and 6 private community col- 
leges. The full-time staff of instructors, coun- 
selors, librarians, and administrators were re- 
ported as 15,834. 1,103 new full-time staff were 
hired. The data indicates « halt in the steady 
four-year drop in new faculty hired. The charac- 
teristics of newly hired full-time staff are reported 
as follows: (1) 58 percent males; (2) 78 percent 
Caucasians, 8 percent Black, 9 percent Chicano, 
3 percent Asian, 1 percent Native Americans and 
others; (3) largest concentrations were in age 
groups from 26-35; (4) 11 percent had less than 
a bachelor’s degree; (5) 17 percent had less than 
a masters’ degree; (6) 8 percent had doctorates; 
(7) 24 percent had nonteaching experience; (8) 1 
percent had been a research assistant or reader; 
(9) 1 percent had practice teaching or internship 
experience; (10) staff with with secondary school 
experience dropped to 15 percent; (11) 35 per- 
cent had community college experience; (12) 13 
percent were from 4-year colleges and universi- 
ties.

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Identifiers—Articulation Counseling Office, 
Florida 
In December 1973, the Arlie House Con- 

ference on College Transfers recommended the 
establishment of an Articulation Counseling Of- 
fice (ACO) at each institution offering the junior 
and senior years of college. The ACO acts as a 
liaison between junior and senior educational in- 
stitutions in an effort to make the articulation 
process easier for the students involved. As of 
1974, Florida was the only state to have an ACO 
in each of its nine public universities. This study 
reviews literature pertinent to college transfer 
and presents the characteristics, workloads, roles, 
responsibilities, information needs, and problems 
of ACO personnel in Florida. Recommendations 
designed to aid in establishing the roles and 
responsibilities for ACO’s in other institutions of 
higher education are made. Appended tables in- 
clude summaries of role and_ responsibility 
responses to a survey questionnaire and organiza- 
tional charts for each of the nine public universi- 
ties. (DC) 
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minal Oriented Data Systems 
The small, isolated college has problems with 
information management, especially with respect 
to lack of funds and the need to store and 
retrieve large quantities of information. At 
Gavilan College, the College Information System 
(CIS), a terminal oriented data processing 
system, is proving to be invaluable for main- 
tenance and access to college data bases. CIS has 
provisions for maintenance of all student informa- 
tion, permanent transcript information, registra- 
tion for courses, class lists, grade reports, and 
provides random access to the entire data base 
for information searches. The low relative price 
of the small time-sharing system implemented by 
CIS, coupled with the fact that the system can be 
utilized by existing staff with only a few hours 
training under the directions of a trained systems 
manager, result in the cost of such a system 
falling within the range of even a small college. A 
description of the program structure and capabili- 
ties is included. (Author/AH) 
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Identifiers—North Carolina 
This study was conducted to evaluate the need 
for and value of learning resources services for 
off-campus classes at Wilkes Community College 
(WCC). Procedures included: (1) a questionnaire 
to survey kinds of services offered by other North 
Carolina community colleges/technical institutes 
to their off-campus classes; (2) an examination of 
the course offerings at WCC to determine staff 
requirements, types of media needed, and poten- 
tial conflicts with on-campus classes; (3) a 
questionnaire to determine the needs and at- 
titudes of off-campus instructors; (4) employment 
of a qualified librarian to deliver the identified 
services and to introduce them to off-campus 
teachers and students; (5) a followup survey to 
evaluate the success of the services provided; (6) 
a comparative analysis of students who were ex- 
posed to the services and students who were not 
exposed to them to determine the significance of 
the approach; and (7) an effort to determine the 
possible need for a special vehicle to transport 
the materials. Fifty-five percent of those colleges 
responding provide services to off-campus classes. 
The study concluded that the services are needed 
and of osm value, but that a special vehicle 
is . The includes detailed 
tabulations of ‘results, the questionnaires, and a 
literature review. (DC) 
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This study assesses the curriculum strategies in- 

dicated by the intellectual orientation and per- 
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sonality dimensions of students in a Health 
Technology Program at a community college. 
When designing curriculum, educators in allied 
health programs frequently overlook the charac- 
teristics of the students the program must serve. 
This study explores the influence of several 
dimensions of personality, as measured by the 
Omnibus Personality Inventory, and the effect 
these behavioral attributes might have on 
academic success. The Inventory Instrument uses 
14 scales to measure personality and intellectual 
dispositions. The mean and standard deviations 
for each scale of the Inventory and Grade Point 
Average were plotted for the students, and the 
composite student (or mean score) was plotted 
on an yG h ng the distribution 
of students in medical ‘laboratory technology by 
types and degrees of learning orientation. The 
practicum presents a learning process for medical 
laboratory technology students based on program 
goals and student characteristics including a sam- 
ple program for learning hematology. The author 
Suggests that the results and the recommenda- 
tions from this practicum are applicable to other 
associate degree health technology programs.

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This two-part project was initiated to develop 
guidelines for the physical facilities required to 
meet the needs of Maine for higher education at 
less-than-baccalaureate levels. Part 1 evaluates 
the social, economic, and educational needs for 
general, technical, and occupational training and 


education. Existing institutions are currently 
working at near capacity even though student da- 
mand is low. Demand is increasing as Maine’s 
economic base requires more technically trained 
personnel. This study assesses current facilities 
and examines the approaches taken by other New 
England states to determine how best to facilitate 
new programs. Off-campus locations, temporary 
facilities, space shared with established institu- 
tions, and educational TV and radio should all be 
exploited until enough data from student 
response can be gathered to indicate the most 
valuable locations for permanent construction. 
The second part of this report presents detailed 
information on the occupational opportunities 
becoming available, including educational and 
training requirements for certain jobs. The six vo- 
cational-technical institutions are listed with per- 
tinent data, and the surveys completed by each 
vocational center are appended. (MJK) 
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The lack of agreement among professionals on

behavioral objectives for instruction about mass 
communications. Following the initial steps in 
Ralph Tyler's “rationale” for curriculum develop- 
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ment, a pool of 120 instructional objectives was 
generated, reviewed against Benjamin Bloom's 
taxonomy of educational objectives, and sub- 
sequently rated by a selected 85-member nation- 
wide jury of subject experts. Jury members 
judged each objective on its relative value to the 
average citizen-media consumer. The 64 objec- 
tives meeting all established criteria indicate 
professional support for instruction leading to un- 
derstanding of such concepts as ‘Freedom of the 
Press” and “The Public's Right to Know.” The 
jury generally rejected objectives dealing with 
media history, films, and entertainment and 
favored instruction focused on the major profit- 
oriented information media, their characteristics, 
functions, problems, and responsibilities. The 
document includes the names of the jury mem- 
bers and personal data supplied by them, a list of 
all 120 proposed objectives, a ranked set of the 
approved objectives, and a summary of the rating 
results. (Author/DC) 
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Identifiers—Rhode Island Junior College 
The contractual duties of the department chair- 
man at Rhode Island Junior College (RIJC), as at 
most public community colleges, place him in 
three roles: administrator, spokesman for his de- 
partment, and teacher. Because, as a teacher, he 
is also a member of the collective bargaining unit, 
a conflict of role assignments occurs whenever 
the chairman is the target of some accusatory 
proceeding. In such a situation, the department 
chairman has no established protector--he is 
caught in the middle. Recognition of this problem 
led the author to survey 19 chairmen at RIJC as 
to their role perceptions. Significantly, opinion 
concerning whether or not to remain members of 
the bargaining unit split almost equally. As a 
result of chairman questionnaire and interview 
responses, a review of the literature, and con- 
sultations with faculty, administrators, and others, 
the author recommends that the chairman retain 
membership in the collective bargaining unit, that 
each duty in the contract be specifically labeled 
as to the role it represents, and that the dilemma 
of who should provide due process be resolved by 
providing different support depending on the role 
under attack.

A recent American Association of Community 
and Junior Colleges (AACJC) major directive 
calls for 2-year colleges to become community- 
based and performance-oriented. This document 


Presents papers written by 13 community college 
leaders describing methods of implementing this 
directive and ways of changing the institutions to 
meet the demands of nontraditional students and 
steady-state situations. Faculty inservice training, 
goal priorities, accountability and evaluation, stu- 
dent recruitment, outreach programs, student- 
oriented learning, and life-long learning are the 
major topics discussed. The need for accurate 
definitions of purpose and intent emerges as the 
overall theme. Also included are papers concern- 
ing the efforts of East Los Angeles College to 
meet the needs of its minority students, Los An- 
geles Community College District's proposal for a 
“Tenth Dimension” College--an outreach pro- 
gram to discover, develop, and deliver nontradi- 
tional studies, an account of East Los Angeles 
College's success with employing a management 
consultant for streamlining administrative efforts, 
and a detailed description of the Management 
Responsibility (MRG) process used by that con- 
sultant. (DC) 
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Identifiers—Coast Community College District 
The Coast Community College District owns 
and operates its own UHF television station, 
KOCE. The content of the TV courses and trends 
in enrollment are detailed in this report, with 
emphasis on the spring semester, 1973-74. The 
report determines the educational and public ser- 
vice needs of the community with respect to 
televised college courses. Findings include: (1) 
Enrollment is up 133 percent from initial registra- 
tion figures in spring 1972-73, (2) More people 
are enrolling in television courses for reasons 
other than earning credit toward a degree, (3) 
More housewives, proportionately, are enrolling 
in television courses each semester, (4) More 
women than men continue to enroll in television 
courses, (5) The average age of television stu- 
dents is rising, with the median age in spring 
1973-74 at 34.9 years, (6) Course completion 
rates for television courses--already lower than 
those of their on-campus counterparts--are not 
improving, (7) Students who do not take the final 
examination are more likely to be enrolled in a 
TV course only; they have less education beyond 
high school, consider themselves nonstudents, 
and have a lower opinion of nearly all course 
components. (Author/AH) 
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Identifiers—Los Angeles City College 
Enrollment trends at Los Angeles City College 
from September 1960 through June 1974 are 
presented in the form of graphs supplemented by 
statistical tables. Observations and conclusions 
derived from the data include: (1) With the ex- 
ception of Fall and Spring 1969-70, day enroll- 
ments arose steadily from 1963 to 1973, with a 
leveling off in the 1973-74 school year; (2) Even-

have in the past; (7) Average Daily Attendance 
(ADA) ey! reflects the same patterns as en- 
rollment; (8) Enrollment trends from the 20 
major “feeder” Los Angeles high schools show 
that the percentages of graduates from these high 
schools attending Los Angeles City College has 
remained steady at approximately 20 percent.

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This report deals with those students who have 
managed to negotiate the educational system and 
have reached college without acquiring sufficient 
reading skills. A brief review of the literature on 
college level reading programs serves as an in- 
troduction to an overview of the remedial reading 
programs now underway in Texas junior colleges. 
A case study at Ranger College showing the 
overall average reading level of entering freshmen 
to be between third and fourth grade gives some 
insight into the gravity of the situation. A survey 
of the Texas public junior colleges shows that 
only nine of the fifty-two schools have no reading 
laboratory courses offered. High minority enroll- 
ments did not necessarily result in a higher per- 
centage of i in ding development 
courses. A number of needed studies in the field 
of reading development are proposed. Included in 
the appendix are three representative programs 
giving objectives, procedures, laboratory equip- 
ment, and an evaluative instrument, as well as en- 
rollment figures in representative reading pro- 
grams.

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Data concerning race, income level, age, em- 
ployment status, and education were identified 
for each census tract in the Pensacola Junior Col- 
lege area. On the basis of this data, census tracts 
were combined into compatible neighborhoods 
and an organizational approach was designed to 
bring education and community services into 22 
educationally disadvantaged urban neighbor- 
hoods. The proposed program includes: (1) small 
group clusters in basic skills for beginning adult 
students, (2) preparation for a high school 
diploma or for placement in vocational programs, 
(3) enrollment at the junior college campus in 
vocational or degree programs, and (4) eventual 
graduation to higher education or to employment. 
The first two phases are to be conducted in 
private homes or other suitable neighborhood 
buildings. Teachers should be neighborhood re- 
sidents and must be completely acceptable to 
potential students. The functions and roles of the 
various program directors, neighborhood coor- 
dinators, and other program personnel are 
described. A method of evaluating program suc- 
cess is also proposed. Tables presenting the data 
are appended, as well as recommended staffing 
for each Neighborhood Center, the curriculum 
content in each phase of the program, and a 
flowchart of student progress through the 
proposed program. (DC) 
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A study was designed to test the effectiveness 
of 21 public and 29 proprietary schools in four 
large metropolitan areas by following 2270 gradu- 
ates from six large and fast-growing occupational 
programs into the labor market and assessing 
their success. Average proprietary instructional 
costs were 35 percent less than public costs: they 
concentrated on specific, short, intensive job 
training and tended to work their teachers more 
and to pay them less. Proprietary schools 
recruited and seemed to hold the less-advantaged 
student better. Other findings include: (1) Only 2 
of 10 graduates of either kind of school who 
chose professional or technical-level training ever 
got those jobs; (2) Almost 8 of 10 graduates of 
either kind of school who chose lower-level cleri- 
cal or service worker programs got those jobs, 
but most earned less than the federal minimum 
wage; (3) Public and proprietary school gradu- 
ates had about the same occupational success, 
after controlling for differences in their 
backgrounds; (4) Female graduates always 
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generally earned less than Whites in 
the same jobs; (5) Apparently because they paid 
twenty times more for their courses, proprietary 
school graduates were generally less satisfied than 
their public counterparts. Recommendations for 
improvement are made. (Author/DC) 
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The first yearbook of the Association of 
Canadian Community Colleges brings together es- 
says focusing on the community college student 
from four different viewpoints. The social context 
is provided in a discussion of the historical and 
philosphical background of the community col- 
lege. The clientele of the community college is 
considered in terms of population, geography, 
changes in life style, special community needs, 
and distinctions from the more traditional clien- 
tele of the university. Specific instructional in- 
novations in career training, in overcoming skill 
deficiencies, and in the use of the computer in in- 
struction are presented as well as a discussion of 
major changes in educational environment. An 
examination of the impact of education on ongo- 
ing students and their educational mobility is 
made. Finally, the editor co-authors a review of 
the major issues and implications of these studies 
on the student. (MJK) 
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The purposes of this study were to survey the 
regional community served by Pensacola Junior 
College, to determine the number and location of 
adults over 25 years of age who have not 
completed the eighth grade, to determine how 
much education is already being provided for 
these adults, and to make recommendations con- 
cerning the educational needs discovered. Of the 
57,955 adults over age 25 with less than an 
eighth grade education, only 1,323 (2.2 percent) 
were enrolled in adult basic education courses. 
The following recommendations are made: (1) 
Pensacola Junior College should make a strong 
commitment to education for this adult group; 
(2) The Adult Basic Education Department 
should expand its operations; (3) An attempt 
should be made to discover who provides local 
leadership in each neighborhood area and to in- 
vite these leaders to assist in making program 
decisions and in securing and motivating students; 
(4) An instructor-coordinator should be assigned 
to each region to facilitate program coordination; 
(5) New and hes to provide 
space for education should be implemented, such 
as mobile classrooms, and rooms in churches, or 
homes. (Author/AH) 
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This article deals with two ideas that are of 

special interest to adult continuing educators. 

The first innovation is the continuing education 

unit (CEU), which is a means for providing a 

uniform measure of recognition to the adult non- 

credit student. A CEU represents ten contact 
hours of participation in a continuing education 
non-credit learning experience under responsible 
sponsorship, and qualified instruction. Current 
views on the uses of the CEU, as well as its 
strengths and weaknesses, are documented. The 

“You Can” Program is an innovative approach to 

developing a national image or identity for adult 

continuing education. Some of the expected 
results of the “You Can” concept are an elimina- 
tion of the fragmentation of effort that often oc- 

curs in individual community programs, and a 

sense of cooperation among all continuing educa-

General results include the 
finding that two-year college faculty desire to 
further their own professional education, but that 
future courses should be relevant to contempora- 
ry needs and that course offerings should be 
more available and accessible than they presently 
are. The survey instruments, a Faculty Question- 
naire and an Administrator Questionnaire, are ap- 
pended, as well as responses to open-ended 
questions requiring narrative response. An index 
of subject fields in which course offerings were 
desired is also included.

Opinion, Transfer Students 
Graduates of Atlantic Community College 

(ACC) from 1968 to 1972 were surveyed as to 

their personal characteristics, background, col- 

lege attendance prior to ACC enrollment, ACC 
academic background, present main endeavor, 
employment or further education since ACC 
graduation, and evaluation of ACC experience. 
Of the 1,331 questionnaires mailed, 32 percent 
were returned. Twenty-five percent of the respon- 
dents reported college attendance prior to enroll- 
ment at ACC; 45 percent of these indicated 
academic difficulties at the prior college. Twenty- 
two percent of the pondents were p ly 
employed full-time, while 28 percent were con- 
tinuing their education full-time and 18 percent 
part-time. Thirty-nine percent of the respondents 
had already earned additional degrees since leav- 
ing ACC. Fifty percent of those employed were 

working in the field of their ACC preparation, 31 

percent were not, and 19 percent said they did 

not prepare for any particular field. Overall ex- 

perience at ACC was rated highly by 89 percent 
of the respondents. The highest ratings were 
given in the areas of curriculum and instruction. 

Student services were less highly rated. (BB) 
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Since 1948, the locus of leadership, control, 
and management of the community colleges of 
New York has been vested in a three-tiered struc- 
tural arrangement--the local institutional board of 
trustees and local sponsor, the Board of Trustees 
of the State University of New York (SUNY), 
and the Board of Regents. Article 126, the Com- 
munity College Law, which established this tri- 
partite structure, now needs revision in two 
directions. It must clarify the powers and duties 
of local trustees vis-a-vis local sponsors; local 
sponsors presently tend to usurp powers proper 
to trustees. And, it must clarify the distinctions 
between the State Board’s roles and duties as the 
governing board of SUNY and as a coordinating 
state-level board for community colleges; the 
blurring of these roles and duties leads the State 
Board to forget that the community colleges are 
not integral parts of the State University and that 
they cannot be treated as such. The Regents 
should act to effect these changes, but the main 
burden for legislative change will rest on the local 
trustees themselves. The main locus of 
governance must be retained by strong local 
boards of trustees and they must stand up for 
their rights and for what they know is best for 
their institutions. (DC)

This report describes the demographic charac- 

teristics of entering freshmen in Fall 1973 at At- 

lantic Community College (New Jersey).

veyed. It was found that the typical ACC full- 
time entering student attends ACC because it is 
close to home. He or she is the only college stu- 
dent in his family, is single, and lives at home. 
He/she is not supported by parents and thus plans 
to work while in school and needs financial aid. 
This student, a public high school graduate, wants 
to study business, social science, or education, 
and plans to transfer to a four year college. 
He/she needs educational and vocational counsel- 
ing, as well as help with reading and study skills. 
The report also compares ACC student charac- 
teristics to nationwide characteristics. They are 
more likely to be from poorer homes dependent 
upon public assistance. They receive less money 
from their parents and fewer are claimed as de- 
pendents by their parents. (ER) 
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Identifiers—* Washington 
This document is the fourth in a series of 
operations reports dealing with student enroll- 
ment data for the community college system in 
the state of Washington, and is intended to pro- 
vide an accurate and current compilation of in- 
formation concerning such enrollment. Data for 
the years 1962 through 1973 are included for 
historical comparison purposes with the academic 
year 1973-74. In 1973-74, 53% of the total stu- 
dent body were enrolled in academic programs, 
as compared to 67% in 1967-1968. In 1973-74, 
45% were enrolled in occupational programs as 
compared to 28% in 1967-68. Statewide and in- 
stitutional enrollment summaries are provided 
quarterly and annually, including FTE and head- 
count figures for academic, occupational, and 
community services programs. Steady growth is 
shown in all programs. Student characteristics, in- 
cluding age, sex, source, ethnic background, and 
program goals, are also presented. (ER) 
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This self-study report is part of the Peralta 
Community College District’s recruiting project, 
Operation Call Back. Former students who had 
been enrolled at Laney College for at least one 
term between Spring 1972 and Summer 1973 
were invited by letter to reenroll, and 2,668 
(14%) of the total population of 19,812 were sur- 
veyed by telephone to ascertain the reasons for 
their nonreturning status. The survey showed that 
females in the sample had a slightly greater ten- 
dency not to return than the males. The majority 
of nonreturnees were in the age bracket twenty 
to twenty-five years. The two major reasons for 
not returning to college were employment (39%), 
and transfer to another school (23%); other 
reasons cited included moving to another area, 
family responsibilities, and enlisting in the ser- 
vice, as well as perceived poor quality of the col- 
lege. Of least importance were the two areas 
within the scope of the college: lack of availabili- 
ty of a course or program (3.6%) and “too hard 
or failing’ (1%). It was concluded that “drop 
out” seems an invalid term to be applied to the 
nonreturning student, since the term “drop out” 
implies failure of the student as well as of the col- 
lege. (ER) 
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This report describes an off-campus alternative 
to traditional summer school sponsored by De 
Anza College and College of the Redwoods 
(California). Three twelve-day, concentrated 
summer programs, called ‘Action Learning 
Modules”, utilized an interdisciplinary approach. 
The first module combined oceanography, marine 
biology, and scuba diving. A second session of- 
fered Forest-Ecology, including forestry, ecology, 
and economics; or Ecology-Science-Theology, in- 
cluding work in astronomy and the philosophy of 
religion. Choices in a third session included Na- 
tive American Studies and arts and crafts com- 
bined with cultural anthropology; or a Wilderness 
module, with survival techniques, outdoor recrea- 
tion and camping, and geology. Both faculty and 
students rated the modules as academically chal- 
lenging, very rewarding, and worthy of future 
continuation. Guidelines are offered for colleges 
who may wish to develop similar programs. (ER) 
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This report provides information regarding the 
“course taking’’ patterns of students in the 
Hawaii Community College system. The data 
sheds light on student sampling of other areas 
outside of their major field, clientele served by 
academic departments, and course numbering 
patterns. Included are the student credit hours 
(SCH) generated by all students taking credit 
courses, including the various groups of special 
students. Two-thirds of the SCH were generated 
in general education. Slightly over three-fourths 
of the SCH in vocational courses were generated 
by vocational majors, 16% by liberal arts majors. 
Liberal arts majors took about 90% of their work 
in general education, vocational majors about 
58% of their work in vocational courses, and un- 
classified students about 70% in general educa- 
tion. Courses numbered below 100 comprised 
48% of the total SCH generated in fall 1971, 38% 
in fall 1974. Certificate students took 95% of 
their work in courses numbered below 100 in 
1971; by 1974 that figure had dropped to 30%. 
Other highlights are noted, supplemented by ex- 
tensive statistics, tables, and graphs. (Author/AH) 
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Communiversity, a four-year institution of 

higher learning on the model of the community 
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college, is proposed as a p modification of 
the comprehensive two-year community college. 
Justification for conversion lies in the separate 
missions of the community college and the four- 
year college and in the strengths of both types of 
institutions which allow them to be of benefit to a 
particular clientele. Articulation of transfer stu- 
dents from community college to the four-year 
school is also cited as a major problem which 
could be resolved through the formation of the 
communiversity. Basic ingredients for the com- 
muniversity would include: (1) Being within com- 
muting distance of the people it means to serve; 
(2) Running a full program from early morning 
to late evening; (3) Charging low tuition; and (4) 
Giving equal standing to both ‘‘academic”’ and 
“non-academic” credit. Three problems the com- 
muniversity might solve are overstaffing, over- 
production of graduate degrees, and lowering 
freshman enrollments. For community college 
faculty, the communiversity is seen as an oppor- 
tunity for job improvement and expansion of 
course offerings. Administrators are seen as wel- 
coming the challenge of new problems presented 
by communiversity. (AH) 
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Identifiers—Macomb County Community College 
A 14% random sample of the 14,725 students 
enrolled for credit classes at the Center and 
South Campuses of Macomb County Community 
College (MCCC) in the Spring of 1971 
completed a followup questionnaire in Fall of 
1974. The usable response rate was 53%. Stu- 
dents’ backgrounds at time of enrollment are 
given in terms of age, marital status, residency, 
and program enrollment. MCCC’s impact on the 
students is discussed with respect to percentages 
receiving degrees and continuing their education. 
Nearly half of the students were eigher presently 
enrolled in higher education or had graduated 
from a four-year institution. Transfer students 
success at other two- and four-year schools show 
MCCC students to be well prepared; grade-point 
averages reveal remarkable consistency between 
performance at Macomb and the four-year 
transfer institutions. On the other side, 22% of 
working students felt there was no relationship 
between course work and present occupation. 
Recommendations drawn from the study call for 
improved job placement services, as well as the 
need for further studies of this type. A copy of 
the questionnaire is included along with tables 
representing student responses. (AH) 
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The Waubonsee Community College Ad 
Hocracy model of governance incorporates the 
concept of a streamlined, flexible organizational 
structure which allows for voluntary participation 
in problem-solving and decision-making. Central 
to this model is the concept of open meetings 
which provide for the consideration of all views 
and the reaching of consensus through discussion 
and persuasion. The system operates within 
defined parameters: items negotiated in collective 
bargaining are excluded from consideration in the 
Ad Hocracy, as the governance model is intended 
to complement rather than replace the collective 
bargaining process; the overriding intent of the 
system is to augment existing authority, not cir- 
cumvent it; full and open voluntary participation 
must be insured. The three mechanisms for deal- 
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ing with institutional problems--the administrative 
action mechanism, the “trial balloon” 
mechanism, and the ad hoc committee 
mechanism--are presented in full. Descriptions of 
the three mechanisms, a flow chart which illus- 
trates the  interrelationships between the 
mechanisms, and the stated objectives of the 
system, provide a picture of system components 
and processes. (AH) 
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This paper describes the major types of univer- 
sity graduate programs now underway for the 
professional education of community college ad- 
ministrators, counselors, and instructors. On the 
basis of the implications of these existing pro- 
grams, he makes nine recommendations to gradu- 
ate schools considering new programs for com- 
munity college staff. These recommendations are: 
(1) graduate education must be offered at the 
convenience of the student; (2) alternative Ph.D.

grams should work in close cooperation with 
community colleges. (DC) 
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Identifiers—* Maryland 
The Maryland State Board for Community Col- 
leges, in conjunction with the sixteen public com- 
munity colleges of Maryland, has completed the 
first Statewide Student Follow-up Study. Concep- 
tually, the study was designed to investigate five 
areas: (1) student academic and demographic 
characteristics; (2) student goals or primary 
reasons for attending community college; (3) stu- 
dent employment experiences; (4) student 
transfer experiences and performance at other 
postsecondary institutions; and (5) student per- 
ceptions of community college environment and 
services. This data is broken down into several 
categories and crosstabulated where appropriate. 
Because only 30% of the questionnaires were 
completed and returned, the study is constrained 
and limited to the respondents; it cannot be 
generalized to the entire study population. The 
study will be improved and will be continued on 
an annual basis for the next two years, after 
which time, it will be conducted on a cyclical 
time frame. The questionnaire is appended. (DC) 
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Professors, American Federation of Teachers, 
National Education Association 
This article reviews the current status of collec- 

tive bargaining in higher education, with a special 
focus on representation in two-year institutions. 
After identifying the extent of representation by 
bargaining agents, the year in which first faculty 
collective bargaining contracts have been signed, 
and distinguishing among four-year and two-year 
institutions and public and private ones, the cur- 
rent status of state collective bargaining legisla- 
tion is summarized, with an eye toward how 
much more activity may be generated as addi- 
tional permissive state legislation is enacted. The 
main thrust deals with “who bargains with 
whom” rather than “about what.” Three or- 
ganizations that have emerged as the major con- 
tenders for the representation of faculty interests 
in collective bargaining, the American Federation 
of Teachers, the National Education Association, 
and the American Association of University 
Professors, are discussed in terms of national 
positions as well as numbers of contracts 
negotiated. Independent bargaining representa- 
tives are similarly reviewed. In addition to the ex- 
tensive description of the collective bargaining is- 
sue, the author speculates as to future develop- 
ments in the field. (Author/AH) 
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Representatives from thirty states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia participated in the Fifth Annual 
Conference of the Association of Community 
College Trustees. Written and compiled by Jour- 
nalism students at Portland Community College, 
this report presents highlights of the conference 
addresses and workshops, and interviews with 
participants, in a magazine format. Among topics 
discussed, the role of trustees in collective bar- 
gaining, the need for community colleges to 
become servants of their communities, financial 
and educational accountability, student tuition, 
and the problems of faculty tenure emerge as the 
most significant. Four major resolutions adopted 
by the conference participants were (1) to keep 
tuition at the lowest possible level, (2) to oppose 
federal or state government imposition of collec- 
tive bargaining laws on the public sector of 
higher education, (3) to keep authority and con- 
trol of salaries at the local board level, and (4) to 
eliminate faculty tenure. (DC) 
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Identifiers—Harcum Junior College 
Two library use studies at Harcum Junior Col- 

lege are included in this d t. The first re- 
port presents records gathered during four 
representative two-week, non-examination 
periods from 1967 to 1974, which show that a 
daily average of 19% of the students used the 
library. In 1974, however, average daily library 
use was 28%, almost double that of the prior 
three sample periods (15%) and half again 
greater than the average rate (19%) for all four 
sample periods; this is attributed to the fact that 
instructors are now giving examinations on 
required reading. The ratio of number of books 
circulated per student averaged 18:1 and the 
yearly collection-usage-rate averaged 45% during 
the past four academic years. The second report 
presents a comparative analysis of library circula- 
tions by subject category for five academic years, 
1969-70 through 1972-73. Largest circulation 
categories reflect courses which are required of 
many students. Thus, literature, children’s books, 
and social science books are the most frequently 
circulated because English is a core requirement 
for all programs offered, Early Childhood Educa- 
tion has been until quite recently the largest sin- 
gle curriculum offered, and social science courses 
are core requirements for 17 of the 26 programs 
offered at the college. (DC) 
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An investigation was made of research and 
development needs among various academic and 
administrative divisions in New York City Com- 
munity College. Although the primary aim of the 
investigation was to obtain information related to 
current research needs in the college, the study 
was also designed to accumulate information per- 
taining to the previous history of institutional 
research and development and structural condi- 
tions for future research and planning activities. 
The preponderance of information obtained in 
the study was from sources within the college 
such as management personnel, department 
chairmen, faculty, and in some instances students. 
Information was also obtained from the Tri-State 
Planning Commission on the socioeconomic com- 
position of the community in which the college is 
situated, in order to establish guidelines for the 
future development of New York City Communi- 
ty College. This study revealed that the major 
thrust of research and development activities 
should be one of analysis of the effectiveness of 
educational programs and services. The purpose 
of the master plan, a description of the college, 
and the methodology used for developing the 
plan are presented, followed by the master plan 
for educational research and development. Means 
for operationalizing the master plan are also 
proposed. (Author/AH) 
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The purpose of this study was to determine if 
there was a relationship between the academic 
achievement and academic ability of students 
who did and those who did not request assistance 
in reading. Subjects used in the study were 416 
entering students at Middlesex Community Col- 
lege in the fall of 1973. Responses on tests of 
reading ability, logical reasoning ability, and 
academic motivation, were used to place students 
in groups representing low ability or motivation 
(under 40 percentile), average ability or motiva- 
tion (40-60 percentile), and high ability or 
motivation (over 60 percentile). All entering stu- 
dents indicate whether they need assistance in 
various categories, including reading. It is not 
clearly shown that students who ask for assistance 
do better or worse than those who do not ask for 
assistance. Reading speed and comprehension are 
shown to be clearly related to academic success. 
Student scoring above the 60th percentile in 
reading ability are much less likely to drop out. 
There appeared to be a lack of awareness on the 
part of students with low reading ability that they 
do not read as well as more successful students. 
Logical reasoning was also correlated with 
academic success. Program recommendations are 
made. Tables detailing the interrelationships of all 
the variables examined are included. (AH) 
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The Project 60 group was an experimental 

group of 53 disadvantaged students who would

procedures. They had a high school i of 
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This study was designed to investigate recall in 
preschool children, specifically the cuing 
technique and possible storage-retrieval dif- 
ferences. Forty-eight 4-years-old were divided 
into two groups. In the blocked presentation con- 
dition, items were presented in category sets of 
three items, with all items from a single category 
on cards of one color. In the random presentation 
condition, cards were also presented in sets 
blocked on color, but the items on each set were 
members of different conceptual categories. 
Results indicated that nonmeaningful recall cues 
affected young children’s typical ways of organiz- 
ing materials for recall, in ways that either 
facilitated or were detrimental to the organization 
and recall of category items. Cues with no 
meaningful relationship to items cued cannot 
serve effectively as “remi ” of h 
category unit, unlike meaningful cues which have 
been shown in a number of studies to increase 
the number of categories represented in recall. 
Nonmeaningful cues can work like meaningful 
cues with young children in helping them to or- 
ganize their recalls and, thus, increase the 
amount recalled from these categories that are 
assessed. (ED)

Project 60 students 
participated in a special summer session of skill 
building, motivational aids, and counseling, be- 
fore going on to regular college courses. A con- 
trol group drawn from regularly enrolled students 
was matched with Project 60 students with 
respect to town of residence, age, and sex. The 
success of the Project 60 students was not too 
different from the regularly enrolled students. At 
the end of the second year, 45% of the regularly 
enrolled students had dropped out, compared 
with 55% of the Project 60 students. Thirty-nine 
percent of the regularly enrolled students gradu- 
ated, compared to 15% of the Project 60 stu- 
dents, but 30% of the Project 60 group was still 
in attendance and intended to graduate. The 
academic achievement and persistence of both 
groups of students showed little relation to their 
high school records or to their scores on the 
ability test. A special summer session of skill 
building and motivational aids appears to give 
disadvantaged students a good chance for college 
success. (AH) 
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University faculty or graduate students, but a 
broad range of families from a small city in up- 
state New York was represented. Before an infant 
was tested for stranger response, his mother was 
interviewed in her home. Interview questions 
were designed to provide measures pertinent to 
five general hypotheses about determinants of in- 
dividual differences in reactions to strangers. 
These hypotheses were: (1) Infants who have had 
little exposure to people would be more likely to 
be upset by strangers. (2) Babies who protest 
separation from mother would be more likely to 
be upset by strangers. (3) Strangers who are 
visually quite similar to the appropriate sexed 
parent would be more upsetting to the baby 
because of cognitive confusion on the baby’s 
part. (4) Infants who are irritable or sensitive 
would be more likely to be upset by a stranger. 
(5) Infants whose mothers are protective about 
strangers would transmit their concern to their in- 
fant. A few days after each interview, systematic 
observation was made of each infant’s reaction to 
two unfamiliar adults. Detailed behavioral 
descriptions of the reactions were recorded. (CS) 
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The purpose of this paper is to provide a for- 
mal three-step explication of a question that has 
been traditionally viewed as fundamental to 
developmental theory construction and explana- 
tion: Is behavioral development continous or 
discontinuous, or is it both? First, a preliminary 
structural definition of behavioral development 
involving a certain domain of elementary 
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phenomena (“behavioral events in living 
systems”) and a certain elementary relation (‘- 
precedes in time’’) is presented and rationalized. 
Second, formal models derived from the continu- 
ous connected straight line of classical mathe- 
matics are constructed for each of the following 
assertations: (1) Behavioral development is con- 
tinuous. (2) Behavioral development is discon- 
tinuous. (3) Behavioral development is partially 
discontinuous. Third, the differences between the 
respective formal models are summarized. It is 
shown that each of the three models can be ap- 
plied to any narrowly defined behavioral content 
area whatsoever and that, taken together, the 
models entail a new empirical approach to the 
old question of whether or not behavioral 
development in this or that content area is con- 
tinuous. (Author/CS) 
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The concept of “structure” is discussed in con- 
nection with the biological and psychological 
sciences and shown, through a short historical 
analysis, to have been subject to imprecise use. 
The recent “‘structuralist movement” in the social 
sciences has also tended to cloud the meaning of 
Structure rather than to clarify it. Using 
Whitehead’s and Russell’s logic, the concept of “- 
structure” is analyzed in terms of “relations” and 
“elements’’, and it is emphasized that neither one 
can be reduced to the other. The remainder of 
the paper considers the question of how the con- 
cept of cognitive structure enters into Piaget’s 
global vision of intellectual development. Dif- 
ferences between Piaget’s vaguely typological 
conception of cognitive structure and the analytic 
uses of structure as developed earlier in the paper 
are pointed out. The premise that “different 
structure=different stage” is questioned as a 
working hypothesis for researchers. Recent 
developmental studies of Piaget’s stage-related 
reasoning skills have failed to confirm the struc- 
ture-stage connection. (CS) 
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This paper describes an experiment which in- 
vestigated the development of recall skills in 120 
Caucasian, middle class children in the second, 
fourth, and sixth grades. Within each age group, 
four experimental groups were formed in which 
subjects were asked to remember and recall 16 
nouns by: (1) forming mental representations of 
each word (imagery), a unit transformation; (2) 
stringing the words together as in a short story 
(narrative), a complex unit transformation; (3) 
grouping the words into conceptual categories 
(clustering), an order transformation; or (4) say- 
ing the words aloud as they were presented, 
learn-only control instruction. The results ob- 
tained indicated that the unit-order model used 
might prove useful in studying the relative effec- 
tiveness of mnemonics and cognitive processing 
across age groups. Of particular interest are the 
findings that: (1) children who received 
mnemonic instructions showed superior recall to 
learn-only subjects; and (2) simple transforma- 
tions (imagery) were more effective at all age 


levels than more complex coding strategies 
(clustering and narrative). These findings 
replicate exactly the relationship found previously 
oy different mnemonics with adult subjects. 
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This conference paper discusses two factors 
which seem to be responsible for the lack of clear 
progress in research dealing with motivation and 
learning in the schools: first, an overemphasis on 
the presumed influence of motivation on learning, 
which has resulted in a neglect of the many other 
processes that are directly influenced by motiva- 
tional states; and second, a mechanistic concep- 
tion of man which interferes with scientific 
progress. After an enumeration of the specific 
faults implicit in the present paradigm for motiva- 
tional research in education, a new research 
paradigm is suggested which emphasizes the in- 
fluence of gr on 
Also stressed is the need to develop a cognitive 
functionalism that is as precise as behavioral 
functionalism while not being immobilized by a 
mechanistic conception of man. Recommended 
research areas are: (1) intermediate difficulty, 
(2) intention, (3) intrinsic versus extrinsic 
motivation, (4) stages in achievement behavior, 
(5) the building of effort structures, (6) causal 
attributions for success and failure, (7) long-term 
motivational effects, and (8) achievement 
strivings among females. (CS) 
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The first section of this paper deals with the 
question of whether Piaget is a developmental or 
a learning theorist; the second section relates 
Piaget’s research findings and developmental 
theory to a sequence of curriculum units in 
mathematics. It is suggested that Piaget makes no 
distinction between learning and development of 
cognitive structures, as he presents little informa- 
tion about specific variables which account for 
learning.

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Contemporary theories of perceptual-motor 
development and dysfunction are analyzed in 
detail in this review of the literature. Studies 
focused on observation of delays, deviations, 
cause, theories of development, and programs of 
remediation. It is suggested that it may be pre- 
sumptuous for theorists to delineate three, four, 
or ten characteristics that a child must display to 
demonstrate perceptual-motor dysfunction. 
Among theorists, there has been increasing agree- 
ment and repetition of findings that a child with 
perceptual-motor dysfunction has difficulty in the 
reception, integration, or response of stimuli, or a 
combination of these. Clumsiness, inability to at- 
tend to a task or screen inappropriate stimuli, 
hyperactivity, poor body image, visual 
disturbances, and poor bilateral integration are 
some of the more generalized and frequently 
mentioned characteristics. It is suggested the 
study of the effect of motor development on 
other variables could be more productive if nor- 
mal and abnormal development were better un- 
derstood. (CS) 
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The purpose of this dissertation research was to 
investigate the learning activities of mothers 
whose oldest child was not yet in school. While 
all learning activities of this group were surveyed, 
the emphasis of the study was on their self- 
planned learning projects. A second purpose was 
to describe the educational information sources 
utilized by this group and to delineate the policy- 
coordinating issues for adult education. The study 
sought answers to questions concerning: (1) 
amount of learning undertaken by the mothers in 
the past 12 months, (2) the amount of learning 
that was self-planned, (3) primary goal of each 
learning project: vocational, personal or family, 
social and civic, or self-fulfillment, (4) persons or 
agencies that learners involved in their efforts to 
learn, (5) perceptions and knowledge of adult 
education opportunities and agency offerings, and 
(6) obstacles that confronted learners in their ef- 
forts to learn. Subjects were 48 mothers residing 
in a New York suburban community. Data was 
collected by intensive interviews and a more 
general questionnaire. Resuits show that subjects 
had limited knowledge of the learning resources 
available from adult education institutions; that 
they seldom used institutions with the exception 
of television, business and industry, and religious 
institutions. (Author/CS) 
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This article analyzes the interaction between 

sex role and “pupil role” in the early childhood 

education setting. It postulates that teachers and 
schools have a demonstrated investment in so- 
cializing children to a passive, docile, and depen- 
dent role, beginning at the preschool level. This 
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role, called “pupil role,” corresponds closely to 
the traditional female sex role and is incongruent 
with the standard male sex role. Thus, boys ex- 
perience conflict and stress in school while girls 
accommodate to the passive learning style as- 
sociated with pupil role. The long-range alien. 
tions of these differential interactions are 
discussed along with suggestions from research 
and theory about the benefits of active over pas- 
sive learning strategies. Finally, recommendations 
are offered for teacher training and school 
reform.

This article presents a longitudinal analysis of 
the Florida Parent Education Programs which 
were designed to provide intervention services to 
socioeconomically disadvantaged parents of 
young children through home visits by 
paraprofessional personnel. The programs include 
the: (1) Parent Education Project (PEP); (2) 
Early Child Stimulation through Parent Education 
Project; (3) Home Learning Center Project; (4) 
Instructional Strategies in Infant Stimulation Pro- 
ject; and (5) Project Follow Through. Data were 
collected from children, ages 1-6, who had en- 
tered the programs since 1966 and had par- 
ticipated from one to three years. Skills and at- 
titudes of the mothers were also assessed. 
Descriptions of the projects’ effects on the par- 
ticipants are given. The measurement design in- 
cluded experimental and control groups, assessed 
by standardized tests, interviews and Parent Edu- 
cator Weekly Report Forms. The results indicate 
that the parent education approach has had last- 
ing effects on the children and on some aspects 
of family life. (SDH) 
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our culture. The fact that plasticity in psychologi- 
cal development is greatest during infancy and 
early childhood guarantees, in the long run, an 
important place for early education in the adap- 
tive evolution of our society. Although many 
problems in the domain of early psychological 
development remain unsolved, they can be stu- 
died if the necessary research is supported. Then, 
the technology of education for infants and young 
children can be improved enough to enable all 
but a very few to take a productive place in our 
increasingly technological culture. (Author/ED) 
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This paper reports the results of a retrospective 
study of the 3-year Head Start Planned Variation 
(HSPV) experience. The long-term residual ef- 
fects of HSPV’s effort to install and implement 
educational models in various communities are 
discussed with emphasis on the effects on the 
models and sponsors themselves. Six models were 
studied: Bank Street, Far West, High/Scope, and 
the models of the Universities of Arizona, Kansas, 
and Oregon. The teachers of the model programs 
were studied most intensively under the assump- 
tion that they would receive the strongest impact 
of the programs. Two strategies of study were 
used: teacher observation and interviews with 
teachers and key personnel, administrators, and 
some parents. In the presentation of the results 
concerning which components of the HSPV 
models persisted, the models are grouped into 
“academic” and “child development”’ categories 
according to their educational orientation, and 
the five main findings are reported and explained. 
Suggestions for what might be expected of 
models in an experiment of this scope and dura- 
tion are presented.

concerning comparability within and between 
models. The problems connected with obtaining 
this information were described. It is concluded 
that precise and accurate evaluation of program 
implementation is difficult and some suggestions 
are made to alleviate evaluation problems. (SDH) 
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This conference paper suggests a promising 
model, based on a study of elementary school 
teachers in California, to investigate the relation- 
ship b the characteristics of 
teachers, their teaching behavior, and the 
academic success of their pupils. In the research 
model, two major components which affect stu- 
dent achievement were measured: (1) Teacher 
Knowledge (knowledge of subject being taught 
and knowledge of teaching); and (2) Teacher 
Aptitude (verbal, numerical, reasoning, memory, 
and kinds of divergent production aptitude). It is 
hypothesized that certain matches between 
teacher and pupil knowledge, skill, aptitude, and 
cognitive style tend to facilitate pupil learning. A 
preliminary factor analysis of the above com- 
ponents indicates that the Teacher Test Battery 
d in with this research 
model “was actually able to measure these struc- 
tures. (CS) 
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This paper describes a series of experiments 

which indicate how different reinforcement 
systems affect cooperative, competitive, and in- 
dividualized learning structures. Following a brief 
literature review of prior research, the experi- 
ments investigated (1) individual reinforcement 
for peer tutoring and (2) shared-group reinforce- 
ment for peer tutoring. They examined the effects 
of reinforcement by demonstrating how reward 
structures can interact with several independent 
variables in controlling the frequency of coopera- 
tive behavior. The studies support the idea that 
children from various socioeconomic classes, 3-to 
1 1-years-old, in classrooms of 4-17 members, can 
work together effectively in cooperative instruc- 
tional situations involving curriculum materials 
such as mathematics, vocabulary development, 
and reading. Also, the results indicate that when 
appropriate reinforcement is provided for 
cooperative behavior, helping behaviors as well as 
student performance are increased. Several 
research topics are suggested for future research 
on the development and evaluation of coopera- 
tive goal structures. (SDH) 
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The function of art as an integral part of a hu- 

manist education is discussed in depth. Five areas 

which clearly show the need for art in elementary 
schools are examined: (1) the relation of art to 
the unity of the learning process; (2) art, as an 

emotional outlet, ego fortifier, and sensitizer; (3) 

art as a progress and problem indicator; (4) art 

as an aesthetic educator; and (5) art as a coun- 
terforce to depersonalization and mechanization. 

The relevance of art education to the growing 

field of psychotherapy is also discussed, especially 

as it relates to self-actualization as the goal of hu- 
manist education. (Author/ED) 
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This study was designed to test two major 
hypotheses: (1) Validity of expectation is an in- 
creasing monotonic function of development. (2) 
Invalidity of expectation is more a function of 
overestimation of hedonistic tendencies than a 
function of underestimation. A total of 277 mid- 
dle class children in the first, fourth, and fifth 
grades were given two trials on a task to which 
high feedback was attached and two trials on a 
different task with which low feedback was as- 
sociated. They were then presented with a final 
task, resembling either the high or low feedback 
tasks just completed. Subjects were asked to in- 
dicate the score they expected to attain. Study 
results supported both major hypotheses and 
emphasized that overestimation or hedonistic ex- 
pectations are a decreasing monotonic function 
of grade in school, and sex differences were vir- 
tually nonexistent for subjects in this sample. The 
developmental function demonstrated in this ex- 
periment suggests that if valid expectations are a 
major component of human motivation, the 
manipulation of validity of expectation in chil- 
dren warrants attention. (ED)

This book, the first in a series on development 

and behavior of human infants and animals, con- 

tains a collection of articles dealing with the sig- 
nificance of the interaction between mother and 
infant and the subtle contributions that each 
makes to the other in shaping their ongoing 
dyadic behavior. It emphasizes that the infant is 
no mere passive recipient of stimulation from 
those around him, and shows the impact of the 
infant as a source of information, regulation, and 
even the distortion of the caregiver’s behavior. 
(Author/CS) 
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From the perspective of games theory, this arti- 
cle suggests some ways in which young parents 
can increase the positive effects of children on 
their marriage. The plea is less for planned 
parenthood than for planned “education” for 
parenthood. Commonsense advice is presented 
for dealing with such issues as: self-actualization, 
parenthood education, the “television syndrome,” 
positive reinforcement, and interpersonal commu- 
nication. Four steps are suggested as priorities for 
parenthood: (1) the ability of parents to speak as 
a group, with self-confidence and some authority 
on the fate of children and parents; (2) the 
acquisition of more knowledge and information 
on parenthood and child development; (3) the 
reduction of the “Television Syndrome,” or an 
investigation by parents of the role of TV in their 
children’s lives; and (4) the ability to produce 
more empathetic and concerned individuals, with 
an emphasis on positive reinforcement. (CS) 
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This collection of materials was developed for 
use in an administration training course for 
directors of preschools and day care centers. Sec- 
tion 1 contains a set of day care goals for young 
children; Section 2 includes various announce- 
ments, forms, and questionnaires used in the 
course; and Section 3 contains both federal and 
state (Michigan) licensing standards. Other sec- 
tions include materials on topics such as: record 
keeping, financial policy, physical facilities, play 
parent participa- 
tion, and food and nutrition. (CS)

This final report of “Meeting of Experts” sum- 

marizes the major issues raised by participants of 
the spring 1974 UNESCO meeting on the 
psychological development of children from birth 
to 6 years of age and implications for the educa- 
tional process. Five position papers, presented by 
individuals representing a broad range of interests 
and expertise in child development and educa- 
tional administration, formed the background for 
these discussions and provided the experts with 
an opportunity to debate many current issues in 
child development such as language standardiza- 
tion, moral education, informal learning, nutri- 
tion, cognitive development, self-concept, teacher 
role, etc. The conference’s conclusions and 
recommendations are summarized at the end of 
the report. (CS) 
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This article has two main theses: (1) Qualita- 
tive imp in ed ion will not come 
about as a result of rhetoric or superficial 
proposals for solutions made by the social-activist 
breed of educator, but rather as a result of a 
deeper understanding of the teaching-learning 
process, and the development and use of new and 
better principles of educational design. (2) 
Theoretical bases for qualitative improvements in 
educational design already exist and should be 
made more readily available to educational 
researchers.

The paper is organized as follows: (1) 
a brief review of the recent history of educational 
psychology; (2) a partial list of open problems in 
educational design; (3) a summary of some of the 
more immediately relevant portions of the 
author’s recent theory of structural learning; and 
(4) a discussion of how these open problems 
have, could, or might be resolved via the struc- 
tural learning theory.

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A pilot minicourse program was launched for 
elementary school children aged 8 to 13 years 
based on the assumption that children learn best 
when they can practice what they are being 
taught, and will show an increased interest in 
school work when they are given a role in the 
decision-making process. Students went through a 
“college style” registration four times per year, 
choosing approximately one-fourth of their school 
curriculum. Each minicourse was scheduled for a 
9-week period, meeting from one to three times 
per week for an average of 45 minutes each. The 
school was divided into seven Individually Guided 
Education units (semi-autonomous teaching divi- 
sions of four teachers and approximately 100 stu- 
dents), and each unit had a different schedule 
and course offerings. Other practices instigated in 
the program involved the use of community 
teachers and a clear communication of course 
requirements and expectations. Major strengths 
and weaknesses of the program are discussed 
from the viewpoint of a special area teacher, a 
parent, and a classroom teacher. In general, the 
program has proven to be responsive to such con- 
cerns as: “forced” schooling and its disciplinary 
consequences, ability levels, scheduling disap- 
pointments, the increased responsibility inherent 
in the children’s development of self-assessment 
and decision-making skills, and the interest and 
enthusiasm of all involved in the program. (CS)

This paper suggests ways in which a day care 
director can construct a relevant training pro- 
gram for day care staff members. The training 
program is discussed under four main sections: 
(1) Ground Rules for Developing a Training Pro- 
gram, (2) The Interest Area Survey, (3) Short 
Range Planning, and (4) Long Range Planning. 
Central to this training plan are a number of 
built-in mechanisms for ongoing exchange of 
ideas and feedback between the staff and the 
director. The appendix contains a list of agencies, 
organizations, and people helpful in the various 
aspects of day care personnel training. (CS) 
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In an effort to teach all children to read as 
early as possible, educators are failing to teach 
the basic prerequisites. A model identifies the 
basic prerequisites for the development of read- 
ing skills in young children and suggests a 
hierarchy of goal acquisitions. The prerequisites 
are: (1) language development and verbal mean- 
ing, (2) perceptual skills, (3) attending skills, (4) 
listening skills, and (5) thinking skills. These 
skills form the basis by which the child learns to 
manipulate letters, words, and symbols and begins 
to see some form of equivalence between words 
and sentences and his own mental content. Lan- 
guage then begins to have meaning. The verbal 
and language meaning that each learner brings 
with him to school and the degree of equivalence 
with school language and verbal meaning will 
determine how easily or slowly the child learns to 
read. The model discussed is built on an educa- 
tional program of prevention of reading problems 
rather than remediation. Methods are suggested 
for translating the various skill competencies into 
practical cl instructional strategies. (CS)

The present study was designed to explore the 
possibility that exposure to the ““Misterogers’ 
Neighborhood” program might increase the 
likelihood of Pia eg imaginative play in 
preschool child hed the program 
over a period of two aid.

(4) a group who saw no television at school but 
received a comparable daily time period of fan- 
tasy game-playing and practice in imagery with 
an adult teacher. An analysis of the matrix of in- 
tercorrelations between the independent and de- 
pendent variables of the study seems to suggest 
that children in the 3- to 4-year-old age group 
remain most susceptible to influence by a con- 
cerned adult in their presence who can engage 
them directly and provide them with immediate 
feedback for their own responses. It is therefore 
likely that at the very least, television’s prosocial 
or optimal cognitive benefits may have to depend 
on some mediation by an adult. (Author/CS)

describes infant education programs, and 
discusses Piaget’s theory of development.

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The development of a systematic method for 
observing and describing significant aspects of 
teacher-pupil behavior in an experimental 
preschool educational program is described. The 
intent of the observation and description was: (1) 
to determine the extent to which theoretical prin- 
ciples and stated educational objectives were 
being implemented in the classroom, (2) to deter- 
mine the extent to which the enrichment program 
was being replicated within the project classes, 
and (3) the identification of teacher-pupil 
behavior which contributed to the enhancement 
of cognitive skills. This report present the sum- 
maries of findings for five scales developed in 
order to describe the prekindergarten program. 
For a straightforward description of the school 
day activities a Time Distribution Record was 
maintained by the classroom observers. Intensive 
study of the teacher and pupil during the work 
and play periods was effected by time sampling 
ratings of child behavior (Location Activity 
Material Inventory) and teacher behavior 
(Teacher’s Play Period Rating). Records of the 
type of group lesson taught (story, lecture, or 
demonstration), and selected aspects of the 
teacher's style were obtained (Teacher’s Observa- 
tion Scale).

Basically, the staff development project 
attempted to devise a plan by which the teachers 
changed their perception of themselves and their 
role as teachers mainly through inservice training. 

A four-step process of staff development was in- 

itiated: (1) Identifying Needs, (2) Establishing 

Goals, (3) Selecting Activities, and (4) Evaluat- 

ing Results. The establishment and evolution of 

each step of the program are described. The 
results indicate that the various forms of inservice 
were effective. (CS) 
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a program of parent involvement in a 
ee early education p The relati 

ship between the home and the school is fostered 
primarily in two ways: through parental involve- 
ment in the Saturday School teaching team once 








every two months and through the home teaching 
visits. A crucial component of the program is the 
early identification and diagnosis of handicaps or 
potential learning problems; a battery of evalua- 
tion instruments have been developed for this 
purpose. Evaluation results suggest that the pro- 
gram of parent involvement has helped parents to 
be more accepting of their children, more aware 
of their needs, and more competent in their in- 
teractions with their children. Information from 
the second project year indicates that 85 percent 
of the parents were at the end of the year using 
appropriate teaching techniques, using positive 
motivation and reinforcement, and accomplishing 
the task assigned. The success of the Saturday 
School indicates that the home and the school 
can be effective as partners in learning. (CS) 
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This booklet describes procedures that are used 
in screening children for early admission to first 
grade. Generally, each child should be evaluated 
on an individual basis. When individual evalua- 
tion is not feasible as a first step, it is required 
that an initial group screening measure be ad- 
ministered and followed by individual evaluations 
for those children demonstrating their readiness 
for additional evaluation and screening. Initially, 
a statewide admission form, a medical form, and 
a standardized group screening measure or a 
criterion-referenced or nerformance-based test 
are required. Further evaluation, if appropriate, 
involves the assessment of academic potential, 
physical development, and social-emotional and 
general behavior development. Parent con- 
ferences are also sch and 
evaluation techniques are listed for each evalua- 
tion area. The appendixes contain sample appli- 
cations, medical forms, parent letters, parent- 
school conferences guidelines, and questionnaires 
to be completed by parent and kindergarten 
teachers. These forms are presented in both 
Spanish and English. (SDH) 
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The developmental curriculum of the Parent- 

Child Early Education Saturday School for 4- 

year-olds is presented, and the specific skill com- 

petencies and curriculum activities used in the 
program are described under three major 
behavioral categories: language skills, gross and 
fine motor coordination, and math and science 
concepts. (Some attention is also given to the 
creative aspects of learning through music, art, 
and dramatic play.) The emphasis of the program 

is on diagnostic testing to observe and assess in a 

structured fashion to determine individual 

strengths, weaknesses, and modes of learning. 

Parents provide input on the child's physical, 

mental, and social development by means of a 
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separate form, “My Preschool Child.”” Based on 
the results of this screening information, the 
teacher then chooses the best learning ex- 
periences for each child from among the develop- 
mental sequenced skill areas outlined in this 
teacher manual. The Skills Checklist, included at 
the end of the manual, contains all the objectives 
of the program, and is used to assist the teacher 
in determining the curriculum content ap- 
propriate for each child and to ascertain the in- 
dividual’s progress. (CS) 
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This paper presents a case study of a sixth 
grade remedial math class which illustrates the 
thesis that only the “experimental attitude,” not 
the ‘‘experimental method,” is appropriate in the 
classroom. The thesis is based on the fact that 
too many independent variables exist in a class- 
room situation to allow precise measurement. 
The case study involved 23 sixth graders and 
their teacher, who referred himself and his class 
for help on behavioral management and instruc- 
tion because he was concerned with students’ re- 
sistance to work and hostility toward himself. 
Baseline data taken over a 5-day period produced 
certain assumptions about the class. From these 
assumptions, specific recommendations about the 
teacher's instructional presentation and the as- 
signed work period were made in an effort to en- 
gineer behavior change and increase the students’ 
grades. Subsequently, math grades and behavior 
did improve. A reversal to conditions prior to the 
experimental changes again produced disruptive 
behavior and poor grades. The findings were con- 
sidered to be a result of the experimental condi- 
tions, but which of the conditions produced the 
change could not be discerned. Data tables com- 
prise approximately one-half of the document. 
(SDH) 
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This report presents a critical look at the ways 
profit-making child care centers treat the 
problems of racism and sexism, handle parent 
and community involvement, and provide care 
for children. Quantifiable factors in child care 
which have been found to bear a relationship to 
quality, warmth and flexibility are evaluated 
(staff/child ratios, hours teachers work, the 
overall size of each center and the amount of 
space per child). Data were collected from in- 
depth interviews with workers and executives in 
the companies that run these centers, and from 
interviews with parents of children who attend or 
attended them. In addition, statistical studies, 
tests, periodicals, business journals, and govern- 
ment publications relating to day care have been 
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examined and independent experts in day care 
have been consulted. Workplace day care is ex- 
amined along with some alternatives to corporate 
child care. Included is an annotated list of 
bibliographies, films, books, organizations, 
periodicals, and other child care resources. (CS) 
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This study examines the influence of maternal 
predispositions toward sex-appropriate behavior 
and the mother’s response to “feminine” or “- 
masculine” cues in infant behavior. In the in- 
vestigation, one 6-month-old male infant was 
presented to 11 mothers who served as subjects. 
The infant was dressed as either boy (blue 
clothes) and named Adam, or dressed in a pink 
dress and named Beth. The two theories tested 
were: (1) if mothers react only to the infants’ 
cues, their behavior with the child should not 
differ significantly; and (2) if mothers act on the 
basis of preconceptions, differential treatment of 
“Beth” and “Adam” would be expected. The 
mothers were observed and tape recorded while 
playing with the child and interviewed after the 
play period. The results indicated that mothers do 
behave differently toward infants on the basis of 
the infant’s perceived sex in the areas of toy cho- 
ice and social stimulation. They do not, however, 
report consistent observed differences in the 
behavior of boys and girls at 6 months of age. 
Also, mothers dw not seem to be aware of their 
differential treatment of male and female infants. 
(SDH) 
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To learn if differences in age, _ intelligence, and 
sex account for di 's memory 
of TV commercials and ~“dbee of insistence” 
(DI) after viewing them, 54 gifted, 71 normai, 
and 53 educable mentally retarded children (of 
both sexes, 7-13 years) were questioned. The 
mediating influence of the three independent 
variables on DI was significant, while age was 
more important than intelligence for memory. 
Sex was an insignificant influence on memory. 
TV commercial techniques as tools to facilitate 
learning were seen to be valuable. (Author/CS) 
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The purpose of the present study is to examine 
the relative importance of sex and race 
preference as a basis for the choice of playmates 
and working companions in integrated elementary 
school classrooms. Subjects were 242 third-grade 
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children from 11 randomly chosen classrooms. 
Twenty-one per cent of the children were black. 
A roster-and-rating scale technique adapted from 
Roistacher was employed to collect data from the 
children on two sociometric questions: “How 
much do you like to play with this person at 
school?” and “How much do you like to work 
with this person at school?” Results indicated 
that sex had a considerable, consistent influence 
on the sociometric choices for work and play. 
Race was also a significant factor, but it was 
neither as strong nor as consistent as the sex in- 
fluence. Also, the data provided support for the 
use of more than one sociometric choice criterion 
and suggested questions concerning the goals and 
techniques of integration. Implications for future 
h are p d. (SDH) 
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Children’s use of humor in hospital settings and 
ways hospital personnel might encourage positive 
uses of humor are discussed in this paper. Three 
questions are raised: (1) How is humor viewed in 
hospitals treating children? (2) How can develop- 
mental psychology help us understand children’s 
humor? (3) What implications does an un- 
derstanding of children’s humor have for how we 
work with children in hospitals? Responses to 
these questions are based on general studies of 
humor; literature on children’s emotional reac- 
tions to hospitalization; interviews with parents, 
hospital personnel, and children; random observa- 
tion in a nursery school; and participant observa- 
tions of children of different ages in three 
hospital playrooms. Four developmental stages 
corresponding to Piagetian stages of cognitive 
development are identified (Infants/Toddlers, 
Preschool, Elementary School, and Adolescence), 
and the type of humor characteristic of each is 
described. It is emphasized that if we can begin 
to understand that humor is different for children 
at different ages, and can emphasize the positive 
functions of humor for children in hospitals (for 
adaptation to a new situation, building relation- 
ships, seeking explanations for one’s condition, 
gaining mastery), then we can both initiate and 
appreciate humor with children as we work with 
them in hospital settings. (CS) 
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A total of 47 6-year-old children listened to 
stories after which they either constructed pic- 
torial representations of those stories from a set 
of backgrounds and cut-out figures and objects, 
or they spent equivalent time classifying geomet- 
ric figures. The pictorial elaboration task in- 
hibited recall of the stories. This contrasts with 
results showing facilitation of paired-associaie 
learning in which the same type of elaboration 
facilitates learning. Since imagery does facilitate 
learning in fourth-grade children, the present 
results suggest a developmental trend in the 
development of elaboration as a cognitive skill. 
(Author/CS) 
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The study attempted to minimize nonspecific 
response strategies which supposedly mask the 
positive effect of perceptual pretraining on initial 
discrimination learning within the predifferentia- 
tion paradigm. The subjects were 44 first- and 
second-graders. Experimental-group subjects 
received rules learning (RL), pretraining, initial 
discrimination (ID), and reversal shift (RS) 
phases. Rules learning consisted of a two-choice 
discrimination using stimuli varying on shape and 
orientation-of-line, and was designed to teach 
subjects to associate a specific dimensional value 
with the correct response. During pretraining, 
subjects made “same-different” judgments on 
pairs of stimuli varying on height and brightness. 
The ID and RS phases again involved a two-cho- 
ice discrimination with a subset of the stimuli 
used in pretraining. Three additional groups con- 
trolled for the effects of RL, pretraining, and RL 
plus pretraining. The results showed that subjects 
given RL learned the ID phase more rapidly than 
subjects not given RL (p less than .01) Pretrain- 
ing did not facilitate ID learning. Neither RL, 
pretraining, nor a combination of RL and 
pretraining facilitated RS learning. Similarities 
between the present study and learning-set litera- 
ture, the failure of perceptual pretraining to 
facilitate ID learning following RL, and the 
failure of RL, pretraining, or both to affect RS 
learning are discussed. (Author/CS) 
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The effect of stimulus prefamiliarization on 

children’s discrimination learning was in- 

vestigated. Kindergartners were prefamiliarized 
with pictures which were identical, similar, or un- 
related to pictures used in the learning task. Con- 
sistent with predictions derived from previous 
research, the learning of subjects who were 
prefamiliarized with unrelated pictures was su- 
perior to that of subjects who were 
prefamiliarized with identical pictures. In addi- 
tion, improvement over trials in the similar pic- 
ture condition resembled that of the unrelated 

(rather than identical) picture conditions, thereby 

suggesting that the particular pictorial representa- 

tions of the experimental materials are at least 
partially responsible for the effect. (Author/CS) 
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Children’s performance on multidimensional 
classification tasks was examined in two experi- 
ments. In Experiment 1, preschool, first-, and 
third-grade children were shown a standard 
stimulus and were then asked to judge whether 
several comparison stimuli were the same as or 
different from the standard. Comparison stimuli 
differed from the standard on zero to four dimen- 
sions (form, orientation, size, brightness, or com- 
binations of these dimensions). Most of the 
preschool and first-grade children based their 
judgments on a single dimension of difference, 
while multidimensional judgments predominated 
at the third-grade level. In Experiment 2, first- 
grade children were pretrained to make identity 
matches in response to the same-different classifi- 
cation instructions. A second classification task, 
with a different set of stimulus dimensions, was 
then presented. Identity pretraining failed to 
produce multidimensional responding on the 
second task. Verbal posttest indicated that the 
children were able to detect more than one set of 
dimensional differences. The results indicate that 
there are age-re!ated differences in the number of 
dimensions children utilize in stimulus com- 
parison. The unidimensional responding of 
younger ckildren cannot be attributed to failure 
to understand the same-different instructions or 
inability to detect more than one set of dimen- 
sional differences. (Author/CS)

This study extends some recently acquired 

knowledge about the development of visual 

imagery as an associative-learning strategy. Incor- 
porating the present findings into the data already 
gathered, it appears that as a facilitator, sentence 
production precedes imagery generation since 
preoperational children benefit from instructions 
to engage in the former though not in the latter. 

Moreover, the provision of relevant motor activi- 

ty, which has been shown to induce imagery 

generation in 6-year-olds, has at best a variable 
effect on the performance of 3- and 4-year-olds. 

(Author/SET) 
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This study was designed (1) to determine dif- 
ferences in classificatory skills of low 
socioeconomic status children under intervention 
and non-intervention conditions; (2) to determine 
differences in classification skills of bilingual, 
biliterate, and monolingual students; and (3) to 
study differences in classificatory skills as a func- 
tion of age. A total of 90 Mexican-American and 
Caucasian kindergarten, first grade, and second 
grade children were the subjects. Half of the chil- 
dren participated in an intervention program 
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designed to develop classification skills. Instruc- 
tion was conducted in groups of five bilingual, 
five biliterate, and five monolingual children in 
each of the three age groups. The findings in- 
dicate that the intervention group made signifi- 
cant gains over the control group in two modes 
(categorical-inferential and relational).

The invisible but recordable bioplasmic 
forces facilitate physical growth and are the basis 
of cognition. The forces are gradually released 
from physical growth for cognition at ages 7 
(concrete), and 14 (formal). Readiness--cognitive 
capabilities--are determined by the quantity of 
available forces. Premature learning is ineffective 
and robs the body (brain), of its full potentiali- 
ties, causing premature plateauing of cognitive 
and learning capacities and emotional maladjust- 
ments later on. Educational methods and curricu- 
lum should be made more compatible with and 
supportive of the growth forces of the child. 
(Author/CS) 
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Defined as a concept which centers on 
planning educational needs at the local level, ac- 
countability is particularly feasible in small rural 
schools, since the number of people responsible 
for education needs is more readily manageable 
than the number found in urban areas. Designed 
to familiarize rural parents and other lay citizens 
with the concept and practice of accountability, 
this handbook defines the shared responsibilities 
of schools, legislators, school boards, school ad- 
ministrators, teachers, parents, community, and 
students.

Based on a literature survey (1965-70 publica- 

tions) and personal interviews with southwestern 

Indian leaders, urban employers, and college 

teachers (recognized authorities on Indian 

problems), this research program was directed 
toward optimizing the benefits of youth projects 
for Navajo and Papago Indians and focused on 
factors related to social and occupational adjust- 
ment on reservations and in rural areas. Some 
factors influencing Navajo and Papago youth 
were their changing environment (social, cultural, 
economic, migratory); education (values, at- 
titudes, aspirations, skills, etc.); on-reservation 
educational system (quality of schools, teachers, 
teacher-student relationships, curricula, etc.); and 
preparation for today’s job market (on and off 
reservation).

meeting American Indian needs. A basic problem 
was conflict between wanting to stay on reserva- 
tion lands and finding these lands unable to sup- 
port an increasing population, resulting in the ad- 
justment problems of rural to urban migration.

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A 1972 follow-up study of 282 Spanish-sur- 
name and 176 Anglo youths who grew up in the 
rural Southwest analyzed data (results to be used 
to develop future Federal programs) on occupa- 
tional and social adjustment. Surveyed 7 years 
after 8th grade graduation, each subject 
represented | of 14 rural counties with 10 per- 
cent or more Spanish-surname population. Areas 
surveyed included the changing rural environ- 
ment, the rural education system, educational 
response, rural to urban migration, and occupa- 
tional adjustment. Over 60 hypotheses developed 
from a previous study, “Perspectives of Adjust- 
ment: Rural Chicano Youth”, were tested; some 
hypotheses were found to be valid, some invalid; 
others produced new factors. For example, the 
hypothesis that there was a stronger relationship 
among Chicano youth than among Anglo youth 
between family income and high school comple- 
tion proved invalid; that more Chicano youths 
than comparable Anglos report feelings of dis- 
crimination and discriminatory employment prac- 
tices proved partially valid (feelings of dis- 
crimination were valid, but almost no one in 
either group attributed employment difficulties to 
discrimination); that rural Chicano youths who 





migrate to the city obtain higher paying jobs than 
those remaining in rural areas proved valid, 
though the urban jobs were not more skilled.

dropout prevention based on the relationship 

between lack of formal education and unemploy- 
ment. As a comprehensive, coordinated in- 
school/out-of-school program designed to meet 
needs of rural youth (both Chicano and Anglo 
from 8th grade through 20 years), this program 
would: supplement _ established _ services; 
emphasize the pragmatic aspects of bilingualism; 
and merge the concepts of an “educational” pro- 
gram (in-school) with ‘“‘manpower training” (out- 
of-school). The operating principles for the Indi- 
an program emphasize coordination between on- 
reservation and off-reservation programs; Indian 
involvement in policies, procedures, etc.; and 
total Federal support on a permanent basis. On- 
reservation goals emphasize teaching useful job 
skills and providing practical experiences which 
define ways Indian youth can help their people. 

Off-reservation goals emphasize getting along in 

the Anglo culture, but from an Indian point of 

view, considering such questions as how the 

Anglo work system operates. (JC) 
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As one phase of a research program designed 

for purposes of developing future youth programs 

and as one source from which hypotheses, rele- 
vant to the occupational and social adjustment of 
rural southwestern Indian youth (Navajo and 

Papago), were generated and later tested, this 

study presented a survey of literature concerned 

with the environment, _ education, personal 
characteristics, job g, and employme 
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prospects of Indian youth. Literature surveyed 
reflected that the Papago were in a transitional 
state mid upon native 
society and acceptance of alternatives; that due 
to cultural differences Navajo youth experienced 
problems with white society work habits, finding 
fixed time schedules and competition sources of 
stress; that incidences of suicide and alcoholism 
among young married Navajo males had in- 
creased; that although education had not been 
part of the Indian value system, school enroll- 
ment had been increasing; though Indian dropout 
rates were still higher than the national average, 
they were declining; that public schools rarely 
reflected Indian culture; and that the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs had 3 programs directed at Indian 
occupational adjustment, as well as others 
established by contract with private industry, re-

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As part of a series aimed at developing better 
programs for rural youths, this study tested 
(summer, 1972) hypotheses about community, 
educational, and individual factors affecting the 
future adjustment of rural southeastern youths, 
who as 8th graders in 1963-64, represented 16 
rural counties, (North and South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, and Mississippi) remained in the 
county until age 16, and were eligible for a 
Neighborhood Youth Corps (NYC) project, and 
not currently institutionalized, in the armed 
forces, or deceased. Long-term county residents 
gathered extensive information about each coun- 
ty, its school system, and staff members during 
the 1967-68 school year. Questionnaires mailed 
to 1,764 students, surveyed their early history, 
experiences since 1967, employment history, so- 
cial adjustment, advanced education, and migra- 
tion patterns; those still in school were asked 
about their school, general course of study, grade 
point average, and scope of extracurricular activi- 
ties. Data were analyzed to determine whether 
the systematic relationships hypothesized actually 
existed.

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The Rural Youth Program, an experimental 

program structured upon the results of extensive 

research on the needs of rural youths in the 

Southeast, is a coordinated in-school/out-of- 

school program to meet the needs of rural youths 

14 to 20 years of age, regardless of whether these 

needs stem from poverty, an inadequate educa- 

tional system, long-standing patterns of rural-to- 
urban migration, or other sources. Intended for 
use only in the region’s non-Appalachian rural 
counties (a county with no communities in excess 
of 5,000 people, or with 60 percent or more of 
its population living in towns of under 2,500 peo- 
ple), the program stresses 2 efforts: (1) to 
prevent school dropouts and (2) to prepare these 
youths to compete more effectively with their 
urban peers either in the labor market or in ad- 
vanced education. Due to the large number of 
dropouts that occur at the completion of the 8th 
grade, counseling and a limited work experience 
component for 8th graders is provided. Although 
some youths from relatively affluent families are 
eligible to enter the program, only those who 
meet established poverty criteria are paid for par- 
ticipation in the work experience component 
which is utilized as a means of income supple- 

ment and a counseling tool. This report gives a 

detailed description of the program’s general 

framework and tentative guidelines for operating 
model projects within this framework.

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Rural Urban Migration 

Within the context of the role of rural employ- 
ment in overall economic development, the ob- 
jectives were to summarize existing knowledge of 
the rural African nonfarm sector and to develop 
an analytical framework for examing utilization of 
labor in this sector, using a descriptive profile, a 





theoretical model, and a research approach to 
rural nonfarm employment in Sierra Leone. Em- 
pirical evidence assembled for the profile 
revealed that the rural nonfarm sector was an im- 
portant source of income and employment in 
Africa.

Providing the 
framework for proposed research in Sierra Leone 
and other African «ountries, the modified model 
included the following components: an estimate 
of total population of rural and nonfarm 
establishments; a description of these establish- 
ments (type of activity and workshop, number of 
workers and machines, quantity of output and in- 
put, and capital assets); characteristics of the en- 
trepeneur; and farm household activities, income, 
and expenditures. (JC) 
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This economic analysis of migration was 

designed to test the following six hypotheses on 

the causes of out-migration from agriculture and 
its effect on the rural economy of Western 

Nigeria: (1) age of the rural family, of which the 

migrant is a member, is positively related to 

rural-urban migration rate; (2) a positive relation- 
ship exists between rural-urban migration rate 
and migrant education level; (3) distance 
between source region and receiving urban cen- 
ters is negatively related to migration rate; (4) 
rural-urban migration is a positive function of the 
urban-rural earnings gap, weighted by the proba- 
bility of securing urban employment; (5) availa- 
bility of urban relatives is positively related to 
rural-urban migration rate; (6) rural-urban migra- 
tion is a response to the “attractiveness” of urban 
areas. Data were collected from 180 families in 

six villages and 480 migrants from these 180 

families who were living in urban Western 

Nigeria during 1971-72. Policy implications sug- 

gested the need to narrow the urban-rural 

earnings gap; invest in education tailored to labor 
demands of urban areas; and develop agricultural 
credit. The effect of migration on the rural 
economy was associated with increased outlay of 
hired labor, increased farm size, higher rural 
earnings per head, and a net transfer of capital.

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A joint Teacher Crops/Career Opportunities 
Program/State of Alaska project in its fifth year, 
Cross-Cultural Education Development/Alaska 
Rural Teacher Training Corps (X-CED/ARTTC) 
focuses on exploration of the ends desirable to 
meet the educational needs of the culturally dif- 
ferent and development of the processes necessa- 
ry to achieve them. A microcosm of the broader 
society, it provides a cohesive environment deal- 
ing not only with the delivery of instruction but 
with cross-cultural dynamics and the politics of 
educational change.

This paper presents an overview of 
the: (1) program's efforts and (2) plan to develop 
a curriculum which has unique features and will 
co-exist with the more conventional university of- 
fering. The proposed undergraduate and graduate 
programs are outlined by areas of study and 
degree emphasis.

Central States 
The Rural Youth Program, a model Neighbor- 

hood Youth Corps program based on previous 
research, was designed to maximize social and 
occupational adjustment of rural youth in the 
North Central States. Although the program's 
first year (1972-73) was not a full year, it was in- 
itially evaluated at three sites (northern Min- 
nesota, southern Iowa, and central Nebraska) to: 
(1) test the effectiveness of the program 
guidelines; and (2) gather baseline data on the 
experimental and control groups for this evalua- 
tion. Questionnaires were mailed to both the ex- 
perimental and control groups approximately 6 
months after most of the youths had completed 
high school. Respondents were grouped accord- 
ing to: (1) youths who entered a post-high school 
educational or training institution; (2) youths 
who did not enter a post-high school institution 
but left their community in 1972-73; and (3) 
youths who did not migrate from their communi- 
ty in 1972-73. Criterion measurements for this 
evaluation were: (1) preparation of participants 
for the world of work; (2) post-high school edu- 
cation or training; (3) post-high school employ- 
ment--job hunting behavior, job characteristics, 
and job satisfaction; and (4) social participation 
behavior. A longer observation period was 
recommended in order to obtain a more accurate 
measure of program effectiveness. (NQ)

The Oklahoma Indian education program is 
financed and operated under a contract between 
the U.S. Bureau of Indian Affairs, Department of 
Interior, and the State Department of Education. 
Supervision of the program is the responsibility of 
the State Department of Education as authorized 
by the Johnson O’Malley (JOM) Act of 1936. To 
qualify for JOM Special Program funds, a school 
must have an eligible Indian enrollment which 
reflects a minimum 10 percent of their total en- 
rollment. The amount of JOM funds a local 
school district receives is based on the number of 
Indian student enrolled, financial needs of the 
school, and educational needs of participating In- 
dian students. There were 147 schools participat- 
ing in JOM Special Programs during the 1973-74 
school year. There was a total Indian enrollment 
of 14,630 with an average attendance of 12,486 
(86 percent Indian as cc d to 84 p 
total attendance) in JOM schools. There were 
625 Indian high school graduates and 1,177 Indi- 
an eighth grade graduates. Statistical reports (on 
dropout rates, enrollment, attendance, county al- 
locations, administrative and area office expendi- 
tures, and budgets) with an appendix comprise 
the bulk of this report, though there is a short 
narrative describing highlights of the year 
(workshops, seminars, and special areas of con- 
cern such as counseling and accountability). (JC) 
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Recently American attention has focused on 
the problems of pollution and environmental pro- 
tection. Focusing on the Four Corners Interstate 
Air Quality Control Region, this study deter- 
mined which socioeconomic characteristics were 
associated with concern for environmental quality 
as measured by willingness to pay for pollution 
abatement. Sample sites were determined by 
weighing four pollution concentration zones. In- 
terviews were conducted during the 1972 summer 
and January 1973 with 747 reservation and non- 
reservation residents and out-of-region recrea- 
tionists. Separate questionnaires, designed for 
each subpopulation, were used to determine 
willingness to pay via a series of bidding games. 
To ensure that the means of financing was not a 
barrier to a respondent's willingness to pay and 
since no bidding game was appropriate for all, 
five games were constructed--a sales tax increase; 
an additional charge to the electric bill; a 
monthly charge; an increase to the user’s fee; or 
a change in laws. Responses were analyzed by 
stepwise multiple regression. Some findings were: 
(1) few consistent relationships existed between 
concern for environment and socioeconomic 
characteristics (age, occupation, income, ethnici- 
ty, and organizational participation); and (2) a 
clear majority were willing to pay for pollution 
abatement. (NQ) 
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Identifiers—* Michigan 
Eleven indexes of rurality and their effect on 

the classification of Michigan’s 83 counties were 

investigated. The indexes were based on different 
concepts of rurality: (1) percent of employment 
in agriculture, fishing, and forestry; (2) popula- 
tion density and distance to urban centers; and 

(3) economic conditions. Index rankings were 

compared to determine if a county’s rank varied 

from one index to another. The two indexes most 
frequently associated with extreme ranks were 
then eliminated and a similar analysis performed. 

The average county still had adifference of 31 

between its highest and lowest rank. Further clas- 

sification into four discrete quartile groupings 
also revealed substantial difference in county 
classification depending on the index selected. 

Rank correlation analysis revealed that 55 pairs 

of correlations between indexes were significantly 

different from 0 at the .01 probability level. Index 
choice, then, did make a difference, since in 
selecting a particular index, rurality was explicitly 
or implicity defined. It was concluded that no one 
index could satisfy the needs of all potential 
users, since policy is usually problem specific and 
the rurality index used should also, therefore, be 
problem specific. (JC) 
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Migration is not a new concept. All through 

America’s history, there has been a push and pull 

related to population movement. Most Americans 

have moved several times and from one geo- 
graphical region to another. Others have moved 
only a short distance from their birthplace or per- 
haps not at all. U.S. census information shows 
that each year nearly 20 percent of the popula- 
tion changes residence. Traditionally migration 
has followed the same patterns. The only real 
changes in America’s population movement are 
the ethnic, race, age, and sometimes sex charac- 
teristics of those who migrate and their reasons 
for moving. This monograph discusses migration 
in a global sense, including both urban and rural. 
The monograph’s purpose is to: (1) show that 
when viewed in its historical perspective, migra- 
tion has changed only in terms of numbers and 
racial, sexual or ethnic composition of the mov- 
ing groups; and (2) point out the accurate predic- 
tion of social needs can be made years in ad- 
vance by examining population trends and the 
movement of people. Topics covered are: tradi- 
tional pathway it, new patterns of 
movement, decisions to move, outmigration from 
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the United States, increased psychological needs 
among migrants, state gains and loss, changing 
needs in employment, and growth indications of 
the future. (NQ) 
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This annotated bibliography is dedicated to 
rural women workers and their roles during the 
20th century (1875-1971). It is concerned with 
materials which consider both the questions of 
rural manpower and rural womanpower. There 
are a variety of source materials (books, articles, 
research papers, etc.) and some 338 entries. Di- 
vided into six sections, the categories are defined 
as follows: (1) Investment in Human Resources 
(preparation for work) including Migration and

and (6) International Trends (a sampling of the 
exhaustive material available on international 
women). There are no cross references. (JC) 
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Identifiers—* Michigan State University 
Fifty theses and dissertations which have 
relevance to various areas of rural manpower pol- 
icy and were completed at Michigan State 
University between 1960 and 1973 are cited in 
this annotated bibliography. Topics covered are 
health, education, training, work activity, and 
trends in rural population, development, and life. 
Categories are: (1) Investment in Human 
Resources: Health, Education, and Training; (2) 
Social Welfare and Manpower Policy; (3) Labor 
Force Activity; (4) Migration and Migratory 
Labor; (5) Mobility; (6) Organizational Activity: 
Collective Bargaining; (7) Organizational Activi- 
ty: Farm, Social, and Civic; (8) Fertility, Popula- 
tion, Demography, and Trends; and (9) Rural 
Development and Rural Life. Cross-classifications 
are not used. (NQ) 
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The Rural Manpower Service's objective is to 
provide the State’s rural people “equity of ac- 
cess” to all programs administered by the North 
Dakota Employment Security Bureau. It provides 
services to agriculture, business, government, and 
workers in meeting their employment and man- 
power needs. Functional supervision and 
direction to the progr are provided by the 
State Chief of Rural Manpower Services. Each 
local office is assigned at least one person to per- 
form rural outreach services and assure that rural 
applicants and employers receive “equity of ac- 
cess” to local office services. This 1973 annual 
report gives information on the Rural Manpower 
Service’s accomplishments during the year and 
some of its future plans. Topics covered are: 
economic developments, employment and unem- 
ployment trends, services to rural people, public 
relations and community development activities, 
and youth employment in sugar beets and 
potatoes. Tabular data are given for youth em- 
ployment and earnings in sugar beets, farm place- 
ment operations, composition of interstate farm 
migrant groups, and interstate seasonal agricul- 
tural clearance activities. A listing of the Volun- 
teer Rural Manpower representatives by office 
and copies of the “Farm Labor and Rural Man- 
power Bulletin” are also given.

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Identifiers—* North Carolina 
A State Task Force on Rural Health was 
formed (January 1973) by the State Rural 
Development Committee to identify and analyze 
major rural health problems in North Carolina 
and to recommend alleviation strategies. The 
Task Force submitted open-ended questionnaires 
to members of the County Rural Development 
Panels to secure their perceptions of county 
health problems. Panel member responses were 
grouped into categories (responses did not 
represent a statistical sampling, but did represent 
94 of 100 counties). Categories were: shortage of 
manpower, shortage of facilities, disease and re- 
lated problems, and environmental health 
problems. Data were divided into principal 
problems: priority problems, citizen role, outside 
assistance needs, and health problems listed by 
region and county. A shortage of health man- 
power and inadequate facilities and services were 
identified as the major health problems in North 
Carolina. In the category of facilities, mental 
health care, family planning, and medical care 
were problems. Drug abuse and venereal diseases 
were the two major concerns in the disease 
category; water and sewer problems were impor- 
tant environmental concerns. As_ traditional 
health care methods were not deemed feasible, 
new systems, health education, and utilization of 
existing community resources were recom- 
mended. (JC) 
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An annual event since 1951, this conference 
was held to: (1) review the previous year’s activi- 
ties of the Rural Manpower Service and its 
cooperating agencies; (2) discuss plans for the 
new year; and (3) study the problems of rural 
areas. Most of the 250 persons attending the 3- 
day conference were officials of the Manpower 
Administration and its affiliated State agencies. 
The speeches, workshops, and special meetings 
revealed “a definite break with the past”. The 
new strategy of the Rural Manpower Service 
placed less emphasis on farm placement activity 
and more on experimentation to find new ways of 
helping rural workers--both farm and nonfarm. 
This report gives the speeches and the discussions 
from the plenary sessions, workshops, and special 
meetings. Topics covered include: rural man- 
power strategy; the manpower challenge in rural 
areas; the commitment to serve rural America, 
artificial barriers to employme 2g) g cul- 
tural differences; agricultural unionization; new 
approaches for organizing the delivery of man- 
power services; rural Pp staff Pp 
ment; promotion of involvement and int 
coordination; the Migrant Experimental _ and 
Demonstration Project; and Florida and Texas 
recruitment.

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Experience gained from the 1973 summer 
teaching/training session of the Sodus Migrant 
Program constituted the planning core for the 
1974 summer school program. In this 6 week ses- 
sion, 200 children (K-6) participated in in- 
dividualized instructional activities and relation- 
ships focused on the program theme “Learning 
for Life.”” Academic endeavors emphasized read- 
ing and math with both pre- and posttesting. The 
food service, day care (preschool children), 
health, and teenage recreational programs of 
previous years were continued. A weekend camp- 
ing trip was initiated under the teenage program, 
proving highly successful. Two pilot programs 
were initiated--The Parent Involvement Reading 
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Instructional programs, pupil services, program 
personnel, and the summer migrant program and 
institute were described in this annual report.

(nongraded migrant pupils only). Program objec- 
tives were to provide social services, clothing, 
transportation, fees, guidance, counseling, 
psychological services, dental and medical ser- 
vices, and food, as well as instructional activities 
focusing on reading, oral language development 
enrichment experiences, English language arts, 
and mathematics. General conclusions were that 
the reading ability of migrant students is improv- 
ing and that some students (48 percent) are 
showing gains in mathematics. (JC)

During the 1972-73 school year, the Alum 

Rock Voucher Program, an experimental pro- 

gram, was begun in 6 neighborhood schools in 

East San Jose, California. The program was 

designed to allow greater parent participation and 

choice in their children’s education. This illus- 
trated, bilingual pamphlet, written as a story told 
by 2 caricatures, discusses the $7 million pro- 

gram.

Lab and the Parent [ t Home Prog 
Teachers, paraprofessionals, and parents were in- 
volved with children in the reading lab. Working 
with their children, parents became aware of 
reading methods and materials which could be 
utilized both at home and at school. Tested read- 
ing growth revealed 76 percent of the children 
had gained | month beyond their predicted post- 
test calculations; 22 percent had gained 6 
months; and 4 percent had gained 11 months. 
The home —- was designed to “reach out” 
to parents ai children in their home environ- 
ment; it involved weekly home visits and activi- 
ties, a newsletter, and a weekly program evalua- 
tion. (JC) 
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The 2 essays on educational vouchers given in 
this publication are: (1) “The Economics of Edu- 
cational Vouchers: Schools and Parents”, and (2) 
“The Alum Rock Voucher Program”. “The

from Adam Smith to the conservative economist, 
Milton Friedman, to its present benefactor, the 
National Institute of Education. The experiment 
in community control conceived and designed by 
the Office of Economic Opportunity is discussed 
in detail. “The Alum Rock Voucher Program” 
discusses the Transitional Voucher Model imple- 
mented in East San Jose’s Alum Rock School 
District in September 1972. The essay identifies 
the abuses and shortcomings of the program in 
the areas of student achievement, inservice train- 
ing for teachers, trends in student mobility, 
parent information, and community participation. 
The misuse of supplementary compensatory- 
voucher funds and the convergence of 3 indepen- 
ro program evaluations are also discussed.

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During the 1960's, the Chicano movement 

directed considerable attention, energy, and 

resources toward educational change. The 
predominant mood was optimism and anticipation 
of major institutional change; the predominant 
tactic used was militant confrontation.

Casa de la Raza, a K-12 grade school, operated 

from September 197i to June 1973 as part of the 

Berkeley Unified School District’s Experimental 

Schools Program. Based on the belief that using 

the student’s home culture and language within 

the instructional program would foster personal 

growth and academic advancement, Casa used a 

bilingual curriculum and provided an atmosphere 

that reinforced the ‘Familia’ concept. Its 

philosophy was that teaching Chicanos was not a 

job, but a movement. The teachers were com- 

mitted to “‘carnalismo”, Raza culture, language, 
and Casa’s values. Casa served the instructional, 
cultural, and survival needs of about 125 Raza 
children. On June 13, 1973 the Berkeley Unified 

School District announced Casa’s closing due to 

the Office of Civil Rights’ charge that the school 

was in “probable non-compliance” with Title VI 

of the 1964 Civil Rights Act. This publication 

gives: (1) a chronology of the Casa de la Raza is- 
sue; (2) a program description; (3) correspon- 
dence and memoranda from the Office of Civil 

Rights, the Berkeley school superintendent, and 

legal experts; and (4) an article from the “- 

California Law Review” which discusses the Con- 

stitution, the Civil Rights Act, and Berkeley's Ex- 

perimental Schools Program. (NQ) 
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Identifiers—New York City 
Traditionally program strategies such as special 

classes, resource rooms, and itinerant teaching 

have been employed to meet the unique needs of 
the emotionally handicapped child. Urban out- 
door education is presented as an additional cur- 
riculum concept in this resource guide for ele- 
mentary students. Since the outdoor education 
method centers on employing the resources of 
the school site, school community, and other 
local resources, all material in this guide is based 
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on activities developed by teacher participants of 
the Special Study Institute and derived from a 
one block area in New York City. This block af- 
forded such resources as urban renewal, vacant 
lots, a public school, small stores, a nursing 
home, a subway entrance, and buildings of varied 
dates, construction, and architectural design--all 
of which may be generalized to other urban 
settings. Suggested activities, not meant to be 
comprehensive, are presented as specific exam- 
ples from which other urban schools might pat- 
tern their curriculums. Each chapter constitutes 
an individual subject guide. Subject areas covered 
are: (1) Arts and Crafts; (2) Environmental (Sen- 
sory) Awareness; (3) Language Arts; (4) Mathe- 
matics; (5) Physical Education; (6) Science; (7) 
Social Studies; and (8) Sounds and Movement. 
Individual bibliographies follow each subject area. 
(JC) 
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This curriculum guide for teachers of the emo- 
tionally handicapped (K-6) exemplifies the way in 
which both art concepts and activities can be 
developed utilizing one block of an urban area in 
New York City. Visual, tactile, and spatial con- 
cepts are presented via miniblock, macroblock, 
and maxiblock perception. Suggestions for con- 
cept development include use of a cardboard 
viewer (visual), rubbings (tactile), and a block 
model (spatial). Suggestions for specific on-site 
art activities include: film-making, photography, 
sketching, blueprinting, architectural walks 
(search for functional vs decorative design), 
televising walks (porta-pack recording), recording 
walks (tapes), treasure hunts (specific architec- 
tural detail), lettering hunt (old vs new), found 
object sculpture, and texture panels (two dimen- 
sional materials). In an effort to emphasize the 
versatility of a one block area, the site is defined 
as: (1) an art resource; (2) an events area (art 
displays, pageants, etc.); and (3) a subject matter 
source (buildings, sidewalks, roads and traffic, 
views, vacant lots, playgrounds, nature objects, 
and fences). Under each subject matter source 
suggestions are made for art activities and materi- 
als. For example, under sidewalks, rubbings, tex- 
ture, clay prints, plaster casting, and painting with 
water colors on the sidewalk are suggested. (JC) 
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Capitalizing on the resources available within a 
city block, this resource guide for the emotionally 
handicapped (K-6) describes methods and 
procedures for developing sensory awareness in 
the urban out-of-doors. Conceptual focus is on 
interdependency (“living things are interdepen- 
dent”). Involvement in the environment (observ- 
ing, thinking, doing) is the basic emphasis. Nine 
activities focusing on the discovery of nature via 
the senses are described. Primarily exploration 
oriented, these activities and an indication of 
procedure are listed below: (1) Grass--Check the 
sidewalk cracks to see how many different grasses 
grow there. Visit your playground and see if any 
of the equipment is shaped like your grass. (2) 
Trees--Find a tree in your neighborhood. What 
does your tree feel like? (3) A Windy Day--Take 


a walk on a windy day. Did your skin tingle? (4) 
Wild Animals in the City--Visit a park or your 
school yard. How many animals did you hear or 
see? (5) Ants--Watch the ants in your school 
yard. Do they all look alike? (6) Soil--Dig a hole. 
Is the soil damp or dry? (7) Rocks and Stones-- 
Pick up a rock and look at it. What shape and 
color is it? (8) Color and Texture--Explore the 
outside of your building. Do textures make the 
same colors look different? (9) Spring--Hear, 
smell, feel, and taste spring. (JC) 
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Capitalizing on the resources available in an 
urban city block, this resource guide for the emo- 
tionally handicapped (K-6) presents a resource 
list and objectives and activities relative to 
teaching language arts (reading, English, listen- 
ing, speaking, and writing). The resource list is 
comprised of approximately 150 physical facilities 
(e.g., buildings), functions (e.g., traffic), and 
resources (e.g., broken glass). Conceived as a 
beginning from which the teacher can creatively 
use his own urban environment, this guide identi- 
fies 92 objectives and accompanying activities. 
The scope of the objectives reveals a progression 
from simple recognition (sentence parts) to ac- 
tual production (story writing), including such 
objectives as learning to spell, use reference 
books, read a newspaper, develop vocabulary, 
make comparisons, classify, dramatize, write let- 
ters. The accompanying activities emphasize sen- 
sory perception and utilization of the urban out- 
of-doors. For example, writing a biography of a 
fire hydrant is the activity which accompanies the 
objective of teaching children about personifica- 
tion. Writing a story about the street noises heard 
on a walk is the activity accompanying a creative 
writing objective.

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The product of a Special Studies Institute, this 
teacher developed resource guide for the emo- 
tionally handicapped (K-6) presents 37 activities 
designed to develop mathematics concepts and 
skills utilizing the urban out-of-doors. Focus is on 
experiencing math models, patterns, problems, 
and relationships found in an urban environment. 
Activities are numbered, and each activity is cor- 
related with one of six specific mathematical con- 
cepts and/or skills. Listed below are the six topics 
and examples of corresponding activities: (1)

How many axis 
of symmetry do they have? (5) Probability and 
Statistics--e.g.; How many stores are there on 
your block? What kind? (6) Problem Solving--All 
activities. (JC) 
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The product of a Special Studies Institute, this 
teacher developed resource guide for the emo- 
tionally handicapped (K-6) presents concepts and 
activities relative to physical education in the 
urban out-of-doors. Focus is on adapting physical 
education to an urban environment, utilizing city 
resources and instilling skills necessary to cope 
with urban living. Concepts and activity sug- 
gestions accompany 10 general activity area 
descriptions which are described as follows: (1) 
Parachute Play (an activity exploring the wind, 
grass, cement, litter, and sounds of the city); (2) 
Perceptual Motor Development (activities 
designed to develop gross and fine motor coor- 
dination, spatial relationships, balance, laterality, 
body imagery, etc.); (3) Where, What, How, and 
How Better Can You Move; (4) Creative Move-

features of an urban environment, utilizing the 

following: (1) Buildings; (2) Vacant Lots; (3)

look like when it hits the ground? What shapes 
can you reproduce with your body?” It is sug- 
gested that such an activity incorporate 
acquaintance with the services firemen and fire 
hydrants give to the city. (JC) 
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Responses cart 1,613 former servicemen with 
Spanish surnames were examined to evaluate 
Spanish surname recognition as a means of 
identifying persons of Latin American birth or 
ancestry. Questionnaires were mailed to 5,019 
servicemen who had: (1) been inductees or en- 
listees in the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps; (2) 
left active duty in the first 6 months of 1972; (3) 
a Reserve military obligation; and (4) a Spanish 
surname according to one or more procedures. 
Procedures determining whether a name was 
Spanish were all computerized. All but one de- 
pended on sorting the names alphabetically and 
comparing each with lists of Spanish surnames. 
The remaining p d by 
Buechley, depended on letter combinations and 
surname endings. The lists used were: (1) census 
surnames, (2) “broad” Spanish surnames, (3) “‘- 
narrow” Spanish surnames, and (4) Morton’s 
Spanish surnames. Although a determination was 
made via computer as to whether each person 
had a “narrow” Spanish first name, this fact was 
used only in the analysis. Some findings were: (1) 
outside certain areas Spanish surname recognition 
included a high proportion of persons who did 
not meet other criteria indicating Latin American 
birth or ancestry; and (2) within five 
Southwestern states, increasing proportions of 
persons who could not be classified as Spanish at 
increasing education and aptitude levels were in- 
cluded. (NQ) 
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During 2 summer months, about 200 children 
(8-13), attended the primitive camp which was 
administered through the Children’s Fresh Air 
Society 45 miles from Baltimore, Maryland. 
Every 10 days, a new group of children (primari- 
ly black) arrived from Baltimore’s geographic 
core. The 24 camp counselors, male and female, 
ages 18-23, came largely from white suburban 
communities; only | counselor was black. Preced- 
ing the arrival of each group, the counselors at- 
tended an orientation day, which dealt with the 
inner-city children and the camp experiences. 
Four seminars provided a format for professional 
stock-taking and decision-making regarding coun- 
selor-camp relationships and staff planning. At 
the seminars, the counselors were asked two key 
questions: (1) What have you learned about these 
youngsters as a result of this experience? (2) 
What have you learned about yourself as a result 
of this experience? Responses suggested that the 
primitive camp experience was a valuable one, 
particularly for those preparing to work with 
youngsters in a professional urban setting. It was 
recommended that camp counseling be en- 
couraged, primitive and not so primitive, as a 
component of undergraduate, preprofessional 
curriculums leading to service professions work- 
ing with children and youth. (NQ) 
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The status projections of high school 
sophomores residing i in rural East Texas were sur- 
veyed in spring of 1972. Focus was on their 
aspirations and expectations for status attainment 
in occupation, education, income, and type of 
place of residence. In each area, four elements of 
status projections were examined: aspiration 
level, expectation level, certainty of expectation, 
and intensity of aspiration. A small-scale in- 
vestigation of the observations made in the initial 
study was later conducted with 11 respondents 
from a school where the interview situation had 
been far from ideal. This study evaluated obser- 
vation reliability, in terms of consistency of 
responses, through a “‘test-retest” procedure over 
a 2-week time lapse. Data were collected via the 
same group-administered questionnaire used in 
the initial study. Among the findings were: (1) 
variation in response, in terms of initial coded 
measurements, was relatively high across all 
status areas, except for status object of aspira- 
tions; and (2) generally, indicators for all ele- 
ments of educational status projections were 
more stable than those of other status areas. The 
general intent of this study was to produce some 
reasonable hypotheses for additional and broader 
research since the limited sample does not allow 
for generalizations. (NQ)

tions were conceptualized as having both aspira- 
tional and expectational components. Each ab- 
stract gives the study's time and place, respon- 
dents’ characteristics, sample selection, depen- 
dent and independent variables, and the results. 
Content and author indexes are provided to 
facilitate selective use of the abstracts given. A 
listing of other bibliographies on the status pro- 
jections of youth is also provided. (NQ) 
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Youth, Sex (Characteristics), Tables (Data)

The changes in residence projections (state- 
ments of behavior, attitudes, or beliefs about fu- 
ture residence status) of rural East Texas high 
school sophomores between 1966 and 1972 were 
examined, Focus was on general trends over the 
time span as well as those specific to race, sex, 
and respondent’s residence. The analysis involved 
an age-education-level cohort in order to estimate 
changes due to factors originating in the in- 
dividual’s environment rather than those as- 
sociated with individual development over a given 
time span. Types of residence projections ex- 
amined were: aspirations, expectations, anticipa- 
tory deflection, aspiration intensity, and expecta- 
tion certainty. Respondents (473 sophomores in 
1966 and 461 in 1972) were from 3 low income 
rural counties in East Texas (Burleson, Leon, and 
San Jacinto) which had high proportions of 
blacks. The same group-administered question- 
naire and administration procedures were used 
both years. Some findings were: (1) the youth 
had shifted to some extent away from urban and 
toward rural residences in their aspirations and 
expectations; (2) the shift was greater for white 
than for black youth and greater for males than 
females; and (3) black females were less certain 
in 1972 than 1966 of attaining their residence ex- 
pectation. (NQ) 
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Rural demographic characteristics, regional dis- 

tribution, and their respective trends should con- 
stitute significant policy information for the na- 
tion, but the U.S. Population Census offers little 
aid to the researcher studying population on a 
minor civil division (MCD) basis. When some 
census data are based on a 15 percent sample, 
some on a 5 percent sample, the task of intel- 
ligent research and planning becomes “- 
hazardous”. For example, comparison of 1960 
with 1970 census data on the Rio Grande Basin 
proved impossible, due to changes in size and 
scope of MCD’s and changes in MCD population 
age groupings. Urban bias in the use of “- 
metropolitan” and “non-metropolitan”, terms to 
which the words urban and rural are often ap- 
plied, creates misunderstanding as exemplified in 
a report titled “Back to the Boonies--Small 
Towns Thrive as Urban Migration Reverses”. 
This title does not reflect the fact that people 
moving out of urban areas are not necessarily 
moving into rural areas (a phenomenon which is 
neither rural farm or even rural nonfarm). The 
Cersus Bureau, then, should firm up MCD boun- 
dazies, because man-made barriers (reservoirs, in- 
terstate highways, old and new resource sites, 
etc.) require new delineation for MCD’s so that 
demographic data can be made available for 
planning and research. (JC) 
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Part 1 of the report’s three sections presents a 

general review of the published literature relevant 
to understanding the drug problem in the United 
States. Part 2 presents a summary of data ob- 
tained in an investigation into the nature and 
magnitude of the delinquency problem among 
youth living in the Wind River Indian Reservation 
area of Wyoming. The relationship between drug 
use and delinquency, various background factors, 
and alcohol use was examined.

The 
narrative is supplemented by pictures (sketches 
of plants, food gathering tactics, and arrowhead 
types); a Nevada map (delineation of county 
boundaries and the historical territories of the 
Washoe, Northern and Southern Paiute, and 
Shoshonean Indian tribes); and word study lists 
(SO words).

Other Indian nota- 
bles mentioned in this guide include Numaga, 
Johnson Sides, Helen Joaquin, and Natchez. A 
Nevada map delineating county boundaries and 
the historical territories of the Washoe, Paiute, 
and Shoshone tribes is also included. (JC) 
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The nature and magnitude of the drug use and 
delinquency problem among youth living in 
Wyoming’s Wind River Indian Reservation area 
were investigated in May 1972. A drug user was 
defined as any student who used marijuana or 
any other drug for pleasure or kicks during the 
preceding year.

(TOUS), the Lorge-Thorndike Intelligence Tests, 
and the Test of Academic Progress were the in- 
struments used to obtain data. Computer analysis 
provided t-test, chi-square, Pearson product mo- 
ment correlation, stepwise multiple regression 
analysis, and analysis of covariance. Conclusions 
based on the findings indicated that most students 
did not have preprofessional purposes or special 
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interest in the subject as a discipline. The tradi- 
tional curriculum was more effective than 
CHEMS with the highly motivated students with 
preprofessional interest in the subject. Important 
predictor variables were student motivation, ver- 
bal LQ., and mathematics, reading, and science 
achievement. Alternate curricula were strongly 
recommended.

The results support the 
hypothesis that use of high-level-questioning 
produces higher achievement than by low-level- 
questioning.

The sample consisted of 
29 instructors of general biology in 9 Texas two- 
year colleges and their students.

Analyses showed that par- 
ticipant-perceived increases in the level of 
emphasis were significant. No significant dif- 
ferences were found between the mean growth 
increments of the two groups. Instrument relia- 
bility was established, using analysis of variance 
in a modified intraclass correlation formula, as 
-93 and .97 for the 1972 and 1973 groups, 
respectively.

Thirdly, the course must explain how the stu- 
dent’s culture reflects and is involved in the 
human community. Fourthly, the course must 
deal with such instances of oppression as coloni- 
alism and racism to show that bias can destroy 
humanity. Also included is an analysis of the 
author’s philosophical opposition to student grad- 
ing.

the six levels of cognition and the instructions of 
the control group did not. The results indicate 
that behavioral objectives by themselves are vir- 
tually useless and perhaps even deleterious unless 
some activity is provided to ensure that their pur- 
pose, value, and intent are made clear to the 
learner. The highest mean scores are at the com- 
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prehension level. Although the experimental 
group had higher mean scores for learning at the 
knowledge, comprehension, and synthesis levels, 
retention at the synthesis level by the control 
group was better.

Each teacher is 
screened for the selected criteria by peers and in- 
structors. The Council recommends certification 
only after the criteria are met and the teacher un- 
dergoes a one year probationary teaching ex- 
perience. The specific criteria are categorized ac- 
cording to skills, knowledge, experience, and per- 
sonal factors. Items most often noted as impor- 
tant by committee members in the areas of skills, 
knowledge, experience, and personal factors 
respectively are as follows: (1) performance dur- 
ing an internship and demonstration of certain 
capacities and skills including affective, diag- 
nostic, expository, inquiry, analytical, and evalua- 
tive; (2) the knowledge developed from an in- 
ternship and demonstrated knowledge of the 
methods and tools of the social sciences including 
analysis, inquiry, and evaluation; (3) an intern- 
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ship and experience in writing curricula, travel, 
publishing, work with other cultures, and with 
other work-related activities; and (4) self-im- 
provement, self analysis of behavior in different 
situations, an attitude conducive to a learning at- 
mosphere, and an ability to write a clear rationale 
for teaching social studies.

A student program to combat chronic absen- 

teeism, suspension, and behavior problems was 

implemented in September, 1972, at Memorial 

Junior High School in San Diego. The major aim 

of the program is to develop a small school en- 

vironment to foster the growth of the whole stu- 
dent. Objectives focus on helping students 
develop a positive attitude toward school, helping 
students and teachers develop improved interper- 
sonal relations, and improving academic achieve- 
ment. The school maintains 300 students and has 
its own staff and schedule. The staff adopts a ‘- 
head-on” approach to problems, offering com- 
prehensive testing programs which help teachers 
identify the academic needs of individual stu- 
dents. Seminars and simulations are used to deal 
with problems. Student centered curriculum 
motivates students toward academic achievement, 
involves students in activities, and, moreover, of- 
fers some opportunities for decision making. The 
school curriculum, based on interdisciplinary stu- 
dies developed by the staff, centers on three 
themes which were suggested by an initial survey 
of student needs and interests: A New Dimension, 
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The Personal Side of Living, and The World of 
Work. After two years, teachers are pleased with 
the flexibility and general results of their curricu- 
lum; results of achievement tests, to date, have 
been inconclusive. Future plans for the school in- 
clude more individualized instruction and an ex- 
pansion of the human relations program.

As part of the Atlanta Public School System, 

the Downtown Learning Center (DLC) uses per- 
sonalized learning contracts to thwart potential 
drop and cl troublemakers. Voluntary 
admission, screening by a student/staff commit- 
tee, and parental approval precede the general 
agreement which details school attendance and 
work commitments. In addition to developing 
non-traditional learning programs, the staff mem- 
bers assume administrative tasks. Although the 
student is not confined to courses within the 
DLC, he must negotiate a contract with a teacher 
for each course. The contracts specify require- 
ments for credit, allow for substitutions and 
renegotiation, and obligate the instructor to pro- 
vide the necessary instruction and materials. 
Since contracts are written with passing letter 
grades or credit, there are no failing grades, just 
uncompleted work. The DLC encourages per- 
sonal growth and acceptance of responsibility in 
addition to academic progress as exemplified in 
the sample social studies contracts presented in 
this profile. Four general conditions prefacing all 
social studies contracts and other examples of 
contracts in political behavior, Georgia cultures, 
and psychology are provided. The DLC places 
those who are unable to cope with the program 
in other schools or jobs. Originally short term 
placements were envisioned, but most students 
remain at the DLC until graduation or vocational 
placement.

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This resource guide is the first of three volumes 
of environmental education ideas and activities 
compiled by participants at the Tallahassee Ju- 
nior Museum for the benefit of other environ- 
mental educators. This volume contains ten 
booklets produced by various community groups 
to educate their membership or target groups 
about the environment.

in relative affluence, persons who live in the 

northeast part of the country, males at age 17 
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and as adults, and whites at all ages are most able 
in all categories of assessment. Conversely, those 
persons whose parents never went beyond the 
eighth grade, persons who live in the inner city, 
persons who live in the southeast part of the 
country, females, and blacks do not score as well 
on the exercises as do persons in most other 
categories. One drawback of the assessment is 
that it provides only descriptive data and does 
not account for the differences in the results.

Task 4 of an investigation coordinated by a 

committee working under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Council for Social Studies describes the 
model used by the National Assessment for data 
gathering and reporting on the citizenship area 
and discusses its potential uses for state and local 
assessment, curriculum development, and ac- 
countability purposes.

In the current model performances on 
the citizenship exercises can only be interpreted 
by the population characteristics of age, sex, 
parental education, race, region, size and type of 
community. The structural emphases of the 
model on population characteristics, rather than 
on the interactions of individuals with different 
environments, induces thinking in stereotypic 
terms.

Data results in the 
age categories indicate a general tendency for the 
percentage of acceptable responses to increase 
with age, which denies Bruner’s concept that 
anything could be taught in some honest way at 
any age. At the same time the model must recog- 
nize the identities and priorities of different social 
and ethnic groups which might contribute to dif- 
ferences in cognitive and affective development. 

The current model also ignores the differences in 

school environment. An alternative model would 

compare schools, programs, classrooms and take 
into account person-environment interactions and 
social and ethnic group goals.

social studies exercises for the 1970's. The panel 





rated the exercises according to the NCSS Cur- 
riculum Guidelines of knowledge, abilities, valu- 
ing, and social participation; the general desira- 
bility of the exercises based on the NCSS 
guidelines; and the realistic national level of per- 
formance that would satisfy the panel’s profes- 
sional judgement. The results for guidelines in- 
dicate a small percentage of exercises dealing 
with social participation, about one-fifth dealing 
with valuing, and a majority of 46 percent dealing 
with knowledge. In the general desirability 
category less than 10 percent of the exercises 
have a rating of little or some value, while two- 
thirds of the exercises fall in the area of general 
desirability. In the category of estimation on the 
level of performance nationally, the panel 
thought many of the exercises were too difficult 
for many students. (DE) 
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This is the first volume in a series that includes 
the syllabi for advanced elective courses in art 
education for grades 10, 11, and 12. The course

Arranged alphabetically by 
title, the exercises include initiatory, developmen- 
tal, and culminating inquiry into the affective and 
cognitive domains of learning.

Two experimental groups and a control group 

of elementary art education students were en- 

rolled in three sections of a class designed to 
overcome established, frequently limited, at- 
titudes towards art. All three groups were ex- 
posed to identical content combining the stages 
of art criticism with several theories of art. 
Teaching strategies, drawn largely from studies in 
attitude and attitude change, were tested for ef- 
fectiveness by comparing pretest and posttest 
responses to an assortment of art slides. The 
teaching strategy for groups | and 2 involved the 
evaluation of a work of art in class: members of 
group | discussed art which, previously, they had 
reacted negatively; group 2 discussed art works of 
their own choice. Although both approaches were 

expected to modify student attitudes, group 1's 

posttest performance exceeded group 2's toward 

higher valued judgments and a greater command 
over the aesthetic qualities needed to support ex- 
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pressed attitudes. The control group which did 
not make class presentations failed to improve on 
the posttest. The results of the study suggest that 
student attitudes can be modified, if modification 
is a teaching objective, and that modification is 
necessary if students are to involve future pupils 
in critical experiences with art. (JH)

Seven educators, teaching undergraduate cour- 
ses in a variety of subject areas, describe their ex- 
periences in implementing ideas from humanistic 
psychology. One activates students in large 
classes by beginning with small group skills. A 
psychology teacher practices encounter methods 
in a class for terminal students. An English in- 
structor describes his needs as a teacher and his 
attempts to make his course person centered. A 
sociology teacher tries to bring his students to as- 
sume responsibility for their own learning and to 
develop more self-confidence through T-group 
and organizational development techniques and 
through pedagogic devices like student leaders 
and personal journals. A literature instructor 
takes the students’ responses to literature as his 
cues for discussion; for instance, by looking care- 
fully at the grammar and syntax in Samuel John- 
son’s writing when students found it baffling. A 
speech teacher who tries to focus on the unique- 
ness of the communicating individual asks stu- 
dents to describe who has understood them best 
at some point in time over the last 10 years. The 
Totalitarian Classroom, a social game, is used by 
one teacher to decondition students and teachers 
who play the roles of “good teacher/good stu- 
dent” in formal education. (JH) 
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This behavioral science-based framework for a 
social studies curriculum stresses an interdiscipli- 
nary inquiry approach to the scientific study of 
human behavior. It is based on a model 
developed by the Michigan Social Science Educa- 
tion Project and published by Science Research 
Associates. The of social psychology are 
used to integrate the various social science 
disciplines and provide relevance to the 
psychological world of the students. The structure 
of the inquiry process forms the dimensions and 
sequence of the curriculum. This is detailed in 
two flow charts and commentaries which map out 
the rationships between the objects of inquiry ac- 
tivity, the inquiry activities themselves, the 
methodologies of inquiry, the supports for the 
inquiry learning process, and the outcomes of 
inquiry learning activities. The criteria for selec- 
tion of the content of inquiry projects include 
problem relevance or urgency, use of core con- 
cepts from the social sciences, use of core con- 
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cepts from other domains of knowledge, and 
methods and processes basic to social science 
inquiry. Techniques to enrich and extend the 
content are discussed. In conclusion, collabora- 
tion is urged between social scientists and educa- 
tors, teachers and curriculum developers, and 
curriculum developers and publishers in order to 
relate significant social science concepts to the 
realities of the life space of young people. (SH) 
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Information from the social sciences, related to 

the development of substantive content for social 

science curricula at the secondary school level, is 
recorded in 16 interviews with small groups of so- 
cial scientists. A cross-representational team of 
psychologists and educators conducted these two- 
and- one-half-hour interviews to obtain the social 
scientists’ answers to the question, ‘What 
phenomena, concepts, theories, issues, and 
methodologies from your area should be included 
in a high school social science curriculum?”’ The 
social scientists responded to questions concern- 
ing what they believed were the most important 
frontiers of knowledge in their areas of specializa- 
tion. Some of the interviews focus on basic 
disciplinary areas, such as economics and politi- 
cal science; others focus on the more applied 
areas of social science, such as teaching and 
learning or the school as a social setting. Data 
from the interviews are analyzed according to ob- 

jectives, content, and teaching methodologies in a 

preface to the interviews. The data gathered is a 

first step in bridging the gap between what is 

known in the social sciences and efforts to apply 
it in education. (JH) 
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This journal issue explores alternative ways to 
increase student involvement in the social studies 
classroom.

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This document examines the results of a law 

education workshop designed to change teacher 

attitudes on various aspects of legal-ethical 
behavior. One hundred and eight Atlanta elemen- 
tary and secondary school teachers were pre and 
postested on nine attitudes. These include at- 
titudes toward (1) teacher conduct in a situation 
leading to bodily harm of a student, (2) the 

resultant law suit from the student’s injury, (3) 

legalization of marihuana, (4) corporal punish- 

ment, (5) capital punishment, (6) children’s work 

in the home, (7) forced social integration, (8) 

guarantees given on consumer products, and (9) 

legal responsibilities of minors in business 

transactions. Results indicate that the attitude 
change strategy was not effective in changing 
workshop participant attitudes. However, there 
was a marked d in the ber of “no 
response” or “not sure” answers indicating a 
definite trend toward the firming of opinions. Ele- 
mentary teachers consistently showed more 
liberal attitudes toward the legal-ethical opinions 
sampled than did secondary teachers. One in- 
ference regarding this finding is that the elemen- 

tary teacher's attitude is more child centered, i.e., 

more sympathetic, and therefore less punitive 

than the secondary teacher’s. (DE) 
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In order to identify how social studies teachers 
attempt to resolve values conflict situations, 82 “‘- 
disinterested” teachers in southeast Ohio 
responded to a questionnaire. The term “‘disin- 
terested” is used to describe teachers who did not 
belong to a professional social studies organiza- 
tion, nor attend conferences specifically geared 
for updating expertise. Each teacher described a 
conflict incident and ranked it according to 
categories of decision making, justice, dissent and 
equality. Results indicate that the sample teachers 
are more interested in individual rather than 
group problems and that these incidents involve 
antagonists fairly close to themselves rather than 
socially distant. It is assumed that involvement in 
conflicts with individuai persons is less mature 
than involvement with larger groups or institu- 
tions. Only three percent of the sample identified 
the antagonists as an institution. The teachers 
describe how they resolved the dilemma which is 
then categorized according to resolution by 
authority, argument, negotiation, capitulation, 
and avoidance. Forty-six percent of the teachers 
used authoritative means to solve problem situa- 
tions while less than one-fourth used compromise 
as a solution. These results confirm those of 
Frankels (ED 092 445) whose research on “‘in- 
terested” teachers also indicates that teachers are 
unable to perceive a situation from another's 
viewpoint. (DE) 
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Identifiers—Introductory Courses 
This document examines the educational out- 
put of three alternative approaches to introducto- 
ry macroeconomics at the University of Notre 
Dame. The framework for evaluation consists of 
the cognitive and affective tradeoffs entailed by 
using a new experimental course as opposed to 
two more traditional courses. The experimental 
course is a freshman level course which 
emphasizes laboratory and computer programing 
to teach hypothesis testing and economics 
methodology. The other two courses, lecture and 
discussion, are more traditional in scope, 
although one of the courses emphasizes current 
economic problems. Results of the scores on the 
Test of Understanding College Economics in- 
dicate that students in the experimental courses 
had higher scores than one of the traditional 
courses. In the skills of application of economic 
principles, the experimental course students score 
better than the two traditional courses, while 
scoring the same or less on recognition and un- 
derstanding of economics principles. The affec- 
tive goals are measured by course evaluations, 
change and final attitudes toward economics as a 
discipline, and changes in opinions toward 
economic issues. Results of the study indicate 
that the experimental course had the highest stu- 
dent rating in spite of the heaviest work load. 
Students found the experimental course more 
useful and relevant than the other two. The ex- 
perimental course ranked second in its ability to 
change student attitudes about economic issues.

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A survey of opinion in east-central Wisconsin 
focused on respondents’ perceptions of persons, 
historical or living, who have made the greatest 
contribution to the United States. Teachers, other 
adults, and students responded with the names of 
two persons who have made the greatest con- 
tribution to the United States, one president who 
has made the greatest contribution to the United 
States, and two areas that have made the greatest 
contribution to human endeavor from among 
business, education, exploration, government, 
labor, medicine, religion and/or philosophy, 
science and/or invention, sports, writing, and the 
fine arts. Students were also asked to note their 
favorite school subject. Among all respondents 
governmental leaders predominated in both 
categories of contributing persons. Science, how- 
ever, was the area of human endeavor most often 
cited with education second -- except among stu- 
dents, where education was third and government 
second. The results may point to a need for 
rethinking not only what historical figures to in- 
clude in the social studies but also what areas of 
human endeavor. (JH) 
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Students in grades K-10 listed three questions 
that they wished to have answered in school. 
Graduate students who conducted the survey in- 
terpreted the results in separate statements that 
summarize observations, state hypotheses, and 
make recommendations for a change in school 
curricular content. Their interpretations are 
based on the categorization of the questions -- 
under art, career education, home economics, in- 
dustrial arts, language arts, mathematics, music, 
physical education, school, social studies, and 
science -- and on a table showing the number of 
questions asked in each category at each grade 
level by boys and by girls. (JH) 
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cation, Teaching Techniques 
Thirty-six social studies projects -- 12 primary 

and 24 upper elementary -- are described by 

members of a graduate seminar in elementary so- 
cial studies. Each project is described according 
to grade level, subject area, project title, and sug- 
gested time limit, which varies from one class 
period to one semester. These projects result 
from an oral survey of teachers’ choices of the 
most interesting or meaningful projects they have 
devised and which they consider worth repeating.

Critical dimensions of the unemployment 

problem in Africa brought educational concerns 

to a head. The present survey, conducted by the 

African-American Institute, was prompted by a 

growing desire on the part of African govern- 

ments and aid agencies to identify productive 
nonformal education programs in selected 

African countries and to explore alternative 

means of upgrading the skills and productivity of 

that vast majority of population which gets too 
little or no formal education. The report consists 

of five indepth case studies and descriptions of 70 

projects that are representative of the categories 

and models in African nonformal education. 

These categories include (1) industrial and voca- 

tional training, primarily in the urban/modern

The second 
section summarizes the state of education 
throughout the world at the beginning of the 
1970's and sets forth issues and problems that 
confront developing nations. Five basic issues are 
discussed which include the development of skills 
and their relevance, mass participation in educa- 
tion and development, education and equity, in- 
creasing efficiency, and improving management 
and planning. The third section deals with the 
educational lending policies and programs of the

Part two outlines the objectives of the bank in 

lending for education. Part three discusses the 

bank's current lending programs, future possibili- 
ties, and problems developing from the policies.

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The concept of nonformal education (NFE) is 
explored in a series of team reports. These re- 
ports fulfill the first objective, knowledge build- 
ing, of a program that will culminate in the appli- 
cation of the knowledge about NFE in developing 
areas of the world through consultation, technical 
assistance, workshops, and information dissemina- 
tion. Cross-disciplinary team working papers and 
semiweekly debates are the basis for delineating 
the future role of NFE in development planning 
as described in this series. This team report in- 
tegrates the following generalizations that emerge 
in the individual studies. The concept of NFE is 
dependent on context and defined by the form of 
sponsorship and pedagogical format used. For na- 
tional development, the impact of the concept of 
nonformal education is the expansion of educa- 
tional alternatives and a sharpened comprehen- 
sion of the world of out-of-school learning. In 
practice NFE is a response to a demand originat- 
ing with the learners, such as a need for occupa- 
tional education or education designed for rural 
settings. Planning for NFE, within a concrete 
situation and specific demands, facilitates a syste- 
matic look at formal education and the develop- 
ment of more equitable formats for financing.

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Identifiers—National Planning 
One in the series described in SO 008 058, this 
team report is a discussion in two parts of the 
economics of nonformal education. Part 1 deals 
with the national allocation of resources to the 
educational processes. Gathering reliable empiri- 
cal data on cost-benefit and/or rates of return for 
allocation decisions is a critical problem. Despite 
this problem the questions asked when deciding 
resource allocation, such as why invest in one ac- 
tivity rather than some other, must still be an- 
swered. Part 1 also looks closely at the short- 
comings of cost analysis in nonformal education 
in which cost figures are often used to prove that 
nonformal education is less expensive than formal 
education. Suggestions are made for improving 
such cost comparison studies. A common format 
for collecting cost data is proposed for testing. 
Part 2 begins with a state-of-the-art review of the 
economics of nonformal education. The underly- 
ing hypothesis of this review is that nonformal 
education can substitute for and/or complement 
formal education in both more and less 
developed countries.

of environmental problems. A “model for such a 

course is explained and evaluated. Students’ 

awareness of values increases through the use of 
problem-solving techniques, audiovisual aids, arti- 
cles and books, and school-community projects in 
pursuing environmental concerns. These learned 
values rest on sociological, psychological, emo- 
tional, spiritual, and philosophical bases that in- 
terrelate with the values of scientific and 
technological developments. Through this, the 
student becomes aware that an environmental 
situation is the result of the relationship of man 
to his world. In evaluating results of the study, 
two thoughts come to mind for the teacher in- 
volved in an integrated academic program: (1) in 
keeping with the idea that all education is en- 
vironmental education, one would conclude that 
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ideas relative to environmental concerns should 
be interwoven into the total fabric of the educa- 
tional process; and (2) a real challenge is 
presented to the teacher in preparing students to 
recognize our society's cultural attitudes and 
value systems and to provide a chance for the 
student to become adept at evaluating these at- 
titudes and values, his own as well as those of 
society, and at developing his own perceptions. 
(Author/JR) 
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The successful integration of ecology and social 

studies in this sixth grade program offers students 
a chance to become aware of themselves and 
their immediate surroundings, both in the class- 
room and in the community. This model and the 
suggested learning activities can be successfully 
adapted for use at any of the other elementary 
levels. Students in the project study natural, man- 
made, and social aspects of the world. Through 
the use of team-teaching, group activities, field 
trips, and community projects, students gain an 
awareness of important environmental concepts 
and become aware of their social environment. 
One problem encountered in this project is the 
advanced reading level of most of the materials 
on environmental education. However, many of 
the articles suitable for class use can be reworded 
in order for students to comprehend them. Sam- 
ple evaluation forms and suggested supplementa- 
ry materials useful in the classroom and in con- 
junction with field trips are included in the ap- 
pendix. (Author/JR) 
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The creation and use of school-made au- 
diovisual teaching aids that emphasize ecological 
principles are presented to help secondary stu- 
dents and teachers develop curriculum in en- 
vironmental education. The specific resources in- 
clude motion pictures, photographs, videotape, 
sound recordings, and multimedia presentations. 
The main emphasis of the paper is on the 
cooperative production of these materials by stu- 
dents and teachers together, and the use of them 
to foster personal and environmental perception. 
After producing visual and sound presentations, 
students are aware of controls they can exert 
over certain aspects of their environment and 
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simultaneously become part of the technological 
revolution. The materials developed offer a mul- 
tidisciplinary approach to environmental educa- 
tion and can benefit and be of interest to the rest 
of the school population and the community. The 
interpretation and evaluation of the developed 
materials allow students to decide the environ- 
mental issues themselves in the face of the 
overwhelming barrage of contradictory informa- 
tion.

Social scientists seeking relevance in their 

disciplines should search for the touchstone of 
this relevance in the cultural order instead of in 
their social science disciplines. Culture preserves 
the distilled wisdon of the past but it also encap- 
sulates much that is harmful, and even fatal, to 
human existence. Such basic questions of culture 
such as who eats what, what do we do with waste 
products, who dominates whom, who marries 
whom, who invents what, who rationalizes what, 
and who teaches what to whom must be asked to 
get at what is relevant. A cross-cultural perspec- 
tive can give us these vitally needed perspectives 
on current problems of social crisis and pollution. 
The implications of American passion for eating 
beef, our inhibitions toward intelligent policies 
for recycling waste, the reality of dominance in 
social relationships, the decline in the family as a 
social institution, and the power of ideas to in- 
fluence peoples’ life styles have world-wide future 
significance. Yet the history of human develop- 
ment exhibits constant pressure toward ever 
larger groups, more complex modes of 
dominance, exploitation, technology, and ra- 
tionalizations. A civilization cannot both grow 
and remain the same; therefore, humanity must 
learn to live under the curse of culture rather 
than die under it. Relevance comes in the at- 
tempt to modify this culture to avoid pitfalls and 
find positive solutions. (Author/DE) 
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In examining the role of values in the curricu- 

lum, the author raises four problems: (1) Can 

one justify trying to change student values at all? 

(2) Can one justify one particular set of values? 

(3) Can one demonstrate the occurrence of 

change in student values due to the educational 

factor? and (4) Can one measure student values? 

The goal, in value matters, is the discovery of the 

solution to problems of selection and rejection 

that require professional expertise and demon- 

stration of the validity of these solutions. If a 


value is held and if it cannot be shown to be a 
derived value based on faulty reasoning or false 
premises or conflicting with other sound values, 
then acting to promote this value is justified. In 
teaching values a teacher should teach as facts 
only those assertions which can be objectively 
established. Further, one should teach the 
development of skills with which students may ar- 
rive at and test conclusions, the idea that certain 
established conclusions can be reassessed in the 
light of new evidence and later be proved wrong, 
and the development of both cognitive and affec- 
tive dimensions. In measuring the change in stu- 
dent values much research is needed to develop 
an adequate instrument. The author still con- 
siders the Hartshorne and May instrument, 
published in 1928, as the best for determining 
and measuring values. (Author/DE) 
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Core ideas in the discipline of social psycholo- 

gy are examined in this publication. Social 

psychology is the study of social behavior based 
upon individual psychological attributes or per- 
sonality. An _ individual's personality can be 
thought of as inner states of readiness which 
predispose a person to respond in certain ways in 
social situations. A person's psychological at- 
tributes, which can be either fluctuating or stable, 
are made up of moods, beliefs, attitudes, values, 
motives, and skills. These attributes make up the 
essential features of an individual’s self-concept. 
Personality develops through a process of in- 
dividuation and socialization which includes the 
influence of physical characteristics, relationships 
with the family, school, peer groups, work 
groups, and the mass media. The major 
mechanisms through which such social learning 
operates can be categorized as compliance learn- 
ing, learning by identification, complementary 
role learning, and internationalization. An in- 
dividual’s social behavior then depends on how 
his personality interacts with the social situation. 

Subjective experiences, such as _ perceptions, 

thoughts, and feelings, also lead to and accom- 

nany social behavior. Once a person reacts in a 

social situation he changes and the social situa- 

tion which produced his action changes. (DE) 
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Numerous criticisms of college social studies 

methods courses have generated various reform 

efforts. Three of these reforms are examined, in- 
cluding competency-based teacher education, the 
value analysis approach to teacher education, and 
the human relations approach to teacher educa- 
tion. Competency-based courses develop among 





future teachers precisely stated teaching skills, 
defined as observable, measureable performances 
that bring about student learning. They tend to 
underplay the development of personal charisma 
or of particular fundamental personality charac- 
teristics. The value analysis approach stresses the 
identification of issues and the appraisal of 
responses to pertinent central questions such as 
(1) What should be the goals of social studies in- 
struction? (2) What knowledge is of most worth? 
(3) How should lessons be organized and 
presented? and (4) What teaching strategies are 
of most worth? The human relations approach 
stresses personality development through the 
mastery of human relations techniques. Ad- 
vocates of this approach believe that good 
teaching depends primarily upon good human 
relationships. Promising new techniques of in- 
struction for implementing one or more of these 
approaches include (1) self-instructional learning 
packages; (2) protocol materials; (3) simulation; 
(4) prototype lessons; (5) curriculum materials 
analysis systems; (6) classroom interaction analy- 
sis systems; and (7) microteaching. (Author/DE) 
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Today secondary school social studies curricula 

are in a state of “curriculum anarchy” local cur- 

riculum patterns are more varied than at any 
other time in this century. It is no longer possible 
to describe a typical state, regional or national 
pattern of social studies curriculum. To facilitate 
an exchange of views by Colorado educators on 
where social studies education is going or should 
go in the seventies a conference was held at the 

Educational Resources __ Center, Boulder, 

Colorado, on April 11, 1973. It was sponsored by 

the Center for Education in the Social Sciences, 

University of Colorado. This publication presents 

the seven conference position papers, each fol- 

lowed by a reaction summary from the task force 
group assigned to critique and respond to the 
particular paper. The following papers are 
presented: (1) Mexican-American Students as

Curriculum, and (7) Learning Through Social 

Participation. A statement on issues and trends as 

perceived by the conference co-directors con- 

cludes the document. (Author/RM) 
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System analysis offers the teacher a significant 
organizational device for studying society and so- 
cial problems in the classroom. System analysis 
can be used directly to describe and understand 
the relationships and interactions between in- 
dividuals, bridging the distance between learning 
conceptually and learning directly from personal 
experience. Another pedagogical advantage of 
the system approach is that it can be taught in its 
own right as subject matter, or it can be used as a 
vehicle for producing greater understanding of 
matter taught in history, sociology, etc. The fun- 
damental characteristics of a system, representing 
the interaction of two or more parts, are goal- or 
non-goal-orientation; mechanical, social, and 
natural types; the functions of detecting, select- 
ing, and effecting, intr y » intersy 
communication and transaction capabilities; and 
change and equilibrium. These characteristics, 
diagrammed and applied to the concepts of fami- 
ly and poverty and to ecological problems illus- 
trate use of the method. Numerous examples of 
elementary level classroom activities exploring 
the characteristics of system ideas and relating 
system concepts directly to student’s daily lives 
are also included in this document. (JH) 
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A conference, sponsored jointly by the Institute 

of International Studies (IIS) and the Social 

Science Education Consortium (SSEC), was held 

in June 1972 to achieve some convergence of 

thinking on desirable programs for implementing 
the intercultural dimension in general education 
in grades K-14 and in the preparation of school 
personnel. This report, the result of that con- 
ference, offers a conceptual base of intercultural 
study by examining the nature of world society 
from the viewpoints of an economist, a geog- 
rapher, a political scientist, and an anthropolo- 
gist. Intercultural education is defined and seven 
goals for intercultural education are suggested. 
Focusing on programs already incorporating an 
intercultural dimension, the report describes the 
major existing international/intercultural educa- 
tion models and analyzes them with the Curricu- 
lum Materials Analysis System (CMAS--produced 
by the SSEC). A model for intercultural educa- 
tion is suggested based on the definition and the 
seven goals developed for intercultural education. 

The last section lists areas of research that need 

further exploration and offers a model for evalua- 

tion of intercultural programs. (Author/JR) 
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In the sixties the crisis of the credibility and 

competence of schools resulted in the funding of 
programs to remedy school problems. The model 
for curriculum reform came from the university 
and, more particularly, from liberal arts depart- 
ments having the capacity to improve curriculum 
content and teacher expertise. In a few instances 
attempts were made to require a marriage 
between the disciplinary specialists and personnel 
in the schools of education. Some of the effects 
of the reforms based on the university model in- 
cluded an emphasis on the disciplines and a lack 
of continued involvement in the school on the 
part of the specialists. Also, many teachers who 
were “turned on” by the new curricula and 
stimulating institutes were frustrated in the class- 
room because of inadequate financial and ad- 
ministrative support. The new programs, for the 
most part, also failed to provide for individuality. 
The colleges, too, failed to change their own con- 
tent in response to the new curricula. Change in 
the university model has now been effected 
because of student demands. This progress in 
democratization should improve the university 
and its influence on the schools. (JH) 
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The systems analysis of political life might be 

used as a basis for teaching about the political 
process in all grades, including elementary 
school. A political system is part of an intra- 
societal environment including ecological, biolog- 
ical, personality, economic, cultural, and other 
systems, all operating in society and bound by an 
extra-societal environment which is the sphere of 
relations among national societies. This system, 
emphasizing the relationship of the political 
system to its environment, is regulated by “‘de- 
mands,” one of the two major inputs from the en- 
vironment; “outputs,” the decisions made by the 
authorities; “‘support” for the system, and other 
major input; and “feedback,” a concept which 
unifies the whole analysis. The three basic com- 
ponents of the system unified by the feedback 
process are the political community, the regime, 
and the authorities. The concept of politics as a 
feedback system focuses on the cycle of inputs 
and outputs and presents the political system as a 
conversion process that regulates itself in order to 
persist. This cycle is the political function of al- 
locating authoritatively the valued things of 
society, which is an order-maintaining role. This 
theory of the political system deals with funda- 
mental and hips rather than 
isolated facts. (JH) 
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The major concepts, structure, and methods of 

p y are p d for persons con- 
cerned with teaching or constructing new curricu- 
lum approaches. Man is a mammalian, social, and 
cultural animal, who has needs that are satisfied 
through social relationships. Because these rela- 
tionships are repetitive, they form a structure. 

This social structure generates its own needs and 

operates in the medium of a cultural tradition 

which must be learned by each human being. In 
the process humans acquire a_ personality, 
become members of many social groups, and 
practitioners of one or more traditions. However, 
no tradition fullfills all of man’s needs, because 
the very fact of fulfilling needs creates new 
needs. Therefore, at a faster or slower pace, 
every tradition is changing. This process of 
change takes the form of innovation and borrow- 
ing, the latter sometimes called “diffusion” of 
culture traits and ideas. Changes in a tradition

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The need to improve the presentation of reli- 

gion in secondary history textbooks is examined 

by this symposium. Religious content, concept 
formation, and historical accuracy are examined 
in the report on religion in school history text- 
books. A general discussion on the place of reli- 
gion in the history of mankind offers insight con- 
cerning religious concepts and theology.

and simplification. Complication proceeds only so 
far before the chaotic quality of the complexity 
demands some sort of overriding generalizations 
of simplifying discoveries. Some of these simplify- 
ing features affect the way in which human be- 
ings interact such that doing without them 
becomes unthinkable. For example, man_ will 
never do without the use of fire, money, or 
agriculture. These simplifying discoveries affect 
the basic nature of man and, by adding to the 
total score of man’s traditions, affect the cultural 
aspects of the human being. (Author/DE) 
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Because the economy is such an integral part 

of our social fabric, the inclusion of an 

economics program in K-12 curriculum is crucial 
in a contemporary social studies program. Most 
economic studies currently being “learned” are 
wrong, however, and must be changed. A strong 
case for the teaching of basic analytical skills 
rather than a particular body of subject matter is 
presented. These skills enable students to study 
other special problems or concerns as well as 
economics. The study of economics can aid deci- 
sion-making and analytical skills in real-world 
policy problems.

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The major goals of education for ethnic minori- 
ty youth should be to maximize their cultural and 
social options, to present them with cultural and 
ethnic alternatives, and to help them attain the 
skills which they need to function successfully in 
different co-cultures. The school needs to 
become a multi-ethnic institution which accepts, 
encourages, and perpetuates values endemic to 
diverse ethnic communities. However, focus on 
ethnic and cultural variables must not divert at- 
tention from the role of individual and institu- 
tional racism in American society. Effective edu- 
cational policy and programs must be based on 
research and theory which focus on both race 
and cultures and the complex interactions 
between these two major variables as well as re- 
lated variables, such as socioeconomic status, 
ethnicity, values, language, and behavioral pat- 
terns. Because of the immense complexity of the 
problem, there is a need to examine multiple 
variables in determining causes and to devise ef- 
fective change programs related to race and edu- 
cation. Further research and analyses need to 
better clarify the relationship between cultures 
and race in explaining interracial problems. and 
conflict. Concepts related to race and ethnicity 
can best guide the research and programmatic ef- 
forts in this field. (Author/JR)

knowledge and skill in English language aid in- 
crease efficiency in English language teaching, 
(7) to increase the quantity and quality of busi- 
ness and public administrators, (8) to expand 
research and planning in the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, and (9) to encourage universities to 
modernize their programs in teaching and 
research. Also listed are projects, belonging to 
these nine categories, included in the “*Publica- 
tion Index of AID Projects in Turkey.” (JH) 
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Twenty-six elementary teacher competencies 
are listed in this catalog. For each competency, 
indicators of proficiency are listed in terms of the 
teacher’s behavior, learner activities, and 
products of the learner. The competencies are di- 
vided into six general categories: (a) diagnosis 
and prescription; (b) instructional planning and 
evaluation; (c) cooperation with students and 
other school personnel; (d) physical, mental, and 
social-emotional behavior; (e) professionalism 
and professional development; and (f) superviso- 
ry, administrative, and communications skills. 
(HMD) 
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The purpose of this survey was to assess the ex- 
tent and development of humanistic programs in 
higher education, focusing on teacher education. 
Information was gathered randomly from nearly 
800 teacher education institutions throughout the 
U.S. Two hundred _ seventy-nine schools 
responded to a questionnaire regarding program 
location, title, emphasis, changes, and requisites; 
interdisciplinary programs; financial support; 
teaching methods; number of faculty, enrollees, 
and graduates; and followup on graduates. The 
following conclusions can be drawn from an anal- 
ysis of the responses to questionnaires: (a) hu- 
manistic instructional programs have become 
more available and more diversified; (b) many 
1g are iving or anticipate receiving 
adequate financial support; (c) many programs 
have a large number of students and sufficient 
numbers of facylty; (c) there is a clear un- 
derstanding of the objectives of humanistic in- 
structional programs; and (e) many students are 
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trained adequately so that they can pursue a 
variety of career objectives at many kinds of in- 
stitutions. The document contains an extensive 
program inventory. (HMD) 
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This paper discusses the problem of the over- 

supply of teachers and presents some guidelines 

for developing a differentiated and flexible 
teacher education program as a means of produc- 
ing a marketable teacher. A differentiated and 
flexible teacher education program would take 
into account local, state, and regional teacher 
needs, which would necessitate the establishment 
of regional communications networks between 
the teacher training institutions and local school 
districts. A guided program of educational ex- 
periences with all types of children on all grade 
levels and with student interaction with inservice 
teachers, administrators, and members of the 
community would serve as a basis for area spe- 
cialization or withdrawal from the program and 
would give the student a perspective on the reali- 
ty of children, teachers, and schools. If the stu- 
dent elects to continue, the last two years of his 
or her undergraduate program may be spent at a 
consortium institution of specialization. Area con- 
sortia composed of institutions that specialize in 
one or two areas would provide a differentiated 
pattern of teacher education that would allow 
consortium members to concentrate on excel- 
lence. Finally, this program would necessitate 
redefining the role of teacher trainer, changing it 
from one of a supplier of student teachers to one 
« an active participant in staff development. 
(PD) 
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After a brief introduction to and description of 
education personnel preparation certification and 
employment in New York State, the Board of Re- 
gents’ goal for teacher education is stated as the 
establishment of a system of certification by 
which the state can assure the public that profes- 
sional personnel in the schools possess and main- 
tain demonstrated competence to enable children 
to learn. To implement the needed reform, the 
regents sanctioned 12 pilot programs in 1971. 
These projects are expected to mature and serve 
as resources for the development of a more 
complete reform of teacher preparation and prac- 
tice. Accreditation of teacher preparation pro- 
grams will be a two-step process--initial approval 
and registration. Initial approval will be based on 
the design of the program demonstrable teaching 
competencies. Registration will be based on the 
ability of the program to give evidence that grad- 
uates can demonstrate competencies necessary 
for effective teaching. Certification procedures 
will be reformed to expand the opportunities for 
meeting permanent certification requirements, to 
base issuance on the demonstration of competen- 
cy, and to include periodic testing of competency 
for the maintenance of certification. It is ex- 
pected that by 1980 facilities and programs for 
the continuing education of school personnel will 
be available throughout the state. The appendix 
contains a time line for the reform of teacher 
education in New York State. (HMD) 
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This monograph comprises five papers 

presented at a symposium whose primary purpose 

was to discuss the role of direct observational 
techniques in the study of certain learning out- 
comes and of certain learning and instruction 
process variables in school settings. Each study

In 
the three succeeding papers, the authors report 
studies designed to focus on certain instructional- 
learning behaviors for a particular purpose other 

than for the evaluation of classroom behavior in a 

summative sense. The last section contains two 

discussions that offer critical comments on the 
studies reported and suggest implications for 
further research. A “Description of the Learning 

Research and Development Center’s Individual- 

ized Instructional Programs”; definitions; and a 

description of the observational instrument and 

techniques, data recording forms, and the criteria 
for their use are appended. (PD) 
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This paper discusses an approach to competen- 
cy-based teacher education whose goal is the 
development of early childhood education 
teachers who have the requisite knowledge, at- 
titudes, and skills for facilitating children’s cogni- 
tive, affective, and psychomotor development and 
who are well-informed, creative, flexible, open to 
experience, responsible for themselves and 
others, and guided by positive goals. Toward this 
goal, 15 competencies are proposed. To provide 
students with opportunities for the development 
of these competencies, the following areas of 
study are recommended: (a) self-understanding 
for teachers, (b) child development, (c) the 
young child in his environment, (d) language arts, 
(e) literature for young children, (f) reading skills 
in early childhood education, (g) the expressive 
arts in early childhood education, and (h) 
teacher/parent relationship. In conclusion, the 
author states that humanism is crucial to teacher 
effectiveness and that a good competency-based 
program must offer each student opportunities to 
become a whole person. (PD) 
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The smoking behavior and attitudes of public 
school teachers were studied to determine if the 
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teachers’ smoking behavior is related to their at- 
titudes and behavior regarding students’ smoking 
practice and smoking education in schools. The 
school system studied was in Northampton, Mas- 
sachusetts, where 162 of the 194 teachers ran- 
domly selected from various schools in the dis- 
trict completed the close-ended questionnaires, 
administered and collected by the researcher. 
The study yielded a return rate of 83 percent. 
The results of the study showed that the general 
climate in school favored the establishment of a 
comprehensive smoking education program. It 
also indicated that the teachers’ attitudes and 
behaviors towards smoking education were close- 
ly related to their smoking behavior. The ex- 
smokers were the most active group in attempting 
to initiate change in student smoking behavior, 
while the smokers were the least active in this 
respect. Furthermore, preservice and inservice 
teacher training programs in relation to smoking 
education were shown to have been extremely 
sparse and ineffective in the past. Teachers felt 
that they were ill equipped to deal with student 
smoking behavior and suggested that a health 
education specialist deal with this important 
health education issue at the classroom level.

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Identifiers—*New York 
This paper briefly discusses relevant issues re- 
lated to teacher education in New York State 
from a viewpoint consistent with the purpose of 
the American Association of Colleges for 
Teacher Education in New York State 
(AACTE/NYS). The introduction describes the 
purpose of the AACTE/NYS and states that 
teacher education should be multiform rather 
than uniform. The goal for the preparation and 
practice of professional personnel in the school of 
the New York State Board of Regents is stated. 
Issues discussed are the governance of teacher 
education; shared responsibility and bili- 
ty among schools, universities, and teachers; com- 
petency/performance-based teacher education;

A pilot study was conducted to determine if a 
program providing early classroom teaching con- 
tacts for undergraduate students leads to gradu- 
ates who are better prepared. It was hypothesized 
that participants in a preservice program would 
be judged more favorably in terms of general per- 
formance than would past students who had not 
had such an experience. Classroom supervisors of 
these individuals were asked to evaluate them in 
comparison to other student teachers from 
Western Illinois University that they had super- 
vised.

It is the job of teacher su- 
pervisors to share the knowledge gained from ex- 
perience and to be receptive to the ideas of the 
student teacher, thereby improving the worth of 
the teacher and student. (JCW)

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Worcester-Dynamy, an educational center that 
brings together student interns aged 16-20, a staff 
of advisors, and regional learning resources is 
designed to assist participating interns to learn 
about society first-hand, develop strengths and 
skills in decision making and communications, 
test vocational and career interests, define their 
values, and assume responsibility for their own 
lives and education. Evaluation of this program 
was based on standardized interviews, a schedule 
of time spent, and assessment of student attitudes 
about the program. Results of the evaluation in- 
dicated that Dynamy is viewed favorably by its 
intern participants and that it creates an at- 
mosphere for learning which differs sharply from 
other traditional or innovative atmospheres. The 
growth and maturation of students through the 
year as evidenced in the standardized tests of 
their image as well as in their general self-as- 
surance in interviews indicates that the ex- 
perience has helped those involved to become 
more thoughtful about making decisions in their 
lives, to become more mature about handling 
themselves in a variety of situations, and to 
become better able to communicate with others 
in their program. (MJM) 
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Competency-Based Teacher Education (CBTE) 
is covered from the standpoint of organization, 
operation, and management. Organizational 
aspects include (a) clarification of the roles of 
administrators, professors, students, and school 
districts; (b) reorganization patterns of the tradi- 
tional administrative configurations; (c) realloca- 
tion of human, physical, and fiscal resources; and 
(d) cooperation and _ collaboration among 
teachers, parents, administrators, accrediting 
agencies, and universities to reduce duplication of 
efforts. Operational aspects of CBTE highlight 
the proposal of the Florida A and M University 
for a feasibility study of the Massachusetts ele- 
mentary model, covering: (a) purposes of the 
feasibility study, (b) goals of the competency- 
based program, (c) the instructional program, (d) 
modules developed for the program, and (e) the 
evaluation methods to be used. Management of 
the CBTE system deals with the following needs: 
(a) preadmission advi of prosp e stu- 
dents, (b) monitoring and evaluation of stud 
enrolled in the program, (c) the effectiveness of 
the data input system, and (d) teacher assess- 
ment. There is a 12-item bibliography. (JCW)

teachers of migrant workers’ children and out- 
lines a program of basic and specialized training 
for the teacher. Part 1, an introduction, discusses 
some trends in the demand for foreign workers in 
western Europe and problems in education relat- 
ing to these trends. Part 2 examines teacher edu- 
cation in the host country on three levels: basic, 
specialized, and additional training. Part 3 
presents responses to a Council of Europe 
questionnaire from emigration and immigration 
countries regarding the three levels of education 
mentioned above. Part 4 presents opinions of 
nursery and primary teachers who have foreign 
pupils in their classes concerning the short- 
comings in their training and suggestions to repair 
them. Part 5 outlines a teacher education pro- 
gram for teachers of migrant children in the host 
countries and the emigration countries.

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The objective of this practi was to deve 
and evaluate a process of self-actualization for 
promoting personal and professional growth in 
teachers. The process that was and im- 
plemented involves eight steps: (a) the “ideal me- 
teacher,” (b) the “‘me-now teacher” by the prin- 
cipal, (c) the ““me-now teacher” by the teacher, 
(d) improvement of communication with num- 
bers, (e) f) ion concerning 
self-actualization level, ‘(g) development of strate- 
gies, and (h) final assessment of teacher growth. 
Subsequent investigation showed that most par- 
ticipating teachers at Belmont Junior High School 
actualized in a positive direction toward becom- 
ing more effective teachers. Application of this 
Process in another elementary school and at 
another level of educational supervision suggests 
that the process may be useful to teachers and 
administrators at any level. Appendixes include 
teacher evaluation forms, ratings of the teacher 
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from the perspective of the teacher and the prin- 
cipal, a growth chart, and a survey on self-ac- 
tualization. (Author/PD) 
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This report outlines some problems and 

questions regarding the employment of teacher 

aides and other auxiliary personnel and proposes 
some solutions. Three papers are included. ‘The 

Role of Auxiliary Personnel in School Programs 

and Processes” reports that employing auxiliary 

personnel allows teachers more time on tasks of a 

higher professional order and enables greater in- 

dividualization of the schools’ instructional staff, 
program, and process, but reports no evidence of 
any major positive impact on the quality of edu- 
cation. ‘The Preparation and Certification of 
Auxiliary Personnel” distinguishes between in- 
structional and school aides and concludes that 
auxiliary personnel may perform a valid function 
in education if they are properly trained and the 
teachers are aware of the tasks they are expected 
to perform. “Implications for the Economic 
Status of Teachers” states that (Canadian) 
teachers should examine the issues and trends 
respecting auxiliary personnel, agree on organiza- 
tional forms and objectives, and place themselves 
in a position of action toward the changes in the 
educational milieu. Statistics on teacher aides in 
Canadian schools are appended. (JCW) 
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This paper reports the results of the evaluation 
study of the Integrated Program, a special educa- 
tion teacher preparation model at Fitchburg State 
College. Course content is presented during for- 
mal learning seminars scheduled at schools in the 
communities. Students observe professional per- 
sonnel teaching children and followup their ob- 
servations through discussion with a college facul- 
ty ber. The stud are also provided with a 
supervised teaching experience based on the 
theoretical framework they are learning. The 
evaluation focuses on the overall objectives of the 
program, which state that a student will be able 
to (a) list the strengths and weaknesses of any 
evaluation instrument, (b) assess children’s needs 
through the administration of specific evaluation 
instruments, (c) write behavioral objectives, (d) 
design an instructional strategy, and (e) identify 
himself as a member of a professional team. The 
control group consisted of students who had 
completed special education methodology courses 
prior to initiating the experimental integrated 
program. Tests were constructed to measure at- 
tainment of program objectives and were ad- 
ministered to experimental and control group 
participants. Results of the tests show no signifi- 
cant differences in the attainment of any objec- 
tives and suggest that when the experimental in- 
tegrated program is refined, it will produce more 
le special ed ion teachers. (HMD) 
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Although there are exceptions to the rules, 
research has shown a relationship of certain body 
types to given sports. Recent research has also 
shown a correlation between body build and per- 
sonality traits, and it appears that particular 
athletic activities attract certain types of in- 
dividuals. For instance, two researchers in 
separate studies concluded that weight lifters 
were shy, lacked self-confidence, and were con- 
cerned about their appearance. Nonathletic 
games have also been studied, particularly chess 
and bridge. The two games are different in that 
chess is a logical and analytical game while 
bridge is psychological. This difference deter- 
mines to some extent the type of persons who are 
likely to become experts at each of the games. 
The results of the Athletic Motivation Inventory, 
distributed to 15,000 athletes, show that those 
who survive the high attrition rate associated with 
athletic competition are characterized by a great 
need for achievement, orderliness, respect for 
authority, a large capacity for trust, and great 
psychological endurance. The implications of 
research into games and personality for talent 
scouts and professional gamesters are obvious, 
but the implications for the remainder of the 
population are not so clear. There is a need for 
more study of the games and pastimes of the 
majority of Americans who do not engage in 
competitive athletic activity. (HMD) 
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This study evaluates the relationships that exist 

between three types of visual and perceptual- 
motor tasks (coincidence-anticipation, tracking 
with rotary pursuit, and a unique two-dimensional 
discrete motor task) and investigates the nature 
of learning demonstrated by the subjects on each 
of the three tasks. Thirty male students were 
given 20 trials on each of the tasks. A correlation 
matrix of task variables was computed and learn- 
ing curves plotted. Results indicated that an in- 
dividual’s ability to perform one visual cue per- 
ceptual-motor task is relatively unrelated to per- 
formance on another task. Positive learning was 
demonstrated on the two-dimensional tasks (pur- 
suit rotor and light panel), but the slight learning 
progress demonstrated during the early trials of 
the coincidence-anticipation task was almost 
negated during the final five trials.

This six-part report recounts discussions of a 3-

This seven-chapter report on swimming in pri- 

mary schools deals with the policies of local 
British education authorities and institutes for the 
physically handicapped toward promoting 
swimming. Interspersed throughout are comments 
from teachers and children. ‘““Swimming and Edu- 
cation” comments on the benefits of primary 
school swimming programs. “Where Children 
Swim” discusses facilities available for the stu- 
dents. “Patterns of Provision” discusses strategies 
for providing school pools and includes a survey 
of types and costs of pools in various British loca- 
tions. “Raising the Money” refers to various 
sources for financing swimming pools. “Essentials 
and Extras” lists auxiliary items such as filtration, 
footbaths, paving, and fencing. “Teaching 
Swimming” comments on teachers and teaching 
methods. ““The Future” cites the apparent trend 
toward greater cooperation in planning swimming 
facilities suitable for teaching. Appendixes in- 
clude a brief paper by a headteacher that 
discusses a fund-raising approach and a list of 
swim-relate organizations.

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Dudley Allen Sargent, M.D. (1849-1924) was 
selected as the person whose life in physical edu- 
cation would best exemplify the theme of the 
three Cs--commitment, cooperation, and commu- 
nication. Sargent demonstrated a life-long com- 
mitment to two purposes: to prepare those to 
teach physical education to others and to 
promote exercises for all people and not just col- 
lege students. His commitment to the profession 
was at the expense of his marriage, and it con- 
tributed to a separation from his wife and son. 
The cooperation of Dr. Sargent was shown by his 
service to various professional organizations, in- 
cluding four terms as president of the American 
Physical Education Association. Sargent saw 
some good in all programs in physical education 
and taught them all at his Normal School and at 
Harvard Summer School. In the area of commu- 
nication, Sargent was a fine speaker and ex- 
pressed his views on many subjects in a forceful 
manner both through his speeches and his nu- 
merous writings. A fourth C that can be added to 
the life of Dr. Sargent stands for courage. Sargent 
was recognized for his willingness to stand up for 
views even though they might not be popular. His 
advocacy of the need for reform of college foot- 
ball cost him his faculty rank at Harvard.

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This report states that today’s physical educa- 

tion programs are aimed at helping students 

acquire constructive concepts and desirable 
habits regarding the preservation of a well-tuned, 
efficiently functional human body and all its 
healthy competitive components. Physical educa- 
tion has grown into a consortium of several 
identifiable areas of specialization: kinesiology, 
sport arts, sport sociology, curriculum, history 
and philosophy, movement education, adaptive 
programs, and athletics.

Highly significant 
correlation was found between the maximum ox- 
ygen uptake expressed in m1/kg/min and the 12- 
minute run, 600-yard run, 1-mile run, Balke Test, 
and All-Out Treadmill Run. Moderate correlation 
was found between maximum oxygen uptake and 
the Harvard Fitness Test, the 300-yard run, the 
Astrand-Rhyming Test, Harvard Step Test, PWC 








170, and the Progressive Pulse Test. Using Multi- 
ple Stepwise Regression, the following multiple 
correlation coefficients were found: from submax- 
imal tests, .78; from maximal tests, .91; from field 
tests, .91; from other lab tests, .86; from all tests, 
.92. Within the limitations of the study, it was 
concluded that (a) maximal tests of greater than 
1 minute in duration may be valid measures of 
aerobic capacity, and (b) maximal tests are better 
predictors of aerobic capacity than are submax- 
imal tests. (Author/HMD) 
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This study applies a model of institutional so- 
cialization to the institution of college sport. Five 
variables were generated with reference to col- 
lege sport as an agent of socialization and to the 
pati of medici law, and business. The 
degree to which these five variables exist in the 
U.S. was investigated by means of a questionnaire 
survey eliciting the beliefs and perceptions of a 
sample of university students, an interview series 
designed to elicit the beliefs and perceptions of 
significant occupational allocators, and a library 
research phase generating evidence of cultural 
beliefs. The evidence gathered indicated that: (a) 
there is a normative belief in the socialization ef- 
ficacy of participation in college sport; (b) there 
is a firmly supported belief in the existence of al- 
location linkages between college sport and 
specific occupational roles, but a firmly rejected 
suggestion of a socialization basis for such alloca- 
tion linkages; (c) allocation linkages do not exist 
between college sport and specific occupational 
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roles; (d) posited allocation linkages were 
overwhelmingly perceived as nonefficacious; and 
(e) the occupational end of points of posited allo- 


cation linkages of college sport are 
overwhelmingly perceived as nonelite. These 
results support the conclusion that institutional 
socialization effects, specific to the professions of 
medicine, law, and business are theoretically un- 
likely to occur through participation in college 
sport in either Great Britain or the U.S. (Author) 
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The behaviorist’s assumptions that learning has 
not occurred unless a measurable change in stu- 
dent behavior takes place and that courses will be 
vastly improved if the exact goals are delineated 
on a day-to-day basis so that students and instruc- 
tor know precisely what is expected of them, ring 
true but translate false. First, any time a dogma is 
used to prescribe an educational process, the in- 
tellectual areana is truncated; many ideas will not 
be introduced and pursued because no one has 
found a way to measure their apprehension 
behaviorally. Secondly, although some skills can 
be behaviorally tested, many intellectual activities 
are not reducible to performance objectives. It is 
questionable whether it is possible to generate 
meaningful behavioral objectives for any intellec- 
tual activity or course that requires (a) assimila- 
tion of broad reaches of abstract ideas, (b) cohe- 
sion of seemingly disjointed concepts, (c) sen- 
sitivity and insight, (d) techniques, and (e) new 
forms of expression. Thirdly, precise specification 
of the measurable classroom tasks that must be 
performed can destroy the challenge to excel. 
The preoccupation with measurable goals does 
nothing to arrest the predilection of man for pur- 
suing short-term goals to the detriment of his 
long-term welfare. This is not to say that 
behaviorism has no place in the educational 


system; there are many topics that may be 
amenable to behaviorism--primarily those con- 
cerned with the transmission of skills. (HMD) 
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Selection Research Incorporated (SRI) assisted 
in the selection of teachers for two school dis- 
tricts in Polk County, lowa by analyzing au- 
diotaped interviews with the top three or four 
candidates for each position and matching the 
candidates with previously prepared profiles of 
the school districts. Candidates were labeled 
highly recommended, recommended, condi- 
tionally recommended, or not recommended. A 
3-year evaluation study of the SRI process was 
conducted to determine its success by surveying 
the SRI teachers, their peers, administrators, and 
students. Data were collected using question- 
naires consisting of items related to effective 
teaching. Using the data, the appraisals of SRI 
teachers by their peers, administrators, and stu- 
dents were compared with the recommendations 
of the SRI psychologists. The following conclu- 
sions are warranted based on study results: (a) 
the SRI process of identifying teachers who are 
likely to be successful in a given school district is 
reasonably successful; (b) the SRI method ap- 
pears to be most successful in identifying proba- 
ble success in a district where the criterion of 
success is student rating; (c) SRI is not equally 
effective in every district; and (d) the SRI service 
is a useful process for teacher selection if it is 
used in the manner for which it was designed. 
When the SRI service is utilized, periodic evalua- 
tion is recommended. (HMD) 
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This paper examines the relationship among 

professionalism, commitment to organization, and 
attitudes toward increasing client power in the 
Training Teacher Trainers (TTT) program at the 
City University of New York (CUNY). The pro- 
ject consisted of a central TTT office; three pro- 
grams located at City, Hunter, and Richmond 
Colleges; and 16 schools located in Harlem and 
Richmond. Of the 849 persons involved in 
CUNY-TTT who received questionnaires, only 
300 returned them with a usable yield of 242 in- 
struments. The sample included project directors 
and their staffs, public school administrators and 
teachers, college faculty, student teachers, and 
community participants. Professionalism was 
measured by nine items on level of professional 
activity and support for professional training. 
Nine items measured respondents’ commitment 
to the organization, and six Likert scale items 
measured perceived community participation in 
decision making. It should be noted that deci- 
sional equity, one of the major goals of CUNY- 
TTT, was not realized. Results of the study show 
that (a) there is no consistent relationship 
between professionalism and commitment to 
work; (b) professionals tend to support increased 
power for the community within existing 
hierarchical constraints; and (c) professionalism 
in CUNY-TTT was in effect neutralized as a fac- 
tor that contributed to the success or failure of 
the program. (HMD) 
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Three surveys covering early childhood educa- 
tion, intermediate education (grades 4-9), and 
secondary education are summarized in this 
paper. The surveys cover professional courses 
required within the respective majors. Questions 
concerning specific courses are open-ended and 
divided into two categories: important aspects of 
the particular course and aspects that should be 
included. Responses from the student teachers 
(N=159) are grouped and tabulated, with student 
comments quoted in answer to the open-ended 
questions. (JCW) 
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Identifiers—Sweden 
This document describes a nroject designed to 

evaluate the training of subject matter teachers in 
Sweden. The purpose of the project is to acquire 
information about the training system and to use 
this knowledge as a base for reform of teacher 
preparation. The project began in 1970 and is ex- 
pected to continue through 1975. The first year 
was devoted to gathering information about 
science and mathematics teachers. Successive 
years were devoted to modern language teachers, 
social science teachers, and Swedish teachers. 
The final year will consist of an evaluation of the 
teaching practice term and an evaluation of edu- 
cational psychology studies. Seven instruments 
have been developed for utilization in the study. 
Three of these are questionnaires designed to 
furnish data about the trainees. A fourth 
questionnaire examines the attitudes of head- 
masters toward teacher training. Of the remaining 
three instruments, two are attitude tests, and one 
is a test of trainees’ knowledge and evaluation of 
educational nsychology. After a general descrip- 
tion of the overall project, a summary of the re- 
port of the study on teacher training in the sub- 
ject area of science is presented. (HMD) 
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This study compares long-term retention from 
audio-tutorial instruction with common lecture- 
discussion retention. The population of the ex- 
periment was limited to students in two sections 
of a teacher education methods course. Through 
the use of a univariate statistical analysis in the 
framework of a split-plot factorial design, no sig- 
nificant differences or interactions were found in 
either learning gain or retention. An indirect 
result of the study did indicate that there was no 
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significant learning loss in the subject matter (tort 
liability) used in the experiment. While measure- 
ment error indications restricted the researchers 
from making bold inferences, it may be stated 
that valuable teaching materials evolved from the 
preparation of the tort liability lessons. (Author) 
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This paper reviews research studies concerning 
the effectiveness of varying strategies for teaching 
questioning skills and groups them into the fol- 
lowing organizational scheme: (a) study of 
question classification systems as a strategy for 
teaching questioning skills, (b) use of laboratory 
experiences as a strategy for teaching questioning 
skills, (c) materials designed to teach questioning 
skills, (d) impact of feedback strategies on 
teaching questioning skills, and (e) miscellaneous 
inservice strategies for teaching questioning skills. 
A common element in the training strategies was 
the objective of raising the cognitive level of 
teachers’ questions. Although the studies 
reviewed represent breadth in terms of pupil 
characteristics and subject matter, elementary 
classrooms and social studies instruction were the 
predominant settings. These studies varied from 
highly controlled ones to exploratory investiga- 
tions and evaluated a variety of instructional 
procedures and materials, making it difficult to 
draw sharp conclusions. There is a tentative indi- 
cation that strategies that employ model inputs 
accompanied by feedback and self-analysis are 
the most promising. Further research is needed in 
the areas of teacher training and the relationship 
between teacher questioning and pupil growth. 
Such knowledge can then be applied to the 
search for effective teacher training strategies. A 
50-item bibliography is included. (PD) 
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This bulletin describes a project that identifies 
factors influencing qualified subject teachers’ self- 
perceived satisfaction and professional self- 
realization to make improvements in the school 
of education training system. Two instruments 
were used in this study: a test called “Teachers 
Today” and a questionnaire. The test, based on 
teachers’ quotations concerning their duties, was 
constructed to cover factors relating to job 
satisfaction and contentment and to opportunities 
for developing ideas and initiatives in the course 
of work. This instrument contains evaluative 
aspects, including the degree of acceptance or re- 
jection of the quotations and evaluation of the 
professional importance of the problem, ex- 
pressed by ratings on a 4-point scale. The 
questionnaire, based on inventories of factors 
relevant to the teaching profession, concerns 
working conditions and job satisfaction in the 
profession. These instruments were administered 
after each school year for three years. Group 
discussions were also used to follow up on 
qualified teachers who have taken part in former 
studies. A plan is being drawn up for processing 
this interview material. (A diagram is included to 
illustrate the general disposition of the project.) 
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This study investigated some ways to tap the 

perceptions of the community toward the school 
and the educational values of parents, teachers, 
and administrators, providing school principals 
with the data on which to base an effective 
school-community relations program. The dual 
objectives of the study were: (a) to ascertain 
whether the degree of parental perception of the 
permeability of the psychological boundaries of 
their child’s school was related to their educa- 
tional values and (b) to determine whether dif- 
ferences in educational values between parents 
and teachers, parents and the school principal, 
and teachers and the principal were indicative of 
perceived problems in the school. The study was 
conducted in three dium-sized y 
schools. The Val-Ed (measurement of educa- 
tional values) and the Parent-School-Communica- 
tions Questionnaire were completed by parents, 
teachers, and principals with the resulting rela- 
tionships reported within this study. Both of these 
measurement instruments were seen to have the 
potential to provide the school administrator with 
an up-to-date profile of parental perceptions of 
his school and a predictive measure to guide the 
planning of change. (Author/JCW) 
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This study encompassed the following areas: 
(a) need for adult education, (b) knowledge con- 
cerning adult education, (c) motives for wishing 
to participate in adult education, (d) obstacles to 
participating in adult education, (e) plans for par- 
ticipation in adult education, and (f) experience 
of adult education. The pilot survey, carried out 
in 1972, consisted of interviews conducted by 22 
interviewers from the Interview Unit of the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics. Parallel to the pilot sur- 
vey, alternative data were collected through a 
combined questionnaire and interview survey. 
The main survey, carried out in late 1973 and 
early 1974, consisted of interviews performed in 
six Swedish cities. Many of the specifics of the 
above surveys are included in Bergsten, Bromsjo, 
and Rubenson (1974). Some of the results were 
as follows: (a) half of the persons interviewed 
had some previous adult education within the 
past 5 years; (b) educational interests were close- 
ly bound up with the vocational role; (c) half the 
persons related desires to learn more about their 
hobbies or interests; (d) the younger interviewees 
were more interested in education connected 
with the parental role; and (e) many were in- 
terested in the rights and obligations of the 
citizen. Additionally, this study mentions a sub- 
study, dealing with the participation and interest 
in adult education among undereducated young 
men, due to be issued early in 1975. (JCW) 
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This document is an internal proposal for the 
Intravisitation Program, to be added to the Ford- 
ham Advocacy Community Organizer Teacher 
Training Program. The underlying rationale for 
the program is that observation of creative and 
well-planned lessons would be of invaluable ser- 
vice to trainees. The intravisitation schedule 
would evolve after informal discussion among 
team leaders, cooperating teachers, and other 
participants in the program. From this group, a 
planning committee for each host school should 
be selected and given responsibility for deter- 
mination of curriculum and schedul 
The plan then calls for the determination of les- 
son procedures. Lessons taught by teacher interns 
are to be prepared and subsequently discussed 
with team leaders, cooperating teachers, and 
principals. Copies of plans should then be dis- 
tributed to participant observers. Every lesson 
should be discussed at the end of each demon- 
stration by all observers, with the lesson teacher 
serving as discussion leader. After informal con- 
ferences with the teacher intern, the team leader 
should prepare a review of the lesson. This 
review, together with the lesson plan, can be used 
to assess intern competency in cognitive un- 
derstanding and teaching behavior. The lesson 
plans should be compiled in a booklet to be used 
by per diem teachers, by new teachers, and as a 
means of modifving instructional activities at the 
university level. HMD) 
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This manual provides a suggested outline for a 
series of three workshops evolving from the 
Pennsylvania Educational Quality Assessment’s 
“School Report: A Status Profile” and ‘Manual 
for Interpreting School Reports’’ (both based on 
the Ten Goals of Quality Education). In addition 
to the workshops, the following are discussed: (a) 
Act 299--the School District Reorganization Act; 
(b) implementation of intervention techniques to 
increase goal scores; (c) the Ten Goals of Quality 
Education; (d) instruments, scoring, and variables 
used to measure goals; and (e) implications for 
the curriculum. Also included is a set of 23 
plates, profiling the 10 goals, raw scores, norma- 
tive referencing, criterion referencing, and condi- 
tion variables, which can be used as transparency 
masters. (JCW) 
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The general shortcomings of the traditional 
classroom reward structure are discussed in light 
of performance-reward principles of demonstra- 
ble effectiveness. Four alternative general reward 
structures are analyzed, and studies comparing 
their effectiveness are reviewed. Although none 
of the reward structures was found to be con- 
sistently superior in terms of strengthening 
academic performance, group reward structures 
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were consistently superior to individual reward 
structures in strengthening several intragroup 
processes. Although the appropriateness of a par- 
ticular general reward structure may vary from 
one case to another according to resources and 
goals, effectiveness is apparently strongly affected 
by the particular operationalization of the general 
reward structure. (Author) 
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This monograph has been prepared for profes- 

sional guidance personnel who are i d in 


toward the desired behavior will occur. Through 
force field analysis the teacher is able to organize 
data about specific students and determine one or 
more strategies to arrive at specified objectives. 
Force field analysis scems to be a useful tool to 
help the teacher assess, organize, and evaluate 
dynamic action plans to bridge the diagnostic- 
prescriptive gap. (HMD) 
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The purpose of this cluster of learning modules 

is to increase the teacher intern’s understanding 

and skills with regard to his role as a communica- 

tor. The cluster contains three modules: (a) ob- 
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examining more viable approaches to the 
preparation of guidance and counseling staff 
members. It proposes a competency-based con- 
cept of training and the counselor role. Part 1 of 
the monograph, “The Rationale,” identifies the 
need for new ways to train guidance personnel 
and explains the meaning of concepts such as dif- 
ferentiated staffing; career ladder; support per- 
sonnel; and paraprofessional, preprofessional, and 
professional level experiences. The reasons for 
moving from a teacher-centered preparation base 
to one based more on behavioral sciences are 
also examined. Part 2, “‘The Program,” outlines 
strategies for implementing training programs 
based on the career ladder concept. The 
guidance service area is first identified; then a 
goal statement is made. Following the goal state- 
ment, specific abilities are listed and the imple- 
mentation and evaluation of these abilities are 
presented. There are three levels in the proposed 
career ladder: (a) paraprofessional, consisting of 
intern and contract guidance assistants; (b) 
preprofessional, including intern and contract 
guidance associates; and (c) professional, includ- 
ing guidance and counseling specialists and coun- 
selor educators and supervisors. (Author/HMD) 
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The technique of force field analysis represents 

a method for bridging the gap between diagnostic 

data and learning prescriptions and objectives. 

Through the use of this technique the teacher is 

able to delineate the strengths and weaknesses of 

the individual and to generate strategies for meet- 

ing specific objectives. A force field refers to a 

number of driving and restraining forces pertain- 

ing to thinking, behaving, and believing that hold 
an individual in a relatively stable state which is 
termed ‘‘quasi-stationary equilibrium.” To 
prescribe successfully for a youngster, the teacher 
must first isolate a target area for change and 
delineate the driving and restraining forces hold- 
ing the individual at his present level of per- 
formance. After the forces have been listed and 
their relative notencies noted, strategies or 
prescriptions must be generated which will either 
reduce restraining forces or increase driving 
forces. As one or more strategies are operational- 
ized, an imbalance will be created in the force 
field of the particular behavior and movement 


jectives for teaching handwriting, (b) methodolo- 
gy of manuscript writing, and (c) practice 
teaching of manuscript handwriting. Each module 
contains a statement of the module objective, 
prerequisites for the module, instructional activi- 
ties, and pre- and postassessment procedures. Ob- 
jectives for the three modules included in the 
cluster are to enable the teacher intern to (a) for- 
mulate a rationale for handwriting and test its ap- 
propriateness, (b) analyze the methodology of 
teaching manuscript handwriting, and (c) 
synthesize the methodology of teaching manus- 
cript writing and the skill in forming letters by 
teaching a manuscript handwriting lesson to 
peers. (HMD) 
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The roles of the principal and the lead teacher 
in a team are closely related in that the lead 
teacher serves the unit team in much the same 
way as the principal serves the entire building 
staff. The prime function of the lead teacher is 
instructional improvement, and his basic concerns 
center around the teaching team and children 
who comprise the unit. The lead teacher has 
responsibilities both as a member and leader of 
the team, and as a member of the entire instruc- 
tional staff. The uniqueness of his position is such 
that he can and should be involved in the 
processes of instructional improvement and em- 
ployment of new team members. While the prin- 
cipal consults and is aware of the decisions and 
practices of the teams in his building, he asserts 
more positive leadership in connection with 
developing improved educational practices, 
managing the pre- and inservice teacher educa- 
tion activities of the school, and administering 
research and development projects. In a school 
involved in team teaching, a network grows with 
lead teachers consistently serving as linkage 
agents between the team and the principal. The 
effectiveness of a team-organized school depends 
on the ability of the principal and lead teachers 
to work together. In a multiunit school, provision 
for shared, school-wide decision making is made 
through the instructional improvement commit- 
tee, consisting of the principal and the team 
leaders. (HMD) 
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This guide examines the elements of the open 

space concept and offers insight and suggestions 
as to how to employ this process in the class- 
room. These elements are outlined as follows: (a) 
objectives--primarily to develop self-respecting, 
self-directing, autonomous individuals; (b) 
knowledge and method--with emphasis on cogni- 
tive or thinking processes, as opposed to informa- 
tion; (c) role of the student--including decision 
making, self-responsibility, self-direction, and 
cooperativeness, (d) role of the teacher--a 
facilitator acting as a guide and a resource ner- 
son; and (e) eval involving 
both the teacher and the student. Individualiza- 
tion, seen as the vehicle through which the objec- 
tives of open space are realized, is defined 
through the following four elements: (a) pacing-- 
progression of students commensurate with their 
attitudes, abilities, and other factors; (b) objec- 
tives--differentiation of objectives to meet in- 
dividual differences; (c) materials--selection 
result of individuals’ different objectives; and (d) 
of teaching methods 
formed more closely to the learners’ personality 
characteristics. Several questions, dealing with 
teachers’ fears of open-spaced schools, are 
discussed. (JCW 
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In this document, the author lists nine things 
that he would look for in a performance-based 
teacher education (PBTE) program requesting 
funds for implementation. The nine items are: (a) 
in addition to a brief of rationale, a 
fairly explicit statement of total program goals in- 
cluding competencies a teacher candidate would 
be expected to achieve by the conclusion of the 
program; (b) a statement of criteria for admis- 
sions into the PBTE program and a description of 
machinery for processing applications; (c) a 
statement of criteria for retention within the pro- 
gram, other than competencies of teaching 
described in a previous section; (d) a description 
of an explicit system of formative evaluation of a 
program under evaluation; (e) a precise state- 
ment of student teaching or internship experience 
in specified school districts; (f) a precise state- 
ment of the program's budget for implementation 
by years; (g) evidence of community support and 
knowledge of the program, particularly by the 
participating school districts; (h) evidence that 
the designated state agencies have been con- 
tacted and are knowledgeable about the project 
and that all legal hurdles and obstacles have been 
cleared; and (i) evidence that the appropriate 
professional organizations have been informed 
and support the program. The document lisis 
these items in outline form and provides exam- 
ples. (JA) 
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This module is designed to assist a participant 

in evolving the organization of a value system 

that supports competency-based teacher educa- 
tion (CBTE). The enabling objectives for this 
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module are as follows: (a) the participant recog- 
nizes the elements of CBTE by entering into 
discussions about new ideas in teacher education 
and by responding willingly and with pleasure to 
dialogue about changes in teacher education and 
(b) the participant values the elements of CBTE 
by advocating CBTE as a basis for evolving 
change in teacher education and by actively sup- 
porting the merits of CBTE. The terminal objec- 
tive of this module is that the participant will 
demonstrate commitment to CBTE by making a 
statement which incorporates the major concepts 
of CBTE and by expressing a preference for par- 
ticipation in CBTE efforts and a willingness to 
contribute to its growth and development. (The 
document includes prerequisites for the module; 
a description; a flow chart; steps for completing 
the module, including reading assignments; and a 
description of enabling activities, pre- and postas- 
sessment, and remediation.) (JA) 
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This document lists staff development com- 
ponents in the Cherry Creek Schools of 
metropolitan Denver. A brief overview stresses 
that the establishment of the office of the 
Director of Staff Development in the Cherry 
Creek Schools reflects a recognition of the need 
for more active participation of local school dis- 
tricts as well as all interested parties in the 
preservice and induction phases of staff develop- 
ment and the need for training and retraining in- 
structional personnel. The staff development 
components are listed in outline form and are di- 
vided into the following subheadings: (a) preser- 
vice and induction; (b) first line upgrading; (c) 
ongoing inservice activities (including summer 
workshops, convocations, visitations, observa- 
tions, and some that use resource specialists and 
outside consultants); (d) advanced formal 
planning; and (e) management training. (JA) 
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This module is designed to give Teacher Corps 
corpsmen firsthand knowledge and competency 
in identifying all aspects of the community which 
are basic to interpreting the educational needs 
and concerns of troubled youth. The terminal ob- 
jective is to identify the community’s (a) demo- 
graphic, cultural, and ecological characteristics; 
(b) associational patterns; (c) patterns of in- 
fluence; and (d) sociopsychological factors. This 
information is then related to planning a produc- 
tive learning environment for troubled youth. The 
participant reads; views slides; takes tours and 
walks; and attends a series of seminars, 
workshops, and rap sessions in order to gather in- 
formation regarding the community in which he 
is serving his internship; he then plans a design 
for his community profile. The process is 
flowcharted, and the following areas are detailed: 
(a) steps for completing the module, (b) preas- 
sessment, (c) enabling activities, (d) postevalua- 
tion, and (e) remediation. (JCW) 
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This module provides instructions for imple- 
menting the role of facilitator, or middle man, 
between instructional activities and teacher in- 
terns. These suggestions are: (a) read the com- 
ponent and modules carefully, (b) establish 
evaluation criteria, (c) identify and gather materi- 
als and equipment needed for each module, (d) 
package materials together for each module and 
place in a central location, (e) identify support 
personnel, (f) devise a method of keeping track 
of intern progress and problems, (g) establish 
grading procedures, (h) schedule regular 
meetings of all support personnel to disseminate 
intern feedback, and (i) establish module evalua- 
tion procedures. A list of equipment, publica- 
tions, records, films, and filmstrips and a bibliog- 
raphy of bicultural materials are included. (PD) 
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This paper outlines a seven-step program for 
helping teacher interns deal with classroom 
behavioral problems. In step 1, “preassessment of 
interns,” interns indicate a lack of training in the 
area of behavior modification through discussion 
and classroom behavior. In step 2, “instructional 
objectives,” interns observe and discuss principles 
of behavior modification. In step 3, “‘instructional 
alternatives,” interns who do not attempt to in- 
corporate behavioral modification techniques 
directly in their teams are encouraged to utilize 
other strategies to increase desirable classroom 
behavior. In step 4, “materials,” a bibliography of 
books and films is recommended. In step 5, “- 
postassessment,” observation sheets and changes 
in the frequency of undesirable and desirable 
behavior are examined. In step 6, “remediation,” 
individual team consultants are employed to im- 
plement successfully behavioral modification 
techniques. In step 7, “student feedback,” intern 
representatives at future seminar-planning ses- 
sions are queried about this program. (PD) 
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This paper discusses an approach to identifying 
and selecting teacher competencies. This ap- 
proach includes identifying desired pupil out- 
comes, deciding the kinds of teachers necessary 
to ensure this type of outcome, defining what an 
effective teacher is and does, focusing on com- 
petencies that relate to effective teaching and 
categorizing them. Competencies include general 
or cluster objectives and specific or module ob- 
jectives. Cluster goals are defined and module ob- 
jectives are identified according to priority within 
the framework of the cluster objectives. An ex- 
ample of implementing a module objective con- 
cerning an informal reading inventory concludes 
this paper. (PD) 
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In. a competency-based teacher education 
(CBTE) program the competencies to be 

quired by the prospective teacher and the as- 
sessment criteria for those competencies are 
made explicit, and the prospective teacher is held 
accountable for meeting those criteria. Specified 
competencies should be those understandings, 
skills, behaviors, and attitudes which facilitate the 
intellectual, social, emotional, and physical 
growth of children. In parison with conven- 
tional programs, CBTE seems to offer many ad- 
vantages: (a) a specific criterion level is 
established, and persons seeking certification 
must display competence at the acceptance level 
before certification; (b) program focus is on goals 
or exit characteristics rather than on means; and 
(c) a competency-based program is performance 
rather than time based. A CBTE program is 
based on defined instructional and expressive ob- 
jectives. Instructional objectives call for demon- 
stration of specific competency and include con- 
ditions and criteria for its demonstration, while 
expressive objectives call for the student to ex- 
perience a specific event with specification of the 
outcome. CBTE lends itself to a systematic model 
of instruction, and many programs use the in- 
structional module which consists of statement of 
objectives, prerequisites, pre- and postassessment 
procedures, instructional activities, and remedia- 
tion activities. (A 12-item bibliography is in- 
cluded.) (HMD) 
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This document contains an instrument and 
procedures designed for the observation of 
Teacher Corps interns. The instrument covers 
four areas: (a) academic preparation, instruc- 
tional preparation, and preparation to meet com- 
munity needs and expectations; (b) instructional 
performance and performance in the community; 
(c) student success and attitudes; and (d) profes- 
sional behavior. Prior to observation, the ob- 
server and intern confer to review the instrument, 
establish specific areas of observation, and review 
lesson or unit plans. During the observation the 
observer should concentrate totally on the per- 
formance of the intern and objectively record all 
observable behavior agreed on during the preob- 
servation conference. After the observation, a 
session should be held to review thoroughly all 
data recorded by the observer in order to evalu- 
ate the performance of the intern and to deter- 
mine remediation that may be required. The in- 
tern and observer then jointly prepare a summary 
sheet of the evaluation which emphasizes desira- 
ble behavior and levels of competency and in- 
cludes agreed-on remediation stated in behavioral 
terms. (HMD) 
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This paper presents three different educational 
models for inner-city children. The first, the 
Learning by Doing Program, a preschool and kin- 
dergarten summer program at Saint Mark's 
Parish, proposes to meet the needs of inner-city 
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children by developing cognitive growth necessa- 
ry for further learning experiences and by prepar- 
ing them to enter structured classrooms in the 
present school system. Outlined are activities to 
(a) develop physical and sensory readiness, (b) 
develop reading readiness, (c) develop social 
readiness, and (d) develop self-concept and pride 
in inner-city youngsters (such as a unit of Black 
History). Included also is the minimum achieve- 
ment to be realized from these activities, sug- 
gested materials to be used, organization struc- 
ture and recruitment, and methods of evaluation. 
The second, The Development and Study of a 
Reading Center in an Inner City Elementary 
School, focuses on an experimental study of 
fourth and fifth graders with reading problems 
who are administered the Silvaroli Classroom 
Reading Inventory. Statistical data are included. 
The third, Together in Kansas City, Missouri, is a 
model program designed to bring together chil- 
dren from inner and outer Kansas City areas to 
enhance their academic, personal, and social ex- 
periences, and to demonstrate the value of cul- 
tural pluralism as an educational resource. Goals, 
objectives, organization plan, and evaluation 
questions are outlined. (JCW) 
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This volume of modules is designed to dis- 
seminate some ideas and products of modular 
development and construction. The format for 
each of the modules includes an introduction or 
prospectus, preassessment, behavioral objectives, 
instructional alternatives, materials, postassess- 
ment, remediation, and student feedback. 
Modules dealing with the following subject areas 
are included: (a) instructional evaluation--process 
and product, (b) introduction to urban education 
as it relates to the black experience in the U.S., 
(c) problems and solving, 
(e) role playing and decision making, (f) story 
reading, (g) value change, and (h) communica- 
tion systems and communication breakdowns. 
(PD) 
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This module cluster is designed to enable the 
interns to become teacher-diagnostic analysts on 
the emotional level. Diagnosis has been conven- 
tionally used to evaluate the learner. The objec- 
tives herein are designed to initiate a process that 
makes a better match between the learner and 
the instructional activities by utilizing the diag- 
nostic data to determine what the instructional 
activities will be. The module cluster contains 
three modules, each of which is related to the 
overall objectives of the cluster. The modules are 
as follows: (a) The Psychology of Adjustment 
Vocabulary; (b) Diagnostic Teacher Strategy-- 
Games; and (c) Diagnostic Teacher Strategy-- 
Children’s Drawings. For each module, objec- 
tives, preassessment procedures, instructional ac- 
tivities, and postassessment and remediation ac- 
tivities are listed. (JA) 
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This report delineates the degree and nature of 
minority participation in effective, policy-making 
positions on administrative levels and proposes 
steps to further the hiring of minorities for these 
positions. Part 1, “Minorities in the Schools: A 
Backward Glance,” discusses the history of 
blacks in administrative positions since 1961. Part 
2, “Minorities in City and School District Popula- 
tions,” summarizes the developing opportunities 
for minorities in the field of education, using data 
from a 48-city survey to examine the population 
currently served by the public schools in these ci- 
ties. Part 3, ““Minority Educators in Policy-Mak- 
ing Positions, 1974,” identifies positions held by 
minority group members. Part 4 discusses tradi- 
tional and minority-related policy-making posi- 
tions, and part 5 refers to the employment pic- 
ture in higher education. Conclusions and recom- 
mendations comprise part 6.

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This document discusses recommendations of a 
workshop-seminar concerning undergraduate and 
graduate teacher education programs, programs 
for those with degrees from outside the U.S., and 
teacher certification for bilingual teaching in Il- 
linois. Three general administrative recommenda- 
tions are made that are applicable to undergradu- 
ate and graduate programs, and three recommen- 
dations are directed to colleges and universities 
that have bilingual programs in the planning and 
implementation stages. A general format is sug-

A copy of Public 
Act 78-727, an overview of bilingual education 
today, a list of workshop-seminar participants, a 
list of requirements for a suggested standard of 
bilingual/cross-cultural teacher education 
preparation, and guidelines for the preparation 
and certification of teachers of bilingual-bicul- 
tural education in the U.S. are appended. (PD) 
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This document reports the results of an evalua- 
tion of the protocol film series “Concepts and 
Patterns in Teacher Pupil Interaction.” Both con- 
cept acquisition and user reactions were evalu- 
ated. Concept acquisition was tested using two 
studies, a pre- and posttest design and a posttest 
only design. Experimental groups in both studies 
scored significantly higher on the posttest than 
the control group did, and the pre- and posttest 
group scored higher gains than the posttest only 
group did. To test user reaction, an instructor 
questionnaire consisting of 14 Likert scale items 
and a student questionnaire consisting of 20 items 
were developed. Instructors felt that: (a) the 
quality of the film was good; (b) the concepts 
stressed in the series were clearly defined and un- 
derstandable; and (c) the materials were applica- 
ble in a wide variety of instructional methods, 
groups, and settings. Analyses of student respon- 
ses show that they felt that: (a) the films were 
worth the class time spent on them, (b) the pur- 
pose of the films was clear, and (c) the concepts 
emphasized in the film would be valuable to them 
in the classroom. Results of the study show that 
use of the film led to an overall gain in the ability 
of students to categorize classroom behavior in 
terms of a specified set of concepts. The concep- 
tual clarity, instructional utility, and technical 
quality of the films in the series were established 
for a heterogeneous sample of graduate and un- 
dergraduate preservice and inservice teachers.

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This report describes 10 projects that deal with 

effective and efficient methods of teaching and 

learning. “Communication Skills Improvement for 

Junior High Students” has three objectives: (a) to 

build increased interest in reading, (b) to provide 

assistance in developing reading skills, (c) to 
provide teachers with various aids to improve 
reading proficiency in content areas. “Basic 

Skills-Oriented Learning Packages” is a project 

that developed learning packages to facilitate the 

learning and teaching of basic skills. The project 

“Individualized Strategy in Early Childhood Edu- 

cation” developed basic processes for learning at 
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an early age. Three projects, “Summer Television 
Arithmetic and Reading,” “A Thematic Ap- 
proach to Reading Utilizing Library Media,” and 
“Project Media Literacy: From Theory to Real- 
ism,” see media as a means of i improving student 
interest and motivation in the acquisition of basic 
skills. The latter project provides a curriculum 
designed to help students become discriminating 
readers and viewers while learning basic skills. 
“Espanola Reading Centers,"’ concentrates on im- 
proving reading achievement scores. “Program 
for Low Achievers in Math” uses real-life tools 
and experiences to motivate students. The ‘““Com- 
prehensive Client-Oriented Basic Skills Center” 
project views teacher/staff development as an es- 
sential Pp of a ful program. The 
“Intensive Elementary Language Arts Program” 
follows the theory that if a student learns to read 
well in his early grades, he will meet with greater 
success in later grades. (PS) 
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Identifiers—*SITE, Suburban Intercultural 
Teacher Education Program 
The Suburban Intercultural Teacher Education 

(SITE) program was initiated in January 1973 in 

the Shawnee Mission, Kansas Public School 

System. The primary goal of the program was to 

prepare minority teachers to cope effectively with 

the problems of teaching in a suburban school 
environment. It was believed that the program 
could prepare minority student teachers for the 

“cultural shock”’ of living and teaching in a sub- 

urban setting and also give an opportunity to sub- 

urban students to see people of a minority group 

in a nonservile role. The program runs for 16 

weeks and is reality oriented and suburban based. 

The interdisciplinary staff of the program consists 

of a sociologist, mental health specialists, and 

teacher educators. Conceptualization of the SITE 
program activities was based on thoroughly tested 
procedures drawn from the nationally recognized 

Cooperative Urban Teacher Education (CUTE) 

program. (The document presents a program ra- 

tionale, a description of program content, a scope 
and sequence calendar, and a description of the 
program assessment. Tables include analyses of 
the following tests used in the evaluation com- 
ponent: Personal Orientation Inventory, Commu- 
nity Perceptions Inventory, and Interpersonal Per- 
ception Method.

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Change, *Decision Making, Decision Making 
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Education, Teachers 
This competency-based teacher education 
module focuses on decision making. It is stated 
that in this module the participant will make a 
tentative commitment toward a certain course of 
action, receive feedback from his/her sur- 
roundings and peers as to the adequacy and ap- 
propriateness of the commitment, then reshape 
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the commitment into a different form as he/she 
learns more about himself/herself and environ- 
ment. The module centers around an activity 
called the “In-Basket.” In this activity the partici- 
pant is given information about an imaginary 
situation through a series of letters, memos, 
notes, and other material. He or she is then asked 
to make a decision from a teacher’s point of 
view. (JA) 
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Identifiers—*Learning Modules 
The purpose of this learning module developed 

at the University of Houston is to aid the 

prospective teacher in defining problems so that 

decision making can be handled in a flexible 

manner. The student is presented with five situa- 

tions and asked to define the problem from the 

point of view of the student, the teacher, and the 

parent. The module has no prerequisites, no 

enabling objectives, and no _ preassessment 

procedures. The terminal objective is exploratory 

in nature. (HMD) 
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*Self Actualization, *Self Concept 
In this competency-based teacher education 
module, the participant is given the opportunity 
to work in a group where the focus is on feed- 
back to the participant about his interaction with 
the group. The module is concerned with the par- 
ticipant’s ability to share with others. It is com- 
posed of seminar groups and other group activi- 
ties. (JA) 
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This entry program is based on the following 
general purposes: (a) to help students formulate 
their professional decisions regarding grade level 
and/or subject area and to make tentative long- 
range plans on the basis of that decision; (b) to 
help students develop observational skills which 
enable them to analyze and evaluate teaching- 
learning situations; (c) to provide students with 
opportunities to plan, perform, and evaluate their 
own teaching-learning episodes; and (d) to pro- 
vide an experimental base for the nurture of per- 
sonal values for teaching and learning. The pro- 
gram is separated into three phases. Phase | is an 
orientation week of seminars to formulate deci- 
sions and sie for the participatory phase of the 
program (Phase 3). Included is a pretest and test 
on decision making. Phase 2 covers 2 to 3 weeks 
of observation at all levels of schools (elementa- 
ry, junior high, and senior high) to develop stu- 
dents’ observational skills and their own values 
for teaching. Included is a pretest and test on 
aspects of classroom teaching. Phase 3 involves 5 
weeks of observation and participation at the 
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desired level and/or subject to fulfill the following 
objectives: (a) to develop student abilities to 
identify behavioral objectives and teaching 
techniques; (b) to provide opportunities for 
planning, performing, and evaluating learning 
episodes to be performed on video tape; and (c) 
to continue evaluation of experiences in terms of 
personal values. (JCW)

If schools are to retain competent career 
teachers, then they will have to create new salary 
differentials and new categories for recognizing 
widely differing teacher abilities. The present 
standardization of teacher classification, certifica- 
tion, and salary schedules does not acknowledge 
individual teacher differences. Teachers do not 
fear unemployment. They feel that, as profes- 
sionals, they are not being paid competitive 
wages. A solution is a differentiated salary 
schedule. Professionals work hard because they 
want to achieve and also because they enjoy 
doing what they do. Therefore, the teacher who 
enjoys teaching the most will also have the op- 
portunity for making the most money. If teachers 
are different in skills and in training, if there is 
recognition that they are better teachers, and if 
there is mobility among the higher-paid teachers-- 
assuming a differentiated staff--then there will be 
an equilibrium or a standard pattern of wage dif- 
ferential determined by the general supply and 
demand. In other words, those districts or local 
education agencies that run differentiated staffing 
programs will have identified the better teachers 
and adjusted their salary schedules accordingly. 
But once those better teachers are recognized by 
the rest of the educational community, their 
general pattern of wages will be determined by 
supply and demand. Since school systems do not 
slash teachers’ salaries but freeze them, the ulti- 
mate weapon of the teacher in conjunction with 
the union is the strike. (JA) 
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This annotated bibliography lists 40 items, 

published between 1966 and 1971, that have to 

do with teacher aides. The listing is arranged 
alphabetically by author. In addition to the ab- 
stract and standard bibliographic information, ad- 
dresses where the material can be purchased are 
often included.

Each 
element of the module presents learning activi- 
ties, assessment criteria, and a specified sequence 
of activities when appropriate.

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This module is designed to provide the 
prospective teacher of troubled youth with ex- 
perience, knowledge, skills, and attitudes necessa- 
ry for carrying on successful action research. The 
terminal objective is described as follows: given 
information relevant to writing a research 
proposal (outline, proposal format, and the 
means to conduct research, i.e., gathering and or- 
ganizing data and research procedures), the par- 
ticipant will write an action research proposal for 
a master’s degree project which will be scientifi- 
cally developed and relatively refined for teachers 
in the field of delinquency-prone youth. The 
module is divided into the following sections: 
description, steps for completing the module, 
Preassessment, description of Lope activities, 
postevaluation, r di 1, and appendixes. The 
appendixes contain the following elements 
through which the student may choose to work: 
(a) Investigate the Library, (b) Investigate Types 
of Research, (c) Investigate Collecting and Or- 
ganizing Data, (d) Investigate Tools of Research, 
(e) Investigate Statistics, and (f) Learner Op- 
tions. Terminal objectives and steps for comple- 
tion are given for each of these elements. (JA) 
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This document is a handbook designed to clari- 
fy the goals and p d of the dary edu- 
cation program at Southwest Minnesota State 
College. The program is described as competency 
based, field centered, personalized, and systemati- 
cally designed. It is stated that secondary educa- 
tion has caused special problems in that the com- 
petencies must be defined for all content 
disciplines. The instructional model for the Divi- 
sion of Education is illustrated and described. 
This model for instructional management can be 
used to provide a plan for organizing the curricu- 
lum for the teacher education program, for 
teaching these competencies, and for teaching 
once the teacher is employed in the public 
school. The model contains the following steps: 
(a) specify educational outcomes desired; (b) ini- 
tially determine the condition of the learner; (c) 
select materials, activities, and reinforcements for 
the learner; (d) organize and manage learning en- 
vironments; and (e) evaluate progress and assess 
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the new condition of the learner. Several alterna- 
tive plans for achieving teacher competencies are 
identified: ComPacs (competency packages), 
seminars, independent study, group projects, and 
measurable field tasks. The specific components 
and design of the secondary school education 
program are described in some detail. (JA) 
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Urban Teacher Education Program 
Four mathematical/social studies module 
clusters are presented in an effort to develop 
proficiency in instruction and in inductive and 
deductive teaching procedures. Modules within 
the first cluster concern systems of numeration, 
set operations, numbers, measurement, geometry, 
mathematics, and reasoning. The second mathe- 
matical cluster presents five modules, including 
modes of inquiry, developmental stages, media, 
individualized instruction, and innovative pro- 
grams. The third module, social studies, 
emphasizes interdisciplinary studies, regional and 
geographical studies, sociocultural studies, and 
curricular approaches. The final module presents 
evaluation techniques for the teaching of social 
studies and mathematics encompassing formal 
and informal evaluation techniques and instruc- 
tional evaluation. (MJM) 
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This monograph concerns two problems that 
arise persistently at the Track Committee of the 
Florida Athletic Coaches Association annual 
meeting: (a) types of relays--with many coaches 
favoring distance events while others prefer sprint 
events, leaving the problem of agreeing on the 
balance to be reached between these two types of 
events, and (b) limitations of participants--with 
divergent opinions regarding how many and in 
what types of events a high school athlete can 
participate within a prescribed period of time 
without danger of muscle strain or other undue 
stress. To facilitate the committee’s making 
recommendations relative to these problems, a 
survey was taken of the high school Activities As- 
sociation Directors of the 50 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. A statistical interpretation of 
the results is presented, although no position is 
taken on either issue. Some of the general 
findings include the following: (a) the most popu- 
lar relay run is the mile relay; (b) the 880 is run 
by 42 states; (c) the 440 is run by 24 states; (d) 
the average number of relays run is 2.6 per state; 
and (e) the total number of events in which an 
athlete may participate ranges from two to un- 
limited. Other findings and exceptions to the 
above are cited. (JCW)

This monograph deals with the practical 

problems of organizing and conducting a large 

track meet. Its purpose is to serve as a guide to 
coaches and athletic directors who have had little 

experience in such an operation. Cited is the P.K. 

Yonge Annual Invitational Track and Field Meet, 

an annual high school track meet for class AA 

schools in North Central Florida. The following 
examples from this meet are included to serve as 
models for others concerned with the manage- 
ment of large meets; (a) a summary of winners 
and runners-up in the P.K. Yonge Invitational 
and the class AA state champions and runners- 
up; (b) letter of invitation; (c) information letter; 

(d) entry list form; (e) P. K. Yonge Invitational 

Meet records (1951-1973); (f) summary of 

results of the 2lst annual P. K. Yonge Invita- 

tional; (g) high hurdle lane assignments; (h) 880- 

run lane assignments; (i) sprint medley lane as- 

signments; (j) list of officials and coaches; and 

(k) letter of appreciation to officials. (JCW) 
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This manual suggests ways to informalize and 

individualize the classroom through a transitional 
approach. It is organized by subject matter and in 
the order in which the classrooms may be 
changed from traditional to individualized.

covered, with ideas on how to rearrange rooms to 

make the area more conducive to the more infor- 
malized teaching approach. Ways to individualize 
various subjects (reading, math, language arts, 
science, social studies, and activity period) are 
described, with examples and learning materials 
included. A description of a typical day in an in- 
formalized classroom concludes the document. 
CW) 
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This paper describes a program designed to 
prepare teachers to teach reading. Nine general 
objectives and 10 categories of behavioral objec- 
tives are listed. For each objective within the pro- 
gram, the student will have at least two choices 
of instructional modes. In addition, students may 
plan their activities for achieving a stated objec- 
tive by negotiating with the professor. Complete 
development of each instructional module 
requires the production of a prospectus, preas- 
sessment procedures, instructional options, and 
postassessment procedures. Diagrams that illus- 
trate the projected sequence of a student through 
the course, the basic conceptual design of the 
modules, and the student’s route through a 
module are included. (PD) 
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This paper describes two approaches to dif- 
ferentiated staffing. The first approach involved 
reorganizing teacher staffing by creating a career 
ladder to permit hierarchical staffing without 
freezing faculty in positions that would limit 
growth, fix rewards, and destroy morale. The 
career ladder allowed the use of teachers and 
paraprofessionals in teams organized to provide 
different services to students, with roles deter- 
mined by the learning task at hand and the stu- 
dents’ need for mastering that task. This ap- 
proach tended to result in a rigid hierarchy, 
which assumed that certain teacher functions are 
always of greater importance than others. How- 
ever, student needs shift constantly, and an effec- 
tive teaching team should shift accordingly, which 
is the objective of the second approach to dif- 
ferentiated staffing. The second approach in- 
volved performance contracting in which 
teachers, working in teams, submitted bids to the 
school board, thereby competing with colleagues 
for contracts to accomplish specified teaching 
tasks with results measurable in terms of student 
achievement. (PD) 
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Two learning modules, a film script, and a 
posttraining exercise comprise this participant 
handout which was designed for use with video 
tapes in a workshop conducted at the University 
of Toledo in the training of competency-based in- 
structional personnel. Module 1, consisting of a 
pretest, criteria check, and grading keys, has the 
following objectives: (a) participant will demon- 
strate his knowledge of competency-based in- 
struction; (b) participant will provide evidence of 
comprehension of the relationship between the 
taxonomy of learning, behavioral objectives, 
teaching methods, and evaluation; and (c) the 
participant will match elements of student dif- 
ferentiation and individualized instruction that 
are inherent features of a competency based cur- 
riculum. For Module 2, the participant will: (a) 
demonstrate his knowledge of curriculum 
planning, (b) match correct staff organization 
terms and corresponding functions outlined in the 
University of Toledo competency-based instruc- 
tional design, and (c) demonstrate his com- 
prehension of approaches to assessing staff in- 
terest and ability for implementing a competency- 
based instructional program. The posttraining ex- 
ercise is the application of concepts learned in 
the modules to the implementation of change in 
the participant’s home institution. (HMD) 
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The role of the Teacher Corps team leader in- 
volves not only the training and supervision of 
corpsmen, but also the facilitation of community 
involvement and intrateam relations. During the 
preservice program, the team leader helps to plan 
the program, initiate the corpsmen, lay the 
groundwork in the community and local school 
district, and provide assistance in the self- 
discovery process of interns. Growth and 
development of the team is the responsibility of 
the leader and includes aspects such as morale, 
teamwork, and productivity. The leader must 
facilitate a positive relationship between the team 
and the neighborhood by helping to establish or- 
ganizations for cooperative effort. In the supervi- 
sion of student teachers, the team leader acts as a 
stabilizing influence, interprets district policy, 
selects cooperating teachers, and evaluates in- 
terns. (HMD) 
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This handbook, which represents the thinking 
of cooperating teachers on a number of issues im- 
portant to all Teacher Corps programs, provides 
an overview of the area of concern of cooperat- 
ing teachers in working with interns. Part 1 
describes the role of the cooperating teacher and 
provides guidelines for a smooth induction of in- 
terns into the classroom and for the evaluation of 
the teaching experience. Part 2 presents some 
guidelines for cooperating teachers and team 
leaders, including some for practical application 
and some that point out to the interns areas to 
observe in the classroom. Part 3, “Nuggets of 
Wisdom” offers some suggestions concerning the 
physical organization of the class and negative 
versus positive comments in the classroom. Part 4 
defines the team leader’s role in relation to 
Teacher Corps and presents some specific duties 
of the team leader. Some hypothetical situations, 
presented for consideration, and a list of remin- 
ders conclude this handbook. (PD) 
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This paper provides a background of the major 
issues and concerns associated with the concept 
of competency-based teacher education (CBTE). 
The tenor of the literature reviewed ranged from 
confidence in the concept as a catalyst for rebirth 
in teacher education to wi pessimism 
because of inadequate research to justify such a 
movement. This paper consists of five component 
parts: (a) “An Overview of Teacher Education,” 
which reveals the absence of any single best ap- 
proach to teacher education; (b) “Salient Fea- 
tures of CBTE,” which describes the competency 
strategy, (c) “Research and CBTE,” which 
denotes the weak knowledge base associated with 
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the movement; (d) “Evaluation and CBTE,” 
which divulges the rethinking needed in the 
evaluation phase; and (e) “‘Other Issues and Con- 
cerns.”” A sample list of teaching characteristics 
and behaviors, identified by a group of teacher 
trainers, concludes this papers. A 16-item bibliog- 
raphy is included. (Author) 
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This paper describes an experience that illus- 
trates how change can be facilitated through the 
cooperation of elementary school principals, col- 
lege supervisors, and interested classroom 
teachers. In the change strategy used, the elemen- 
tary school principal and the college supervisor 
combined forces and served as change agents. 
The school principal recruited teachers and in- 
volved the college supervisor in testing the learn- 
ing center model of instruction, while the 
teachers worked with the Principal and supervisor 
to introduce learning centers in their class and to 
work with student teachers throughout the school 
year. The learning center model includes class- 
room interest centers that enable several activi- 
ties to occur simultaneously. Teachers who were 
using learning centers were in their own section 
of the building. The teachers were involved from 
the beginning and took an active part in deter- 
mining how the learning centers could be adapted 
to their classrooms. Seminars were held with 
cooperating and student teachers and provided 
teachers with additional information to meet their 
needs and with a feeling of support. Classes were 
also held giving university credit and focused on 
problems outlined by teachers. According to the 
author, this experience indicates that with an in- 
terested principal and college personnel who are 
willing to work in the schools, new innovations 
can be effectively tested under the practical con- 
ditions of classroom teaching with benefit to both 
the public schools and the college. (PD) 
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The Life-Involvement Model (LIM) Project 

consisted of four major thrusts: a school-based 

operational program; a university-based, but field- 
centered, preservice teacher education program; 

a school-based in-service teacher education pro- 

gram; and curricular and instructional develop- 

mental work designed to support the above three 
operational programs and to move them forward 
in systematic and synergistic ways. The LIM is 
described in detail, emphasizing the major 
thrusts, district needs, research objectives, operat- 
ing descriptions, and program effectiveness. 
(MJM) 
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In a memorandum to the Chief of Planning and 
Program Development, Teacher Corps, the Pro- 
gram Development Specialist for the Pontiac 
Urban Corps in Oakland examines the role of the 
program development specialist. Although the 
program was successful in that 31 beginning 
teachers were placed and modules were 
developed in three discipline areas, the fact that 
the program development specialist served less 
than half-time limited the achievements of the 
program. Within the time limitations, the major 
facets of the program specialist’s role included 
serving as (a) module coordinator for reading 
and language arts, (b) demonstrator of desired 
teaching behaviors, and (c) manager of a feed- 
back system designed to provide significant team 
members with information for use in strengthen- 
ing the program. The drawbacks to the program 
caused by underfunding of the program spe- 
cialist’s position were that (a) close affiliation 
with the staff was precluded; (b) development of 
an overall management system was severely ham- 
pered; and (c) field testing and evaluation of 
modules developed during the course of the pro- 
ject were inadequate. (HMD) 
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This speech outlines the programs, practices, 
and policies of public education that help or 
hamper ethnic diversification of curriculum. It 
also examines curriculum assumptions from 
which the programs, practices, and policies have 
emerged. Studies are utilized as a support base 
throughout the speech with references presented 
at the end. While the author concludes that the 
content of an ethnically diverse program should 
pervade the entire curriculum, he stresses that 
the prior sin of exclusion should not be com- 
pounded by the sin of careless inclusion. 
Generalizations about any ethnic group and 
stereotypes, the author states, are not to be 
desired. Implications about teacher education 
pervade the speech. A 10-item bibliography is in- 
cluded. (Author/JA) 
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This initial systematic management design for 
Teacher Corps, Cycle V, at the University of 
Southern California’s School of Education covers 
the entire two years of the program. The docu- 
ment contains objectives stated in measurable 
terms, graphic representations of activities (flow 
charts and time sequence charts), key decision 
points to attain the objectives, and a scheduling 
of who is responsible for each activity. Among 
the major objectives for the program are the fol- 
lowing: (a) to train interns in depth to understand 
delinquent youth in the educational process; (b) 
to acquire accreditation for each intern; (c) to 
award a master’s degree to each intern; ae to 
establish learning centers as competency based 
experimental modules in the schools; (e) to 
create community related adjunct groups; (f) to 
develop new relationships between correctional 
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schools and inner-city schools; and (g) to field- 
train cooperating teachers to work more effec- 
tively with delinquent youth. A list of regularized 
procedures concludes the model. It is stated that 
the design is constant in its evaluation and revi- 
sion and is the first phase of refinement and 
redevelopment at present. (Author/JA) 
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The Southwest Minnesota State College 
Teacher Education Program for 1971-72 is 
described in this handbook for students in ele- 
mentary education. The curriculum is organized 
into competency packages (ComPacs) which are 
classified according to five steps, including speci- 
fying objectives; selecting, preparing, and using 
appropriate materials, activities, and reinforce- 
ments for the learner; determining conditions of 
the learner in relation to the specified objectives; 
organizing and managing a variety of learning en- 
vironments which promote personalized instruc- 
tion; and evaluating procedures to determine if 
mastery of the educational objectives has been 
achieved. Specific information regarding the or- 
ganization of the program, grading practices, and 
ancillary courses is presented. (MJM) 
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The Salem Teacher Education Model (STEM) 
is a cooperative endeavor by Salem College, West 
Virginia, in partnership with the Harrison County 
Teacher Education Center and four West Vir- 
ginia Public School Systems to design the best 
possible educational opportunities for pre-student 
teachers, student teachers, and teachers in West 
Virginia. STEM was designed to contribute 
toward a solution of the recruitment-retention 
problem, to utilize and maximize the talents of 
the students, and to build a more comprehensive 
teacher education program. The curriculum 
design is a totally modular, professional, laborato- 
ry- and field-oriented model encompassing a 
complete preservice screening device, cocurricu- 
lar minimodular experiences, and an accountabili- 
ty instrument for evaluation purposes. The objec- 
tives of the program can be placed in four goal 
categories: (a) providing diagnostic, laboratory, 
field, and clinical experiences for the pre-student 
teacher with emphasis on the practical aspects of 
teaching; (b) providing preservice experiences for 
the student teacher with emphasis on experimen- 
tal and innovative programs; (c) encouraging per- 
sonal enrichment through a series of intermittent 
miniclinical experiences; (d) following through in 
a prog that ists of a component to help 
new teachers face and solve beginning teacher 
problems; and (e) providing a school services 
am for cooperating school systems 
emphasizing skill development for public school 
teachers. (Author/HMD) 
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This learning component provides interns with 
insight into the dynamics of black culture and the 
ghetto cycle syndrome, develops positive attitudes 
toward black people and black culture as 
reflected in the behaviors of black people, and 
relates this knowledge and information to the un- 
derstanding of. other cultures. Activities within 
the component emphasize the black family, eco- 
political systems, discrimination against black 
people, human demoralization, and untapped 
resources. Two modules are presented, culture 
and the black family, with learning activities 
bibliographies, and flow charts. (MJM) 
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This competency-based teacher education com- 
ponent emphasizes a systematic process that 
starts with the identification of a behavior unique 
to a learner and that ends with the identification 
of the cultural factors that cause the behavior. A 
sample module, diagnosing cultural behaviors re- 
lated to the concept of family, is presented with 
an outline of two enabling activities, dealing with 
authority and authority figures and with compli- 
ments and reprimands. Four basic steps are sug- 
gested to complete the module: (a) identify the 
behavior; (b) identify all possible sources of in- 
formation, (c) select the means of gathering in- 
formation, then complete the investigation; and 
(d) make a decision based on the information. 
Background information concerning the historical 
and intellectual presence of Mexican Americans 
is presented. (MJM)

This document presents a listing of competen- 
cies taken from the Master of Arts in Teaching 
list. The listing is presented in the form of a 
questionnaire giving the respondent the opportu- 
nity to indicate the degree of importance of each 
competence on the Bachelor of Arts level. Com- 
petencies are listed according to planning, in- 
teracting with students, evaluating student 
progress, analyzing, teaching, developing the cur- 
riculum, interpersonal competencies, sociocul- 
tural competencies, and professional competen- 
cies.

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This handbook for student teachers and 
teacher education center faculty members ex- 
plains the purposes of field experiences in the 
teacher education program of Southwest Min- 
nesota State College (SMSC), outlines suggested 
behaviors for the people directly involved in the 
program, and answers some common questions. 
Some general information concerning student 
teaching is presented, and the roles of the student 
teacher, the center faculty, the center coordina- 
tor, the coordinating committee, and the division 
of education faculty are defined.

Teacher education institutions are forced to 

come to grips with the role which their students 

play if a strike occurs in a school district in which 
their students are engaged in practi ex- 
periences. The results of a survey of Wisconsin 
teacher education institutions indicate the impact 

of the work stoppage policy of the Wisconsin Im- 

provement Program (WIP), a consortium of 

teacher education institutions in that state. (The 

WIP policy is presented in its entirety along with 

concepts from other policies identified in the sur- 

vey. Relevant literature is also reviewed.) Most 
apparent in the Wisconsin work stoppage policies 
is the lack of consideration for the constitutional 
rights of teacher education students. (Author/JA)

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All six groups evaluated the videotaped per- 
formance of sophomores involved in a 
microteaching assignment. The results of the col- 
lected data showed significant correlations 
between evaluations made by five 9th-grade stu- 
dents and by students in both a 9th-grade class 
and a senior high school class from different 
schools within the same district. Low correlations 
were found between evaluations by the five 9th- 
graders and graduate students, public school 
teachers and professors.

This UUTEP handbook, prepared during the 
1972-73 school year, covers background of the 
local program; general policies regarding 
behavioral expectations, attendance policies, and 
courses required; organizational structure; roles 
of participants; evaluation procedures; communi- 
ty resources; and sources of additional informa- 
tion. (MJM) 
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Identifiers—*Teacher Corps, Vermont 
Growing from an intense interest in community 
control of education in the mid-1960s, the Na- 
tional Teacher Corps indicated that its programs 
must reflect shared decision making at the local 
level. More specifically, guidelines for programs 
stipulated that parents, representatives of the 
local community, state educational personnel, 
higher education personnel, professional associa- 
tion representatives, teachers, and administrators 
be involved in collaborative decision making. The 
suggested vehicle for involvement was identified 
as the “‘school-community council.” Unfortunate- 
ly, guidelines were vague with respect to the na- 
ture of the involvement at the local level. Time 
limitations, bureaucratic “red tape,” and the 
composition of the local steering committee to in- 
clude individuals whose needs are often at odds 
with each other have compounded the problem. 
What can be done to make these groups more ef- 
fective? Collaboration seems to de 
deal on the clarity with which eac 
laborators understands his or her own goals to 
program design. In addition, a firm resolution by 
communities and colleges not to sell their own 
opportunity to design effective programs for a 
few dollars will carry a message that real col- 
laboration begins with people. (JA) 
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Identifiers—*Learning Modules 
This packet is concerned with the problem of 
choosing and writing educational goals and objec- 
tives and the determination of goal achievement 
with emphasis on: (a) the determining valid goals 
and objectives; (b) stating goals and objectives in 
terms that are measurable; and (c) measuring the 
achievement of goals and objectives. Section one 
reviews making an assessment of needs and 
selecting those needs relevant to the school. Sec- 
tion two aids in classifying educational objectives 
and stating them in measurable terms, while sec- 
tion three reviews relating content, objectives, 
and test items and selecting evaluative instru- 
ments. (MJM) 
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This skill laboratory provides a technique for 
problem definition and alternative methods to 
gather pertinent data that surrounds a given situa- 
tion. Seven skills are discussed including Kauf- 
man’s tri-level needs assessment model, inter- 
group building, organizational slice, force field 
analysis, brainstorming, problem definition, and 
conflict resolution. Alternate modes of behavior 
for strategizing conflict resolution are listed, and 
skill practice exercises and an opinionnaire are 
included. (MJM) 
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Identifiers—*Cooperative Urban Teacher Educa- 
tion Program 
The Cooperative Urban Teacher Education 
(CUTE) program enrolled 295 volunteer teachers 
in their senior year of college and trained them 
for one semester in an inner-city school. The pro- 
gram, operating from the fall of 1967 through 
spring 1970, included three components: sociolo- 
gy, mental health, and teacher education. The 
1971 follow-up study of the CUTE program col- 
lected employment data from the 295 CUTE and 
231 comparison graduates. Data indicated that a 
significantly greater proportion of the female 
graduates of the CUTE Program teach in inner- 
city schools and plan to teach in the inner-city 
schools in the future. A significantly greater pro- 
portion of male CUTE graduates remain in the 
inner-city school. Subjective comments indicate 
CUTE graduates consider the training program to 
be a valuable teaching experience. (MJM) 
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This document describes the reasoning behind 

the: (a) selection and ordering of objectives, (b) 

choice of commercial materials, and (c) prepara- 

tion of materials for an individually prescribed 
mathematics curriculum. General considerations 
and objective selection for individualization are 
reviewed for the selection of objectives. General 
considerations, variety and change of perspective, 
task complexity, student tolerance, effect of in- 
dividualization, and changes for present operation 
are reviewed in the discussion concerning the or- 
dering of objectives. The choice of commercial 
materials is discussed in relation to general con- 
siderations, considerations due to individualiza- 
tion, and present use. Finally, the preparation of 
materials is reviewed based on general and in- 
dividualization considerations, updating princi- 
ples, organization of materials, testing, and 
materials and testing used for individualization.

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Identifiers—* Positive Reinforcement Observation 
Schedule 
A project designed to increase positive teacher 
actions utilized five fifth-grade teachers as sub- 
jects. Each of the five teachers was observed 
teaching on five different days; each observation 
was conducted approximately one week apart for 
a period of 30 minutes. The first two observations 
provided baseline data since the teachers were 
not aware of the observational or training 
procedures. Training procedures, following the 
initial observations, taught 10 categories of posi- 
tive action by means of setting specific goals, 
recording self behavior, observing a model, and 
using feedback from classroom observations. 
Results obtained from the Positive Reinforcement 
Observation Schedule indicated an increase of 
positive teacher actions from 30 to 50 percent. 
This represented an increase of 22 percent in 
positive teacher actions. (MJM) 
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Team teaching consists of four major types of 
teams emerging in the public school staffing pat- 
terns: (a) interdisciplinary groupings of teachers 
with diversified specialties; (b) groupings of 
teachers with instructional aides, ‘ paraprofes- 
sionals, and volunteers; (c) teams focusing on 
specific subject matter areas and related curricu- 
lum development endeavors; and (d) groupings of 
teachers and other specialized auxiliary person- 
nel. This annotated bibliography reviews selected 
literature focusing on the various aspects of team 
teaching in the public schools. Twenty-eight cita- 
tions are listed in alphabetical order. (MJM) 
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Scale 
This investigation developed and validated a 
simulation device to measure a teacher’s ability 
to identify verbal and nonverbal emotions ex- 
pressed by a student. The instrument, Teacher 
Affective Sensitivity Scale (TASS), consisted of 
videotaped excerpts of teacher-learner interac- 
tions from actual and simulated episodes. Each 
simulation excerpt was accompanied by two mul- 
tiple-choice items. The subjects, preservice and 
in-service teachers and counseling practicum stu- 
dents, selected the answer from each multiple- 
choice that they believed most accurately 
described the affective state of the pupil viewed 
on the screen. Assessments of scale reliability; 
scale construct; and predictive, concurrent, and 
content validity were made. Based on the results 
of the tests of reliability, it was concluded that 
the current form of the TASS can be used as a 
research tool but not as an instrument for in- 
dividual appraisal. Because the subject groups 
employed to obtain validity assessments did not 
experience a treatment specifically designed to 
increase levels of affective sensitivity, it was 
recommended that further validation studies be 
made. (MJM) 
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Identifiers—* Learning Modules 
This learning package is designed to assist the 

teacher in understanding and dealing with class- 
room discipline. Tasks are presented to encom- 
pass knowledge, comprehension, vicarious appli- 
cation, and practical application. Knowledge- 
based tasks define the term discipline and review 
nine theoretical principles relevant to resolution 
of common discipline problems. Comprehension 
tasks identify discipline problems relevant to each 
of the nine principles within the context of 
printed case studies and role playing scenes. 
Case-posed discipline problems and role-played 
resolutions are utilized in the vicarious applica- 
tion segment. Finally, practical application is ac- 
complished by identifying and applying ap- 
propriate theoretical principles to discipline 
problems which occur in context of extended 
laboratory experience. (MJM) 
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Identifiers—* Learning Modules 
Small-group instruction is designed to develop 
group and individual interaction of all students. 
This learning module presents three groups of ac- 
tivities which should maximize small-group effec- 
tiveness. These activities are categorized accord-

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struction, organization of the small group, and 
pointers for effective small-group instruction. A 
module pre- and post-test are presented in addi- 
tion to self-tests for each activity grouping.

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Protocol materials are designed to supplement 
abstract presentation of concept and principles 
relating to the understanding and interpretation 
of the behavior of pupils, parents, fellow 
teachers, and others with whom teachers work. 
The instructional materials listed in this catalog 
are protocol materials, classified by subject area 
and title. Subject areas are educational psycholo- 
gy, language, literature, reading, social sciences, 
and teaching competencies. The agency/institu- 
tion that has developed the material is also listed. 
Classification by title is done alphabetically and 
by entry number. Each entry provides title of the 
protocol, concept, description of the content, 
order code, context of grade level, media, color, 
time, and availability.

for educational evaluation. Evaluation and 

research differ in many areas, including purpose, 
methods, goals, groups, and desired outcomes. 

Research is strictly controlled, has the purpose of 

gathering information and making generalizations 

about completed studies or events. Evaluation is 

a process asking for feedback from groups as 

they exist, not under controlled conditions. 

Evaluation seeks specifics that show what is hap- 

pening in an event while research explains causes. 
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Included in the data based on results of scores 

taken from tests scored at Educational Records 

Bureau for its ind dent school bers in the 

fall 1971, spring 1972, fall 1972, and spring 1973 

testing programs, are tables which present the 

distribution of class medians with corresponding 

percentile ranks at each score interval. The “F’’, 

or frequency column, in each table reveals the 

number of classes having a median score falling 
at each particular interval on the score scale. Ad- 
ditional information in in this group of tables in- 
cludes the number of class medians available for 
the distribution, the first and third quartile scores, 
and the range of median scores included in the 
distribution, showing the highest and the lowest 
scores.

The Pennsylvania Department of Education 
suggests a scheme of what a school district might 
do in the way of preassessment publicity, concur- 
rent publicity, and postassessment publicity re- 
garding Educational Quality Assessment (EQA) 
reports. A case study is presented of a hypotheti- 
cal school district with five elementary schools, 
two junior highs, and a senior high which 
received eight EQA reports. The presentations 
are suggestive, not prescriptive. Sample releases, 
letters to parents, memos to teachers, statements 
to pupils, etc. are provided as examples of these 
different methods of information dissemination. 
(Author/RC) 
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Identifiers—*General Aptitude Test Battery 
Research which resulted in the development of 
the Specific Aptitude Test Battery for use in 
selecting inexperienced or untrained individuals 
for training as ward clerks is described. Occupa- 
tional norms in terms of minimum qualifying 
scores for the aptitude measures which predict 
job performance were established. The General 
Aptitude Test Battery and a descriptive rating 
scale completed by supervisors were administered 
to 5 males and 180 females employed as ward 
clerks by various hospitals throughout the 
country. Final norms were derived on the basis of 
a comparison of the degree to which trial norms 
consisting of various combinations of aptitudes, at 
trial cutting scores, differentiated between 64 
percent of the sample considered to be good wor- 
kers and 36 percent considered to be poor wor- 
kers. Cutting scores of 75 in general learning 
ability, 75 in numerical aptitude, 95 in clerical 
perception, and 85 in motor coordination pro- 
vided the best standard of evaluation. Statistical 
data, names of hospitals participating, job 
description, and supervisor’s rating scale are in- 
cluded. (SM) 
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An outline for the total scheme of evaluation in 
a school district is presented for administrators. 
Evaluation of programs, teachers, students, and 
materials used in classrooms is discussed with 
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respect to identification, data collection, and 
decision-making. This booklet begins with a sum- 
mary and a chart that is intended to help an ad- 
ministrator identify the present status of evalua- 
tion in his school district. The chart is intended 
to be suggestive rather than exhaustive. The sum- 
mary is followed by an explanation of each step 
in each of the four aforementioned areas. 
(Author/RC) 
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The definition and purposes of evaluation are 

explained in this booklet addressed to members 
of boards of education. Evaluation provides infor- 
mation to the school board enabling them to 
make decisions about goals, personnel, adminis- 
trators, and programs. Some guidelines are of- 
fered regarding responsibility in personnel and 
student evaluation. (SM) 
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Research determined the effectiveness of au- 
tomobile simulators in fostering the safe opera- 
tion of automobiles. A 20-hour driver improve- 
ment course was administered to 238 licensed 
drivers at Fort Lewis, Washington. Approximately 
half of the trainees received a program taught en- 
tirely by conventional methods, while the other 
half received a program of similar content but in- 
cluding eight hours of simulator instruction. 
Results of specially constructed tests indicated 
that simulators were superior to conventional 
media for developing good driving habits but 
were no more effective in teaching driving 
knowledges or influencing driver attitudes. It was 
concluded that, while simulation represents a 
potentially valuable means of improving driver 
habits and skills, substantial modification of cur- 
rent simulator equipment and film is needed to 
attain this potential. (Author) 
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Performance based education requires that 
some authority establish criterion guidelines. 
State involvement in setting these guidelines va- 
ries widely along a continuum. This guide is 
designed to be read primarily by legislators and 
state education personnel. Its purpose is to pro- 
vide assistance to agencies considering the 
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development of performance-based teacher edu- 
cation programs and certification policies. The 
emphasis is on management systems and how 
they can most effectively formulate plans and im- 
plement them to attain goals. Different states as- 
sume varying responsibility in the regulation of 
teacher competency, curriculum development, 
and educational goals. Management plans neces- 
sitate development of a management goal, objec- 
tives and information on events that includes ac- 
tivities, the group responsible, estimated comple- 
tion date, and estimated cost. Many examples il- 
luminate the ideas discussed, and addresses for 
further resource information are included. (SM) 
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Improvement of the student learning ex- 

perience necessitates teacher evaluation. Evalua- 

tion optimally is an on-going process, involving 
the teacher as an active participant and decision- 
maker. Information is gathered and compared 
with pre-established criteria, resulting in decisions 
to modify techniques as necessary. Evaluative 
criteria are established precisely and jointly by 

both teacher and evaluator, usually concerning a 

few major objectives. The question of who will 

evaluate becomes less threatening to a teacher 
when it is understood that evaluation is intended 
as a helping instrument. (SM) 
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Recently, behavioral scientists have examined 

interpersonal manipulation and its effects on in- 

dividuals, groups, and society. Richard Christie's 
description of the Machiavellian personality 
orientation highlights the behaviors of those in- 
dividuals who are highly successful manipulators 
of others. Scanning some Machiavellian works for 
items to tap the construct, a pool of 71 was con- 
structed by Christie and an attempt is made here 
to investigate the factorial structure of 

Machiavellianism using the original 71 items. The 

questionnaire (Mach II) was administered to 

three student samples; each item scored by a 

seven point Likert type scale. The aim was on 

generalizing to a universe of items from a sample 

of items. An alpha factor analysis yielded a 24 

factor solution. Only those factors which ac- 

counted for 2 percent of the variance or more 
were retained; the others were assumed to be in- 
consequential. Data suggest that the dimensions 
which Christie assigned a priori to the items in 

Mach II are not factorially independent nor do 

the results of the present study approximate such 

a theoretical point of view. Reasons for the dis- 

crepancy in results are postulated. (RC) 
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Learning 
Several tenets of mastery learning were ex- 
amined in this study in the context of college 
level instruction. When students learn for mas- 
tery: (1) retention test scores should exhibit small 
variability and should be unrelated to aptitude; 
(2) test items which are classified into high and 
low cognitive behavior subscales should be unre- 
lated to aptitude. The first tenet was partially 
supported as the relationship between retention 
and aptitude was uniformly low across three units 
of instruction, and variability of retention tests 
was not restricted. No relationship between per- 
formance on both high and low cognitive sub- 
scales and aptitude was observed. (Author) 
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This symposium focuses on the development 
and uses of a comprehensive evaluation system 
within a long-term research and development 
project in primary education. Issues and problems 
associated with this development over the past 
four years are discussed. These issues and 
problems include: (1) eudcational accountability; 
(2) parent participation, (3) instrument develop- 
ment, (4) psychological and sociological concerns 
of those evaluated, (5) computer uses and feed- 
back lag, (6) relationship of evaluation to the ob- 
jectives of the program, and (7) uses of both 
process and product evaluation data in program 
improvement. The process of developing a 
responsive evaluation system to be discussed pro- 
vides a comprehensive case history of a prag- 
matic effort to use scientific procedures in the 
improvement of educational opportunities for 
young child The prog used to demon- 
strate this development process is one of 22 Fol- 
low Through programs. The particular program is 
called ‘“‘The Parent Supported Application of the 
Behavior Oriented Prescriptive Teaching Ap- 
proach.” (Author) 
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Two important processes in the acquisition of 
visually presented information are the ability to 
maintain discrete perceptual events as separate in 
time and the ability to abstract information from 
brief exposures. Five phenomena were measured 
which appear to reflect these abilities. Critical 
Flicker Frequency (CFF) is the intermittency rate 
at which flashes of light fuse to yield the visual 
sensation of continuous light. Temporal Nu- 
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d when a specific 
number of f flashes are exposed at a given rate and 
the number reported is compared with the 
number presented. Spatial Numerosity involves 
estimates of the number of dots in a briefly ex- 
posed pattern. Word Recognition involves recog- 
nizing five letter words that are briefly exposed. 
Temporal Integration involves presenting two 
halves of words or pictures in succession. The 
task is to combine them into a unitary whole. 
Eleven subjects were tested. Some subjects were 
consistently superior, others inferior, on these 
tasks. Some showed inconsistent results. Two cor- 
relations were significant at the .05 level: CFF 
versus Temporal Integration (rho .70) and Tem- 
poral Integration versus Temporal Numerosity 
(rho .63). All others were insignificant. It was 
suggested that CFF, Temporal Numerosity and 
Temporal Integration be investigated in relation 
to reading skills. (Author) 
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Data were collected from approximately 1,600 
teachers to get a statistical picture of Australian 
science teachers. Questionnaires provided infor- 
mation on sex, age, qualifications, experience, 
mobility, teaching conditions, lesson preparation, 
professional development, perceived syllabus 
freedom, and professional association affiliation. 
Results presented the average Australian science 
teacher as a 30-year-old male with 3.5 years terti- 
ary education, having studied physics, chemistry, 
and biology to the first year level. Teaching ex- 
perience was 8.5 years and mobility was rather 
high. Teachers spent 6.5 hours per week prepar- 
ing lessons and 4 hours marking tests. They felt 
need for refresher courses, read science journals 
occasionally, belonged to the state teachers union 
but had joined science teachers associations in 
only 40 percent of the cases. (SM)

Three major purposes of this investigation 

were: (1) to identify, evaluate, and adapt a stan- 

dardized instrument that may be used in the 
evaluation of Spanish-English bilingual preschool 
programs; (2) to compare the norms based on 
the standardization sample with those on a local 
sample; and (3) to identify an index of general 
development for the target group in terms of both 
local and original Minnesota Child Development 

Inventory (MCDI) norms. The sample included 

364 preschoolers of lower middle socioeconomic, 

Spanish-speaking families in a large metropolitan 

area in the Midwest. The results of the study in- 

dicate that, while the comprehensive nature of 
the MCDI warrants its use in similar programs, 
local norms especially suited to the specific popu- 
lation should be developed.

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With the implementation of the all volunteer

A collaborative relationship is 
proposed as an alternative, in which the training 
activities of universities and internship centers are 
seen as convergent rather than sequential, and 
universities and internship centers are related to 
each other through a closed loop feedback 
system. Assessment is conceived of as serving 
three different functions, and it is further 
proposed that allocation of responsibility for 
training in each of these functions between 
universities and internship centers should be 
based on the special facilities and competencies 
of their respective staffs. (Author)

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A student’s age, sex, aspiration, and ability 
were related to successful performance (50th per- 
centile or higher) on the College Level Examina- 
tion Program (CLEP) general examinations. 
Previous college credits and attendance status, as 
measured, did not seem to be important factors. 
Of the variables investigated, ability, as measured 
by the American College Test (ACT), seemed to 
have the strongest relationship to CLEP success. 
From the results obtained it was concluded that 
success on the general CLEP exams is dependent 
more on ability than previous experience. The 
high level performance by the younger students 
seemed to indicate that more recent exposure to 
formal education is related to success. 
(Author/SM) 
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d d markedly. The existence of the labora- 
tory changed training experiences and opportuni- 
ties. Psychologists were free to spend more time 
talking with the patient and to order appropriate 
tests, thus their roles as consultants and problem 
solvers was emphasized. The psychologist was 
also in a better position to get his information 
into the system early while decisions were still 
being made. One side effect caused by the ex- 
istence of the lab is that interns frequently do not 
consider it worthwhile to master projective test- 
ing techniques, but see the testing role as one ap- 
propriate for technicians, not professionals. 
Training requirements have shifted, from de- 
manding an intern to demonstrate ability in the 
use of tests to today’s requirement that they be 
able to evaluate clinical problems and formulate 
appropriate intervention. This training model has 
met the needs of the interns and staff and the de- 
mands of the setting. (Author/SM) 
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Followup studies of released offenders in the 
community have frequently provided poor indices 
of recidivism because of their failure to dis- 
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cr bet different kinds of violations 
and adjustment to the community. To develop a 
new criterion for measuring recidivism, informa- 
tion on the postrelease behavior of 142 adult 
male felons was gathered over an 18.5 month 
period after their release. The new criterion the 
Law Encounter Severity Scale (LESS), consisted 
of 38 categories, ranking in a continuum of 
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severity from no violations to conviction of a 
felony. The scale was then grouped into five basic 
clusters of violations. Comparisons betwecn the 
LESS and the Environmental Deprivation Scale 
(EDS) and the Maladaptive Behavior Record 
(MBR) showed the LESS to be an effective 
criterion for assessing individual law violations. A 
copy of the LESS with sample distributions is in- 
cluded in the appendix. (SM) 
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The Maladaptive Behavior Record (MBR) 
analyzes and Predicts criminal behavior. Its 16 
items yield a score indicating the degree of 
maladaptive behavior in the areas of occupation, 
interpersonal relationships, addiction, psychologi- 
cal adjustment, and legal and other behavioral 
problems. The MBR was used in two longitudinal 
followup studies to analyze criminal behavior and 
assess the effects of institutional treatment on the 
postrelease adjustment of released offenders, par- 
ticularly in terms of law encounters and recidiv- 
ism. Data on 119 prison releasees were used to 
validate the MBR against the law Encounter 
Severity Scale (LESS), a criterion for criminal 
behavior that ranges from no law encounters to 
return to prison for a life sentence. The predic- 
tive accuracy of the total score is 70 percent for 
all cases and about 85 percent for outlying 
groups and scores. In addition to validity, the 
consistemcy and reliability of the MBR are high. 
The MBR yielded moderate to substantial cor- 
relation with two other instruments, the Environ- 
mental Deprivation Scale (EDS) and the Weekly 
Activity Report (WAR). (Author/SM) 
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Identifiers—* National Longitudinal Surveys 
This volume discussed the research methodolo- 

gy used in the National Longitudinal Surveys of 
Labor Market Ecperience (NLS). The survey stu- 
died employment market conditions for four 
groups in the labor force: men, aged 45-59; 
women, aged 30-44; young men, aged 14-24; and 
young women, aged 14-24. Data were collected 
on 20,000 individuals over a five year period. 
This information included work experience, 
unemployment, commuting costs, socioeconomic 
variables, marital and family status, job attitudes 
and aspirations, environmental variables, and 
financial considerations. Data collection was per- 
formed by use of interview and questionnaire. In- 
formation on access to NLS data tapes and 
descriptions of their terminology and filing 
systems were included. (SM) 
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A guide for developing educational criterion 

measures is presented. Subjective evaluations are 
at best highly variable and conflicting. Specifica- 
tion of objectives precedes selection of criterion 
measures. The criterion measures presented are 
i ded for e ion of programs, not pupils. 
Frequently multiple criterion measures are neces- 
sary to effectively evaluate a given program. 
Criterion measures can be derived from either 
learner behavior or learner products such as test 
results. Conditions under which these measures 
are observed may be either natural or manipu- 
lated conditions, the latter being common. Ab- 
solute and relative criteria each serve separate 
functions. Absolute criteria rate performance in 
terms of specific instructional objectives. Relative 
c.iteria compare an individual’s performance to 
that of the other pupils. All of these variables in 
criteria may be combined in different ways to 
produce the most valid and effective measures for 
evaluating a particular program. (SM) 
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The meaning of evaluation and the steps neces- 

sary to implement it are explained to parents in 

this booklet. The purposes and methods of 
evaluating student progress, teacher capability, 
programs, and school and community goals are 
related to improvement of the educational ex- 

perience as a whole. Decision making is always a 

result of the data collection and evaluation 

process. This process can be applied to any par- 
ticular area or subtopic within the educational 
framework. (SM) 
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Unified organizational systems with integrated 
information systems are required to deliver effec- 
tive referral and remedial services to children 
who are experiencing learning problems. How- 
ever, such organized systems do not exist widely 
enough in our schools. The purpose of the pro- 
ject was to develop a consensually derived data- 
referral system for delivering educational services 
in a model school district through the application 
of systems analysis and design techniques. In 
cooperation with educational personnel from the 
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model school district, the authors carried out a 
four-phase system projected over a two year 
period. The result of the project was the develop- 
ment of a data-referral system entitled the 
Problem Oriented Educational Record which was 
accepted and implemented in the model school 
district on a regular basis. Checklists and progress 
chart are included in the appendix. (Author/SM) 
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Identitiers—Physician Performance Rating Scale 
Ninety-eight medical students rated themselves 
and their fellow students using the Physician Per- 
formance Rating Scale (PPRS). Two factors were 
studied: a knowledge factor (judgement, ability) 
and a relationship factor (appearance, interper- 
sonal relationships, ability to communicate). Re- 
liability between peer and self ratings was signifi- 
cant but low. Students rated themselves generally 
lower than did their peers, especially in interper- 
sonal skills. Peer ratings were highly significantly 
related to grade actually attained. The relation- 
ship factor was inversely related to grade out- 
come. (SM) 
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Various defintions of creativity are reviewed 
and classified according to the relative emphasis 
that each places on the product, the process, and 
the personal experience of creativity. The assess- 
ments of creative products are usually unreliable 
because of the problem of defining what is crea- 
tive. Attempts at assessing the creative process 
fall roughly into two categories: (1) attitudinal 
phenomena during the creative orocess and (2) 
creativity as ability. Attempts at assessing the 
creative person have relied on elaborate per- 
sonality tests. Although not developed specifically 
for studying the creative person, they do present 
some consistent characteristics among creative 
persons. Past background and the current en- 
vironment have been studied by other 
researchers. This approach has implications for 
of performance, but little use 
in evaluating school programs trying to promote 
creativity. Therefore, the selection of measures of 
creativity must depend on the way in which infor- 
mation is to be used. No one approach is 
completely adequate, and perhaps several ap- 
proaches should be used _ simultaneously. 
(Author/SM) 
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Visual and auditory stimuli were presented to 
children to measure symbol processing abilities. 
Slides which required matching the similarities in 
two objects in a group of three were presented. 
At times the matching criteria varied between 
function, color, and form. Reaction time was 
quicker when matching by color than by func- 
tion, which was faster than when matching was 
done by form. An unconscious preference for 
matching by form was exhibited due to longer 
reaction times. Fatigue had a greater influence on 
performance among poor readers than among 
good readers. Familiarity with symbols facilitated 
synthesis of information especially when children 
used a robot monkcy device whose activities they 
could program by pressing symbol-coded buttons 
on a control console. Through this device, chil- 
dren learned to form whole chains of symbols 
together. (SM) 
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Children 
The purpose of the study was to determine if 
there were any differences in learning between 
graduate students taught to understand, ad- 
minister, and score the Wechsler Intelligence 
Scale for Children (WISC) by an independent 
study method as compared to those taught by a 
more traditional instructional procedure. The 
subjects were those students enrolled in two sec- 
tions of an individual intelligence testing course 
in the fall of 1973 at the University of New Mex- 
ico. The scores on two outcome measures--a cog- 
nitive examination and a performance examina- 
tion--were compared and an analysis of covari- 
ance procedure indicated no significant dif- 
ferences between the groups on both measures. 
The range of scores on both examinations (cogni- 
tive and performance) was larger for the experi- 
mental, or independent study, group. The number 
of WISC tests administered by the experimental 
group correlated significantly with both cognitive 
examination scores and pac rea ape oer 
averages. A significant cor 
between the number of protocols handed in for 
evaluation and the cognitive examination scores 
of the experimental group. (Author) 
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This study described the initial development of 
a Committee Role Rating Scale (CRRS) and a 
Conference Role Semantic Differential (CRSD) 
as measures of these specific roles common to 
administrators at all educational levels. Although 
the CRRS showed general construct validity, the 
small amount of common variance accounted for 
by the factors and the low internal consistency 
reliability of the initial form of CRRS indicate a 
need for further development before nonresearch 
use. Because it is further developed than the 
CRRS, the CRSD showed greater construct 
validity, and a factor structure which accounts for 
more common variance. In addition, the CRSD 
has an acceptable internal consistency reliability 
of .86 and the general stability of its factors over 
time has been demonstrated. However, the inter- 
nal consistency reliability of the factors should be 
increased by adding related scales to permit diag- 
nostic use of factor scores. Scale substitutions or 
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modifications should be made, also, to further in- 
crease the independence of the factors before this 
instrument is used widely. (Author/SM)

The Committee Role Rating Scale (CRRS) is a 
device for evaluating performance as a member 
of a committee. Rating is done on 12 aspects of 
behavior, each one being rated along a five point 
continuum from always to never.

The Conference Role Semantic Differential 

(CRSD) is a behavior rating scale for evaluation 

of individual staff member behavior in a con- 

ference. Part 1 of the 12 item draft and the 15 

item revised version contains personal behavior 

characteristics to be rated along a seven point 

continuum. Part 2 contains two open-ended 

questions asking what is most contributive to the 

particular member's effectiveness and what needs 

the most improvement. (SM) 
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Preliminary research testing the reliability and 
the validity of the “Thinking About My School” 
(TAMS) instrument is reported, and extensive 
data and analyses are included for the benefit of 
those who wish to do further evaluative work. In- 
structions for scoring and appropriate conditions 
for administering TAMS to students with low 
reading skills and little experience with self-report 
measures are described. TAMS was tried out with 
approximately 280 students, of which 64, 
identified as leaders, were studied intensively. 
The validity of these 64 students’ scores was 
tested by means of self-concept inventories, mea- 
sures of power, teacher ratings of behavior, 
sociometrics, formal observations of behavior, 
and academic achievement scores. The 64 stu- 
dent leaders had been identified by their teachers 
as either positive or negative in their attitudes 
toward school. TAMS results confirmed the re- 
ported differences. However, it appeared that 
conclusions about reliability and validity could 
not be made until the instrument has been used 
with samples from other populations. (Author) 
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Identifiers—TAMS, *Thinking About My School 
“Thinking About My School” (TAMS) is a 47- 

item inventory designed to measure student per- 

ceptions of the school environment. It was con- 

structed for use with fourth, fifth, and sixth grade 

pupils in a “distressed” school. Subjects respond 

to statements about their school on a four-point 

scale ranging from “Not at all” to “All the time.” 

The items are grouped to form four theoretical 

scales: Power, Social Relations, Work, and 

Teachers. Additional items assess Liking for 

School in general. (Author)

The Social Science Observation Record 
(SSOR) is an interaction analysis-systematic ob- 
servation scheme enabling users to engage in in- 
teraction analysis as a descriptive record. Pilot 
studies suggest that the knowledge of the system 
enables pre-service social studies teachers (using 
microteaching simulation) to modify their own 
behavior in directions toward which they feel 
positive. The system also provides a conceptual 
model linking cognitive, affective, and manage- 
ment dimensions of social studies inquiry. The 
SSOR contains seventeen categories, four realms, 
twelve sub-matrices, and six segments of “wait 
time.”” Realm I contains five categories stressing 
verbal behaviors related to learning subject 
matter. Five other categories of verbal statements 
(Realm III) stress the meaning of human ex- 
perience, knowledge, values, thought, and 
behavior for man. A third set of five categories 
(Realm II) stresses verbal statements through 
which social inquiry can be influenced and 
managed. The sixteenth category provides for ‘‘- 
wait time” and the seventeenth records descrip- 
tive noise. Together, these two categories com- 
prise Realm IV of the SSOR. (Author/RC)

Systematic and reliable feedback are critical 
elements of microteaching. One system whereby 
pre-service and in-service teachers may obtain 
systematic and_ reliable feedback during 
microteaching is called the Social Science Obser- 
vation Record (SSOR).

Men who either had delayed postsecondary 
schooling after leaving high school or had inter- 
rupted postsecondary matriculation achieved 
fewer years of total schooling than those who ex- 
perienced continuous enrollment, controlling for 
socioeconomic origins, educability, and aspira- 
tions. Moreover, men undertaking nonregular 
(noncollege) forms of postsecondary schooling 
completed fewer (certification) years of school 
than did college enrollees, after taking into ac- 
count differential periods of school attendance 
and the varying social origins, educabilities, and 
aspirations of these men. For men who completed 
equivalent levels of education, the college 
matriculant secured a more prestigious first full- 
time job than did the nonregular school graduate. 

While educational discontinuities had no net im- 

pact on within-occupation earnings differences, 

men who had been age-grade retarded in high 

school earned less annually ($2,440) than did 

their statistical counterparts. (Author/JM) 
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Too much of the debate over the five-year, 30 

billion dollar program of State and Local 

Assistance has focussed on its presumed or 

theoretical impact. Too little has dealt with what 

actually happens when the quarterly Treasury 
checks arrive at the local level. Local-level stu- 
dies that are under way concentrate heavily on 
the fiscal impact of revenue sharing, but at least 
three other issues are of major concern: the 
amount and quality of citizen involvement in 
GRS decision making; the efficacy of mandated 
protections against discrimination; and, the extent 
to which GRS is being used to meet the needs of 
the poor and near poor. In order to clarify such 
issues the National Revenue Sharing Project has 
conducted an intensive, 18-month survey of GRS 
in some 60 localities. The survey was carried out 
by local members of three organizations. The 
citizen monitors worked from a very detailed, de- 
manding survey instrument. They collected com- 
prehensive demographic and budget data, looked 
into oe ig oy files and relevant documents, and 
of 30 interviews with 
elected officials, department heads, media 
representatives, and community leaders. Their 
submissions enable us to make important 
judgments as to how the GRS program is working 
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at the local level. The present report covers the 
resuits of the project survey of 26 medium and 
large cities and seven urban/suburban counties.

Israel is a society with a considerable tradition 

of social planning and centralized decision mak- 
ing. The government, consequently, was in a posi- 
tion to undertake far-reaching decisions concern- 
ing population redistribution.

Society in the Delta region of Mississippi is still 

rigidly segregated. A vast social and economic 
gulf yawns between the dominant white and sub- 
ordinate black. Yet one group in Mississippi, a 
“third race,” the Chinese, has managed to leap 
that chasm. This book focuses on the causes of 
their changes in status, the processes by which it 
came about, and the opposition it engendered. 
Following an introductory chapter, Chapter 2 ar- 
gues that the concentration and economic success 
of the Chinese groceries indicate that something 
was amiss in the segregation system. In turn, the 
economic advance of the Chinese made possible 
their later social rise, though not in any simple 
way. Chapters 3 and 4 define their earlier, near- 
black status and analyze the process by which 
they came to be defined almost white. Chapter 5 
observes that there was a great deal of opposition 
to the Chinese in the earlier parts of this century, 
and it continued to manifest itself whenever the 
minority attempted to break another social barri- 
er. Parallels between anti-Chinese and anti-Negro 
discrimination are assessed. As the Chinese rose 
in status, one group was left behind: those mem- 
bers who had married or lived common-law with 
black wives and families. These families are the 
subject of Chapter 6. The concluding chapter 
projects present trends and tries to assess the fu- 
ture of the group. (Author/JM) 
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This book describes and interprets several key 
experiences among blacks according to the varia- 
bles of time, age, sex, geographic location, vicis- 
situdes in the local community and larger society, 
level of achievement, and social class status. Spe- 
cial attention is given to experiences related to 
selected aspects and conditions characteristic of 
the black subculture. Among these are the chang- 
ing nature and tactics of the civil rights move- 
ment, leadership, the ghetto, poverty, the dis- 
tribution of power, religion, black nationalism, 
family life, education, and the black middle class. 
Data is presented from an extensive study con- 
ducted in New Orleans in 1968-69. Its main pur- 
pose was to gather data according to which an as- 
sessment could be made of the nature and extent 
to which the family and the school cooperated in 
the process of socializing the child. Two elemen- 
tary public schools in the black ghetto were 
chosen as the target area. All families with chil- 
dren enrolled in these two schools were included 
in the study.

Three interrelated research procedures were 
employed: the questionnaire, the interview 
schedule, and participant observation. There were 
about 2,000 pupils enrolled in the two schools, 
representing about 1,100 family units.

The Temple University Neighborhood Exten- 

sion Program (TUNE) got its start during a series 

of discussions among representatives of Temple 

University, the Model Cities Program, and the 

neighborhoods surrounding the university's North 

Philadelphia campus.

poverty in which many low income residents were

The World of Inquiry School (WOIS) derived 

its impetus from the wish to demonstrate that 

quality integrated urban education was both feasi- 
ble and practical. The aim was to create.a school 

in which the ethnic mix of the student body was a 

microcosm of the ethnic mix of the larger com- 

munity. In addition, a new organizational school 
system, modeled after the interest area format of 
informal British primary schools, was an integral 
part of the proposed educational plan. The school 
was funded as part of a larger federal project, 

Project UNIQUE, that was initiated by the Su- 

perintendent of the Rochester City Schools. The 

school was located in an inner city building in 

Rochester. The faculty was chosen for teaching 

skill, interest in innovative education, and for 

special knowledge and skills such as art, science, 
and manual arts. In planning the school, rooms 
were set aside as interest areas devoted to art, 
seience, crafts, etc., but contained many other 
materials and activities as well. Children were as- 
signed to family rooms in the morning and were 
allowed to choose the interest area of their cho- 
ice in the afternoon. A family room teacher is 
primarily responsible for the basic instruction in 
language arts skills and number skills. He in- 
dividualizes instruction and keeps records of each 
pupil’s progress in the major subject areas.

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This book advocates that a teacher in a biracial 

setting examine his own attitudes toward mem- 

bers of other races so that he can develop 
satisfactory working relationships with them. 
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Many stereotypes and distortions do disappear 
when black, red, brown, yellow, and white 
teachers--out of mutual concern for the education 
of all children--meet and discuss common 
problems. Having examined one’s own beliefs, 
values, attitudes, and behaviors in a multiracial 
setting, and having proceeded to identify, ex- 
amine, discuss, and discover new feelings about 
one’s racial attitudes, the next important con- 
sideration is the teacher's relationship to his pu- 
pils in and out of the classroom. Effective 
teaching requires good teacher-pupil relation- 
ships. Teacher's attitudes toward their colleagues 
are extremely important in the day-to-day rou- 
tine. In attempting to integrate a desegregated 
teaching situation, black and white teachers 
should continue to develop an attitude of ac- 
ceptance of each other as professional colleagues. 
A professional commitment to teaching begins 
with the teacher’s acceptance of his share of 
responsibility by striving to establish wholesome 
teacher-parent relationships through open, 
honest, frequent, and pleasant (if possible) com- 
munications with parents, to the end that the 
children he teaches will be the chief beneficiaries.

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Since the 1950’s a number of large-scale inter- 

vention programs have been created to promote 
equality of educational opportunity among 
diverse social groups through the provision of ad- 
ditonal resources to the educational environments 
of selected students from a 
backgrounds. At the secondary and postseconda- 
ry levels, such programs have usaully sought to 
raise the academic achievements and motivation 
of selected students from lower socioeconomic 
backgrounds and increase the numbers of such 
persons graduating from high school, enrolling in 
college, and graduating from college. Although 
these intervention efforts have been in operation 
for many years, little is known about their collec- 
tive impact. on the targeted populations. The 
present report attempts to alter this situation by 
reviewing and synthesiging the available literature 
as to the effects of intervention programs at the 
secondary and higher education levels.

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This report presents the findings of a national 
survey of food stamp program and food distribu- 
tion program recipients. Specifically, this study 
provides information on the amounts of earned 
income, income from other private sources, and 
major cash and in-kind benefits that food stamp 
or food distribution program recipients receive 
from other Federal programs. Included are social 
security, unemployment insurance, veterans’ 
benefits, public assistance (aid to families with 
dependent children and to the aged, blind, and 
disabled, and general assistance), subsidized 
housing, medicare, medicaid, and child nutrition 
programs.

For reasons 
of uniqueness, the Puerto Rican food distribution 
sample households are tabulated from the U.S. 
samples and are not discussed in this report.

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This volume presents a model bill which trans- 
lates the recommendations of the Subcommittee 
on Fiscal Policy, as presented in its report enti- 
tled “Income Security for Americans,” into 
legislative language. Accompanying the model bill 
is a section by section description and rationale. 
The basic goal of an income maintenance system 
is to help persons with low income. But the com- 
pelling need for reform now is to rationalize, 
systematize, and coordinate programs already in 
operation. The purpose of this bill is to replace or 
rationalize the many public programs offering 
support based on family and individual income by 
establishing, as a part of the income tax, a new 
Federal system of tax credits and allowances. 
This new system is designed to increase the equi- 
ty, strengthen the administration, and improve 
the adequacy of income maintenance programs, 
and to restore desirable social and economic in- 
centives to the Nation’s system of income sup- 
port. The proposed program, to begin in 1977, 
consists of two parts: modest cash grants related 
to income for the poorest and tax relief for low- 
and middle-income workers. Several current wel- 
fare programs (principally aid to families with de- 
pendent children and food stamps) will be 
scrapped in favor of a comprehensive system of 
tax credits and modest cash allowances for the 
poor administered by the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice.

Partly in response to the findings of the Na- 
tional Advisory Commission on Civil Disorders, 
partly as an outgrowth of its earlier efforts to 
widen monority opportunities and improve race 
relations, the Ford Foundation in the late 1960s 
and early 1970s supported a series of activities 
designed to enhance the content and the sensitivi- 
ty of the media in relation to minorities. The 
jects took three main directions: (1) training of 
minority journalists; (2) opening broadcasting to 
more and better coverage of minority affairs by 
means of advocacy in the administration and in- 
terpretation of broadcast law; and, (3) supporting 
organizations committed to produce material 
about minorities and matters that concern them.
